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A New Field for Exploration 


By FRANKLIN F. WINGARD 


TYHE AVERAGE collector of “An- 

tique Radio” never intended to 
start a new hobby; he merely de- 
cided to keep a few items to remem- 
ber the good old days of radio, or of 
wireless as it was known in the early 
days. From time to time he picked 
up a few antique pieces without any 
definite goal or objective. 

However, as time went on and the 
items increased so that the available 
space to handle the collection became 
a problem, he then commenced to plan 
his collection and place definite limi- 
tations on the items that he would 
obtain and save. 

Antique Radio items generally fall 
into one of three classifications (1) 
Radio Catalogs and Literature, (2) 
Radio or Vacuum Tubes, (3) Radio 
Receivers, Transmitters Parts and 
Equipment. 

Radio Catalogs and Literature 

For many years the only thing that 
was collected intentionally was the 
Amateur Radio Magazine, Q S T, a 
publication of the American Radio 
Relav League. A complete collection 
of QST’s are somewhat rare. 

The magazine commenced publica- 
tion in December, 1915, and continued 
until September, 1917, after which 
it was temporarily suspended until 
after World War I was over. Publi- 
cation was resumed with the June, 
1919, issue. 


It is the understanding of the writ- 
er that before pyblication of the first 
issue of QST (a pamphlet, rather 
than a magazine), there were a few 
of the magazines printed with a No- 
vember, 1915, date. However, after 
it became apparent that the issue 
could not be completed for Novem- 
ber, the contents were bound and the 
first number issued under date of De- 
cember, 1915. The November, 1915, 
issue (a few were compiled with such 
date) is a very rare item. 

Between the publication of the last 
issue in 1917 and the first issue of 
1919, a bulletin was sent to the for- 
mer subscribers asking for assistance 
in raising money to start the project 
by the purchase of bonds. Every col- 
lector’s set should include this item 
as well as the indexes to the early 
volumes which were separate items. 
At the present time the magazine in- 
cludes the yearly index in the De- 
cember issue. 

From the collection of QST’s a 
number of hobbyists have expanded 
their efforts to obtain all publications 
of the American Radio Relay League. 


Really rare items are Maps of Mem- 
ber Stations published in 1914 and 
1915; List of Member Stations 1914 
issue; List of Member Stations 1915 
issue; Story of American Radio Re- 
lay League. 

Handbooks published by the League, 
the first issue being in 1926, are be- 
ing sought by some collectors. They 
are not very rare, however. 

Such was the commencement of the 
collection of radio literature and at 
the present time the only radio lit- 
erature that has been sought suffi- 
ciently to establish any definite mar- 
ket values. The writer, however, is 
picking up any and all kinds of eata- 
logs, pamphlets, old radio magazines, 
call books, and most everything else 
that is connected with radio. At the 
present time it is impossible to list 
all radio or wireless literature that 
the collector may seek. However, in 
the magazine field he might look for 
Wireless Age, Marconigraph, Radio, 
Radio News, The Modulator, Pacific 
Radio News, Modern Electrics, Elec- 
trical Experimenter and Everyday 
Models and Engineering. 

As a general rule, anything prior 
to 1915 in the way of Radio Litera- 
ture can be considered rare or at 
least sufficiently so to warrant a col- 
lector’s interest. 

Radio Tubes 

At the present time the greatest 
number of persons interested in any 
phase of radio collecting is the tube 
collector. There are possibly a hun- 
dred or more of such hobbyists. At 
the present time there is no definite 
list of what might be collected but 
the field of radio tubes is so large 
that one should specialize in the 
same. Because so many firms made 
identical tubes, except for the firm 
name stamped on them, and because 
of the space involved in such a col- 
lection it is almost imperative for the 
collector to first make a list of tubes 
that he desires to obtain and to stick 
to such list. 

The writer decided that he would 
collect all tubes that he could find of 
every manufacturer, prior to 1930. 
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After 1930 he has set up a selective 
manufacturers’ chart. 

For instance, after 1930 the tubes 
made by the Radio Corporation of 
America is set as a standard and al! 
tubes of different style that are 
searched for are RCA. However, some 
manufacturers made tubes of a style 
or type not made by RCA. Perhaps 
four or five manufacturers made such 
tube although RCA did not make it 
A second manufacturer’s tube is 
chosen as a standard, and so on down 
the line. 

Perhaps the most interesting tubes 
to the collector are those made by 
DeForest. For the new collector who 
is not familiar with radio history, Lee 
DeForest was the man who has made 
radio what it is today. Radio tubes 
before DeForest’s development of the 
grid (the third element of a radio 
tube) were two-element affairs and 
known as Fleming Valves. The first 
tubes having the third element looked 
something like old automobile lamps 
having a candelabra screw base on 
one end and two wires coming out 
of the other end. They were known as 
Round Audions and came out around 
1908. Subsequent tubes varied in 
shapes, sizes, styles and with vari- 
ous types of bases. 

Just what radio tubes are “an- 
tique,” rare or desirable to a collec- 
tor can hardly be stated as it de- 
pends largely on the individual col- 
lector. Fleming Valves are sought af- 
ter by all collectors and are extreme- 
ly rare. DeForest Round Audions 
mentioned here as well as all tubes 
used prior to 1925 are generally 
sought by all collectors. In general, if 
a tube does not have some type of 
base for making the connections to 
the same it might be considered rare. 

If the collector is seriously inter- 
ested in the radio tube line it is 
suggested that he purchase the back 
issues of Radio News for the past 
two years in which there has ap- 
peared a number of items and arti- 
cles describing early tubes and tell- 
ing of their development. At least 
two collectors are known to have col- 
lections of over two thousand dif- 
ferent tubes. 

Radio Sets and Equipment 

The collection of radio sets and 
equipment is perhaps the most diffi- 
cult to control and catalog. The vol- 
ume of collectable items is tremen- 
dous and again the collector is cau- 
tioned to first make a list of what is 
to be collected and to stick to the 
same. : 

Early equipment prior to 1925, and 
particularly those items prior to the 
First World War, are generally ac- 
ceptable to all collectors. Electrolytic, 
Magnetic and Crystal Detectors as 
well as the coherer, loose coupler, 
single and double slide tuning coils 
and early type of tuning condensers 
make up the early receiving items. 
Early transmitting items consist of 
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fixed, quenched and rotary spark 
gaps; spark transformers made by 
Acme, Thordarson, Clapp Eastham 
and other concerns; oscillation trans- 
formers and tuning coils of various 
types; and, various types of condens- 
ers which then consisted mostly of 
glass plates with tinfoil between the 
same. 

Later equipment that was manu- 
factured after the war started the 
trend toward tube receivers. How- 
ever, before the war DeForest was 
putting out detectors and amplifiers 
using the round Audions as well as 
tuning sets that connected with such 
detector panels or included such items 
as part of the set. Any of this equip- 
ment is rare and acceptable by most 
any collector. The tube receivers put 
out after the war varied to such an 
extent and items manufactured were 
of such volume that from there on it 
becomes the collector’s individual 
taste that governs. The writer de- 
cided to pick up all items manufac- 
tured or sold by the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America. The early items 
were Radiola Crystal Receiver, Aeri- 
ola Junior, Aeriola Senior, Radiola 
RS, Radiola AC, Radiola AR, Radi- 
ola RT, Radiola RA, AR1300 Crystal 
Receiver, AA1400 Detector Amplifier, 
AA1520 Radio Frequency Amplifier, 
Radiola’s 1, 2, 3, 3A, 4, 5, 6, 7, 7B, 
Super 8, 9, 10, Regenoflex, Grand, 20, 
24, 25, 26 Portable, 28, 30, 30A, 32, 
41, 16AC, 17AC, 18AC. 

In addition to the foregoing most 
collectors look for amateur radio 
equipment that was put on the mar- 
ket by Clapp Eastham, Chirad, Zen- 
ith, Grebe, Mignon, Amrad as well as 
DeForest and many others. Receivers 
that used the vario-coupler—variome- 
ter combinations were the most rare. 
After that came the various sets with 
freak circuits and which were de- 
signed for broadcast listeners and not 
for amateur use. 


A group of items that is quite dif- 
ficult to obtain is the early army and 
navy receivers and transmitting sets. 
This is true because most of such 
equipment is destroyed upon the same 
becoming obsolete. The equipment 
that is sold usually reaches the hands 
of persons that tear the same to 
pieces for some specific item in the 
set that may have some value. Also 
there was very little of such equip- 
ment used other than what was 
shipped overseas. 

There is a field for the collector 
which the writer has not tried to 
cover and that is of foreign litera- 
ture, tubes and equipment. This is 
a field in itself and it is suggested 
that at the present time, at least, 
that the collector forget about such 
endeavor since the war prevents any 
satisfactory

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COMBS - Private and Public

| een IN THE easy ’eighties when 
traveling salesmen wore plug 
hats and handlebar mustaches and 
week-ended at the hotels that had 
the best looking dining room girls, 
everyone of those fellows had a neat 
little comb on his vest pocket, prob- 
ably in a leather case and he used 
it freely and frequently to keep his 
raven locks and his ornamental mus- 
tache in good order. There is histori- 
cal precedent for the custom. George 
Fox, founder of Quakerism, carried a 
comb-case in his pocket and used the 
comb often. 

In the old days there was no 
thought that hair combing benefited 
either the outside or the inside of the 
head. Appearance only was consid- 
ered. But as long ago as 1557 one 
Andrew Borde, a writer on etiquette, 
advised, “Kayme your head ofte and 
do so dyvirs times in the day,” while 
William Vaughan in 1602 in his 
“Fifteen Directions to Preserve 
Health,” directs hair combing for its 
intellectual benefits. He says, “It 
must be done softly and easily and 
with an ivory comb, for nothing re- 
createth the memory more.” Could 
there be a penetrating influence from 
the possible generation of a mild a- 
mount of electricity caused by the 
friction ? 

In 1624 Sir John Harrington ad- 
vises, “Comb your head well with an 
ivory comb from the forehead to the 
back-part, drawing the comb some 
forty times at least.” They took the 
combing practice seriously in those 
days. An old Englishman, writing a- 
bout 1790, declares that fifty years 
earlier the people of the village of 
Oakenshaw kept their heads in such 
shocking order that an iron comb was 
provided for community use, being 
chained to a tree on the village green. 
There seemed to be an influence up- 
on public morale in this matter of 
putting one’s locks in order. 

Combs certainly date back into an- 
tiquity and are found in rude styles 
among the earliest of personal relics. 
Sometimes they were buried with the 
dead. Though the earliest combs 
were made of bronze and various 
other metals, ivory was the raw ma- 
terial most valued, because it could 
so much more easily and certainly 
be rubbed’ to a smoothness that pre- 
vented catching the hair. Henry VIII 
had a comb of gold, garnished with 
turquoises and weighing in all half a 
pound though, to be sure, he did pur- 
loin it from the Abbey of Glaston- 
bury! 

There often were church combs in 


early England. Sometimes they were 
of ivory either plain or carved and 
sometimes elaborately ornate. The 
Episcopal comb was used to comb the 
hair of a high church dignitary while 
celebrating communion. A __ towel 
would be placed around his neck and 
the comb passed through his hair. 
One description of the operation 
states the deacon combed the right 
side of the bishop’s head and the 
sub-deacon the left side, and they 
were ordered to do their work “‘light- 
ly and decently,” (“leviter et decen- 
ter’), to use the literal original in- 
struction. This order may have been 
necessary to prevent a deacon with a 
grudge from giving the Father a dig 
in the scalp. 

Collectors of combs seem to con- 
fine themselves largely to the hand- 
some ornamental tortoise-shell and 
other high backed, often jeweled hair 
accessories of the ladies of various 
past periods. Nevertheless there are 
interesting possibilities in collecting 
combs of all sorts, ranging from the 
tin- or nickel-backed bone or horn 
combs of the 1880’s to the silver- or 
even gold-mounted ivory or celluloid 
combs of the early 1900’s and the 
plastic products of today.

FIGUREHEADS 


Mrs. Etta Boyd Harless, Virginia, 
responds to the recent article in 
HosBIEs on ship figureheads, with a 
picture of an interesting specimen at 
Virginia Beach, Va. The post card 
reads: “Figurehead washed ashore at 
Virginia Beach, from three-mast sail- 
ing vessel “Dictator.” Ship was brok- 
en up in storm off shores of beach 
March 29, 1891. Nine of crew, with 
captain’s wife and little son, were 
drowned. The captain, only survivor, 
erected the figurehead as a monument 
to his wife and son.” 

Ship figureheads suggest another 
interesting field for collecting, par- 
ticularly for those who like to delve 
into stories and history of the sea.

ODDITIES AND CURIOS 


By H. K. 


(= LANDIS VALLEY Museum 

is a storehouse of things which 
have become obsolete in this “Garden 
Spot” of Pennsylvania dutch culture, 
and that leaves out nothing. It is a 
broad field for research, from the 
dialect and pre-history to its tech- 
nology and genealogy that will con- 
sume generations of work in study 
and writing. We antiquers are liable 
to forget these collateral phases while 
making our collections; and, proper- 
ly so, since it is more than a one- 
man job, but the necessity for more 
local museums is here evident for 
the purpose of collecting and storing 
such material against a day of need. 
Our Pennsylvania German Society 
has 50 annual volumes and_ the 
Pennsylvania German Folk Lore 
Society has published seven volumes. 
There are several shelves of books 
published in the dutch dialect and 
numerous dutch letters have been 
contributed to local newspapers, gener- 
ally of a humorous nature, from the 
early 1840’s to date. Many will re- 
member Pit Schwefelbrenner and 
Gottlieb Bonastiel and others up to 
Der Grase Henner and Pumpernickel 
Bill. A list of these writers would 
fill a column. The “deitch eck” of 
Allentown, and the radio programs by 
Die Wunnernaas in the dialect, keep 
up the interest. There are two 
cultures represented in this section, 
the Pennsylvania dutch and the Penn- 
sylvania German, both correct. The 
former were the immigrants who 
came over from Switzerland and the 
Upper Rhine through religious and 
other persecution and the latter from 
middle and southern Germany who 
migrated to escape military service 
and later to obtain better opportunity. 
The dutch came over up to the 
Revolutionary War and the German 
division since that time. The culture 
of each is divergent and distinct 
enough to require a separate classifi- 
cation. But that is another story; 
what we are now talking about refers 
to the original migration under the 
supervision of William Penn and at 


his personal invitation. They were. 


very good people, good farmers and 
made good citizens. Since the early

1700’s_ they have reclaimed farms 
from the forests and still occupy their 
fertile farms so that Lancaster 
County today is the richest rural 
county in the country and even the 
critical Anne Royal about 1828 term- 
ed it the “Garden Spot” of this east- 
ern country. That is why a museum 
to illustrate the characteristics of 
this section became desirable. 


The Landis Valley Museum contains 
many oddities and curios in addition 
to the usual displays, among them 
a case of “hex marks” placed on 
implements as a talisman against 
injurious “spells” which a sorcerer or 
witch might put upon them, Even 
barn marks are slightly talismanic. 
Then there is a case of “Amish” 
glass, that odd bright amber flashed 
glass which was and is so popular 
with the Amish people. There is a 
case of “what is it” the names and 
uses of which are not known to the 
curators, Several cases of keepsakes 
from several families show what the 
old people carefully preserved to re- 
member places and faces. One “hair 
book” has woven wreaths of hair from 
about a thousand persons. An old 
hand knitted stocking for men wear- 
ing boots of hemp and of wool; these 
were long and were tied below the 
knee. Among the numerous items are 
a tarantula, horned toad, trap-door 
spider’s nest, wind-stones, little sea 
horses, mastodan’s tooth, and hundreds 
of small things each of which, if it 
could rise up and tell its story, would 
be of interest. Such coliections, cover- 
ing a lifetime of care and serving 
as priceless home treasures should 
be preserved since the rising genera- 
tion is not in the least interested and 
their destruction is otherwise a 
certainty. Among such items might 
be classed autograph albums, family 
portraits (with titles where pos- 
sible), name cards, embossed cut-outs, 
advertising cards, cigarette souvenirs, 
souvenirs of cities, etce., anything 
which in its day formed an important 
part of the life of these old people. 
An old paint can or stewpot covered 
with putty in which is pressed frag- 
ments of broken china, shells, ete. 
makes an attractive jardiniere, so 


why despise it. Judging values by 
price marks is a mistake. Let us come 
down to earth and forget for a time 
our blue sky conceptions of values 
and then we all can have a good 
time. Just another observation: Hero 
worship and the worship of the 
golden calf have demoralised our 
sense of relativity. In a very good 
book one finds this idea: Despise 
not the day of little things, or some- 
thing to the same effect. ‘Tall oaks 
from little acorns grow.” 

Curios are not classed as antiques 
but are of interest principally through 
association. Many keepsakes are 
curios simply and have very little to 
do with the technology of earlier 
days, but they are a part of the 
life of those times. Even old letters 
tell a story, just as the letters we 
write today will sometime tell their 
story. As we walk so will we get 
ahead, or straggle. A man stalked 
in the other day and remarked: “The 
most curious thing about curious 
things is their curiosity” said he. 
“How so? I asked” “Because of an 
intriguing story hiding behind each 
one, the telling of which would while 
away the tedious hours. That makes 
one inquisitive. In our cases of curios 
there is scarcely one having its story 
beside it. This is a great pity. It 
is like a collection of tombstones— 
a name or date, and nothing more. 
How fine it would be to put the 
story beside the name for all to read 
ponder and inwardly digest! Some 
day we hope to carry out this 
suggestion ourselves.

Foster Memorial Room 


First editions of nearly twenty songs 
of Stephen Collins Foster head the 
display in the Foster Memorial Room 
at the University of Cincinnati. The 
collection of Fosteriana was given 
the University by Josiah K. Lilly as 
a fitting repository in the city Foster 
visited when about seven years old. 
This is the second largest memorial 
to him. First editions of his songs 
range from the nostalgic “Jeanie” to 
“Old Black Joe,” but they also include 
the lesser known ‘Ah! My Child,” 
Foster’s translation from Meyerbeer’s 
opera “The Prophet.” The copy of 
“The Social Orchestra” kept here is 
a vary rare one, considered a fine 
acquisition. There is a first draft of 
‘Massa’s in the Cold Ground.” 

Mr. Lilly spent thousands of dol- 
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lars in assiduously obtaining original 
editions, first drafts and photostatic 
copies of Foster’s songs. Evidence 
here shows the composer at one time 
received $1600.00 for sixteen new 
songs — among them the popular 
“Glendy Burk.” This is a splendid col- 
lection of first drafts and first editions 
of songs, as well as some pirated 
editions, gold prints of the original 
manuscripts, and leaves from his 
notebooks; a library of Foster’s books, 
critical and biographical writings 
about him, magazine articles concern- 
ing Foster, and his letters; portraits 
of him, his parents and his daughter, 
and associates; broadsides, illustrated 
songbooks, pamphlets, sheet music, 
and Foster recordings. On the walls 
of this room are colorful murals, 
done by University art students, that 
depict the teeming river-front ‘fe 
of the Cincinnati Foster knew. Ure 
mural paints him standing in the 
doorway of the old red brick building 
that housed the steamship merchants’ 
office; he is watching a negro strum 
a banjo while a second executes a 
hoe-down, with other stevedores loll- 
ing about lackadaisically. Both the 
atmosphere and the hundreds of items 
displayed in the Foster Room tell the 
dramatic story of the American 
troubadour.

MUSEUM MODERNITIES 


The subject of leg make-up, of all 
things, has attracted the attention of 
the department of anthropology at 
the Chicago Natural History Muse- 
um. Dr. Wilfrid D. Hambly, curator 
of African ethnology, commented re- 
cently that American girls’ compla- 
cent assumption of originality in their 
solution of the problem due to lack 
of nylons and silk, is quite unjustified. 
The idea was anticipated years ago 
by policemen—African tribesmen civ- 
ilized and trained for police work, 
and used in the service of the gov- 
ernment of Nigeria (British West 
Africa.) Likewise, Africans enlisted 
as soldiers in the service of the Brit- 
ish Empire completed their uniforms 
with leg make-up of a sort, says Dr. 
Hambly, as a result of observations 
made some years ago when he made 
the Frederick H. Rawson West Af- 
rican Expedition. 

“The uniform of the Nigerian po- 
lice was a dark blue, with knee 
breeches, and blue puttees,” said Dr. 
Hambly. ‘‘But more often than not 
the feet were bare, yet they were re- 
splendent with an unnatural jet 
black luster. Indeed, no shoes were 
worn for all the toes were visible, 
but at a distance there was a re- 
markable effect of wearing patent 
leather shoes polished to a high de- 
gree. 

“The solution of this mystery came 


unexpectedly during an early morn- 
ing visit to a government station 
where a number of police were pre- 
paring for parade. All their feet 
were up on a low wooden bench, and 
shoe polish was being liberally ap- 
plied to the bare pedal extremities 
up to the lower edge of the puttees. 
The men then vigorously brushed 
until the skin of their feet and ankles 
assumed a polished surface that the 
most conscientious shoe-shine boy 
could hardly expect to attain on 
leather.”

re of American prints, 
have their current fashions and 
enthusiasms or their permanent and 
personal interests, with the result 
that there are specialists in almost 
every type of subject. Yet too many 
collectors ignore the very prints 
which were most important to their 
makers, their real source of cash if 
not of inspiration. These are the 
prints which may be classed as 
‘news illustrations” and, crude and 
garish beyond average as most of 
them are, their subjects and their 
surprising accuracy make them, actu- 
ally, historical documents. 
Lithography was first popularized 
as a rapid and cheap method of re- 
producing designs, and none quicker 
or cheaper was developed until well 
after our Civil War. Consequently, 
the newspapers which gave their 
readers the day-to-day story of our 
country’s development could give 
them few and inadequate illustra- 
tions, and so were supplemented by 
lithographs showing events, person- 
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ages, fashions, everything from the 
Battle of Gettysburg to “The Cele- 
brated Fighting Pig Pape.” We must, 
of course, include the great majority 
of the historical prints, battles es- 
pecially, among the news prints, and 
Currier & Ives and other celebrated 
Civil War skirmishes which now 
have hardly a line in history. Por- 
traits, too, are included, since they 
were rushed into print so that every- 
one could see what the new Presi- 
dential candidate, governor, actress, 
singer or general looked like. And 
even many of the sporting prints 
come in this class, as the horse races 
which have always been American 
news events. 

The early and continued financial 
successes of Nathaniel Currier’s lith- 
ographic establishment is said to have 
begun with the large sale of his 
views of the “Great Fire” of 1835 in 
New York, which he had drawn, 
printed and on the streets while the 
ruins were still smoking. Naturally, 
the canny Yankee followed these 
with more prints of the same type, a 
long series of “Great Fires”, 
“Terrific Conflagrations”, ‘‘Dreadful 
Wrecks”, “Great Races” and so on. 
Many of these are interesting as rec- 
ords of almost forgotten events, as 
the “Awful Explosion of the Peace- 
maker on Board the U. S. Steam 
Frigate Princeton” in 1844, a cannon 
which exploded during tests, killing 
a Cabinet member and injuring other 
prominent citizens. Then there is the 
“Great Riot at the Astor Place Opera 
House” in 1849, the “First Appear- 
ance of Jenny Lind in America” in 
1850 and, in fact a long series of 
theatrical prints celebrating, mainly, 
European actresses touring this 
country, although they appear in 
costumes and poses very unlike those 
of our modern glamour girls, even 
the dancers Taglioni, Cerito, Celeste, 
modestly ignoring the distance be- 
tween their short ballet skirts and 
the floor. 
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It is interesting, too, to realize the 
one-time importance of the subjects 
of some of these prints, as measured 
by the number of different titles de- 
voted to them. The “Great East 
River Bridge to Connect New York 
and Brooklyn” has been part of the 
landscape and the subject of a few 
jokes for years, but was once a nine- 
days’ wonder. Currier & Ives illus- 
trating it some twenty times between 
1875 and 1892. The Statue of Liberty 
also attracted much attention, and 
has some six prints, and the “Great 
Eastern” steamship, the ‘‘Crystal 
Palace” exhibition in New York in 
1851 and the ‘‘Grand Centennial Ex- 
position” in Philadelphia in 1875 
were also. considered important. 
However, fires and shipwrecks seem 
the most popular subjects, so the 
illustration is typical. Its title, too, 
is typical of this type of print; ‘Loss 
of the Steamboat Swallow while on 
Her Trip From Albany to New-York 
on Monday Evening, April 17th, 1845. 
When opposite Athens she Struck a 
Large Rock, Took fire, Broke in Two 
and Sunk. By Which Melancholy 
Occurrence it is Supposed that Nearly 
40 Lives Were Lost.” 


The Currier firm was the most 
successful and longest-lived of our 
American lithographing houses, and 
it is worthy of note that few of its 
competitors could rival its news sense. 
The Kelloggs, next in number of titles 
issued and in years of activity, dis- 
regarded this type of print almost 
completely, except for a few Civil 
War battles, which, of course, were 
shown by all lithographers of the 
period. But a number of the smaller 
houses added to our information on 
current events in America, especially 
those San Francisco houses which 
show California fires, wrecks, even 
earthquakes and a hanging by a Com- 
mittee of Vigilance, events unknown

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to or ignored by the Eastern litho- 
graphers, and several other firms out- 
side New York and New England 
issued views of local events and 
celebrities. 

In New York, H. R. Robinson was 
a contemporary of Nathaniel Currier, 
and also left us a view of the “Great 
Fire of 1835,” following this with 
several other New York fires, and the 
arrival of an early trans-atlantic 
steamer, the Sirius, in 1838. But he 
was never successful, and, like many 
lithographers of the period, did not 
stay long in one place. J. L. Magee of 
New York and Philadelphia also 
issued a number of news prints be- 
tween 1844 and 1865, himself artist, 
lithographer and publisher. Other 
prints celebrating events which es- 
caped the notice of Currier are the 
“Arrival of the Atlantic Cable” and 
its companion. “The Eighth Wonder of 
the World, The Atlantic Cable” by 
Kimmel & Foster of New York, and 
the large and splendid views of Com- 
modore Perry’s Expedition to Japan 
in 1858 by Sarony & Co.. 

It is impossible to mention more 
than a few of these news prints, out 
of a total which runs into thousands, 
and into tens of thousands if more 
important historical’ subjects, con- 
temporary portraits and sports events 
are included. It is also impossible to 
select the “important” ones. ranging 
as they do from the rare “Martyrdom 
of Joseph and Hiram Smith in Carth- 
age Jail” by Nagel & Weingartner 
of New York, dated 1851, or the 
‘Martyrdom of the Prophet Joseph 
Smith” by Gast of New York and 
St. Louis to the fairly common 
“Johnstown Flood” and SGreat Cy- 
clone. Tornado and Fire at St. Louis, 
1890”, which seems tops in disasters, 
by Kurtz and Allison of Chicago, 
which may well interest as many col- 
lectors as the first-mentioned two. 
But this short catalogue may help to 
bring to the attention of collectors 
some prints worth preserving, and 
even worth admiring.

War Drawings 
by George Biddle 


Death and weariness and destruc- 
tion are in every line of George 
Biddle’s twenty drawings of war 
scenes now on display at the San 
Francisco Museum of Art. These are 
intimate sketches, done under shell 
fire, in field hospitals, in cemeteries 
behind the lines in North Africa and 
Italy. The very simplicity and unas- 
suming quality of these pictures of 
tired soldiers, Arab grave-diggers and 
homeless peasants give them com- 
pelling force. They speak as vividly 
as a soldier’s letter from the front. 

Mr. Biddle was one of 40 artists 
assigned by the War Department to 
picture war scenes. He lived and 
worked with every unit in the Medi- 


terranean except one during the 
eight months he spent in Africa, Si- 
cily and Italy. Biddle says, “In draw- 
ing these boys I was not interested 
in the mechanics of war I wanted the 
human faces, the suffering, the death. 
And I wanted all the little incon- 
gruities which make a war seem like 
‘Alice in Wonderland’ played in a 
mad house. 

George Biddle, brother of Attorney 
General Francis Biddle, was born in 
Philadelphia in 1885. His paintings 
are in the collections of many major 
museums, among them the Metropoli- 
tan, the Chicago Art Institute and 
the Whitney Museum. He is now in 
Mexico with his sculptress wife, He- 
lene Sardeau, where they are execut- 
ing a project at the invitation of the 
Mexican Minister of Education. Mr. 
Biddle’s journal of his experiences in 
the Mediterranean, ‘‘Artist at War,” 
is being published by the Viking Press 
and 100 of his war drawings are be- 
ing published by Hyperion Press.

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BELL NOTES 


y- ARE usually formed of a 
composition of copper and tin, 
known by the name of bell-metal; 
the proper proportions of which, be- 
ing fused together, the liquid compo- 
sition is poured into a mould. 

The quality of a bell depends not 
only on the composition of the metal, 
but very much also on its shape, 
height, width, and thickness, for 
which the bell-founder has, of course, 
proper rules. 

The introduction of bells into Chris- 
tian churches seems to date from the 
fifth century, and soon after they 
were in general use _ throughout 
Christendom. 

For a long time, however, they 
were of comparatively small size, but 
from the thirteenth century much 
larger bells began to be cast; the 
famous bell of Rouen, produced in 
1501, weighing upwards of 36,000 
pounds. 

The largest bell in the world is the 
Great Bell of Moscow, which exceeds 
twenty-one feet in height and diam- 
eter, while its weight is no less than 
193 tons. F 

This huge bell was cast in 1734;

but a few years afterwards, a fire 
having occurred, it fell to the ground, 
and was much injured. It was al- 
lowed to lie sunk in the earth for 
nearly one hundred years. It was at 
length raised and formed into the 
dome of a chapel, by excavating the 
ground underneath. 


The great bell of St. Paul’s, Lon- 
don, weighs upwards of five tons, 
and there are many other bells in 
England of equally large size. 

During the Middle Ages the prac- 
tice prevailed of tolling church bells; 
the people being instructed that its 
use was to admonish them of the 
uncertainty of life, and to lead them 
to pray for the dying. 

By the beginning of the 18th cen- 
tury, the passing-beil (in the true 
sense of the term) had almost ceased 
to be heard; after that time the toll- 
ing still took place, but after death 
had occurred, instead of before, and 
this usage is still retained in va- 
rious parts of the country. 

The ringing of the curfew-bell sup- 
posed to have been introduced by 
William the Conqueror, was strictly 
observed until the death of his suc- 
cessor. Its object was to warn the 
people to extinguish all lights and 
fires by eight o’clock in the evening, 
and this order was always bitterly 
resented by the people. 


Many church towers in London are 
provided with what is called a “ring” 
of bells, the ringing of which is a 
well-known practice, merry peals be- 
ing rung on festive occasions. The 
most celebrated ring of bells in Lon- 
don is that of St. Mary-le-Bow, 
Cheapside, and these have given rise 
to a proverbial expression intended 
to mark out a true London-born per- 
son, “Born within sound of Bow- 
Bells.”

REMEMBRANCE 


Many collectors, like Mrs. W. J. 
Tinker, Missouri, can look back on 
their early days of bell collecting 
with pleasant memories. For then the 
world was at peace and Americans 
traveled hither and yon throughout 
the world storing up pleasant memor- 
ies and at the same time adding 
choice specimens to their collections. 
Mrs. Tinker affirms this, for says she: 
“Most of my bells were bought while 
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on a world tour, and they“are, of 
course, very interesting because of 
their associations.” 

For instance, two small fiat bells, 
—and most of Mrs. Tinker’s bells are 
in the small variety—came from 
Mongolia. She recalls that she ob- 
tained these on a trip from Peiping 
to the great Chinese wall. They were 
on the necks of camels that were be- 
ing driven in from Mongolia. The 
camels were loaded with iron pots, 
firewood, silk, and other commodities 
of trade in that country, but Mrs.

Porcelain specimens in the Tinker 
collection remind their owner of 
peaceful scenes in the lowlands of 
Holland and of Belgium. 

And in our own country there are 
the cow bells, among many others, 
reminding of the hills of Kentucky 
and green fields of Oklahoma. 

Bells, it would seem, are perfect 
for recalling pleasant memories.

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Meditations of An Autograph Collector 


RECENT issues we have quoted 
from a book written more than 
42 years ago by an autograph collect- 
or, Adrian H. Joline, for Harper and 
Brothers. The book was well named. 
Joline showed a fine cultural back- 
ground, much of which had come, 
without doubt, from his hobby of 
autograph collecting. He had a wide 
acquaintance among collectors and the 
great and near great. We quote: 

“T am glad that the present genera- 
tion is beginning to revert with in- 
terest to the poems of Byron. He 
had his vicissitudes, and from an 
enormous popularity he sank to com- 
parative oblivion, but he is evidently 
rising again in the public esteem. 
The rather commonplace letter which 
fills his niche in my Pantheon has 
nothing but a mere autographic 
value. I am disposed to think that a 
lot of nonsense about his domestic 
relations tended to injure his reputa- 
tion among the smug people who 
seemed to control the literary judg- 
ment of recent years. The atrocious 
scandal which was fomented concern- 
ing him, preserved by the folly of 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, had its harm- 
ful effect. My belief that it was 
without any real foundation is 
strengthened by this letter of Lady 
Byron in my possession: 

Piccadilly Terrace, Jan. 4, 1816 

“My Dear Aunt.—You will allow 
me the use of my seyes by this time 
without a lecture to tell you that I 
and the child are perfectly well, We 
took a drive in the Park today. My 
confinement has been rendered so 
comfortable by Mrs. Leigh’s kindness 
and affection which I can never for-

get, that I feel no inclination to 
break loose, 

paige Farol “Not having seen any com- 
pany, I have scarcely heard any news 
and cannot give you information ex- 
cept of a domestic nature. Of this 
kind I may (or perhaps may not, for 
I have not asked leave) mention two 
new poems—which the newspapers 
have metamorphosed into Epic—like- 
wise giving me the credit of ‘tasteful 
criticism’ which I have hitherto exer- 
cised only in the more literal way 
over roast and boiled. The subjects 
are founded on historical facts, ‘The 
Siege of Corinth’ and ‘Parisina.’ 
There is more description in the 
former and more passion in the 
latter—which will be preferred on 
the whole, I know not—they are 
now in Murrey’s hands. 

“It was within a month after this 
letter was written that the separation 
was suggested by Lady Byron’s 
father. It was four days after the 
date of this letter that Lady Byron 
consulted Dr. Baillie about Lord 
Byron’s sanity, But as Leslie Stephen 
well says, in the Dictionary of Nation- 
al Biography, an examination of all 
that is known of Mrs. Leigh, of the 
previous relations between brother 
and sister, “ and especially of Lady 
Byron’s affectionate relations with 
Mrs. Leigh at the time, as revealed 
in letters since published, proves this 
hideous story to be absolutely incredi- 
ble. ‘I shall always believe that if 
Lord and Lady Byron could have been 
left to themselves, without the inter- 
ference. which outsiders so often 
seem resolved to inflict upon friends 
and relatives, there would never have 
been any serious trouble between 
them. The noble art of minding one’s 
own business is not cultivated as 
generally as it should be. Byron was 
not a saint, and few men of letters 
were saints in those days; but a 
little tact and wisdom could, I think, 
have preserved harmony between him 
and his wife. 


“Consider Thomas Carlyle and his 
spouse. Was there ever a couple who 
dwelt more completely in what a 
friend of mine calls ‘ferocious gloom?’ 
Their feuds and quarrels were bitter 
and ‘continuous. Very likely the 
sympathies of the greater number 
are with the woman, and it is true 
that the man must have been intense- 
ly irritating. Still, I have not the 
last doubt that Jane worried Thomas 
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sorely, and that, if he had departed 
this life before her demise, she in 
her widowhood might have placed 
herself upon the stool of repentance 
as remorsefully as he did. Perhaps, 
after all, their domestic ills and 
bickerings were no worse than those 
which come to others living under 
like conditions, and their woes have 
become famous merely because they 
talked so much about them and 
others have written so much about 
them. Let the judicious man pray to 
be delivered from his biographer— 
or sometimes from his autobiographer 
—videlicet poor McClellan and his 
“Own Story.” 

“I like to read my Jane Carlyle 
letter, for it betrays such a character- 
istic confidence in her charms, naively 
expressed: 

. Cheyne Row, Chelsea, Tuesday 

“Dear Sir.—I should tell you that 
Mr. Carlyle is ‘highly pleased with 
these photographs of me—declares 
them the only likenesses of me he 
has ever seen; tho’ I have been drawn 
and painted, and photographed times 
without number! He likes them all, 
but the profile one the best, and the 
full-face one the least. I hope you 
will find some way of making people 
know that the three photographs of 
Mr. C. which he selected are the 
ones of all that have been done of 
him, he himself thinks the likest. 
It would be a _ pity that those 
wretched-looking things of Jeffrey’s 
should go on being circulated when 
people can have so much _ better 
likeness for the money.

Chicago Executive 
Pursues Auto Hobby 


N°? ONE lifts an eyebrow these 
days at ten-year-old automobiles 
faithfully chugging down the street. 
Wartime restrictions have made us 
expect and accept that. Chances are, 
however, that you’d turn around for 
a good stare if a Locomobile Steam 
Surrey, vintage 1899, or a 1903 two- 
cylinder Ford with detachable tonneau 
came whizzing by proudly. If these 
relics of the first brave years of 
“horseless buggies” were seen on 
Chicago thoroughfares, in all prob- 
ability they would be part of the 
nationally-famous collection gathered 
by D. Cameron Peck. 

Mr. Peck’s collection began modest- 
ly some seven years ago with a 1912 
two-cylinder international farm ex- 
press wagon. Today his inventory 
lists 129 automobiles .. . electrical, 
steam and gasoline models, Enthusi- 
astic Mr. Peck doesn’t stop with the 
mere collecting of early and obsolete

might include anything from repaint- 
ing to digging up out-model head- 
lights or making new parts. 

To keep in touch with what is going 
on outside his own collection, he holds 
memberships in the Antique Automo- 
bile Club of America, the Veteran 
Motor Club of America, and the 
Horseless Carriage Club at~ Los 
Angeles. 

From this keen interest in early 
automobiles stemmed an unusual trib- 
ute to a hobbyist. In 1942 the Bowman 
Dairy Company began donating sev- 
eral hours of Mr. Peck’s time each 
week to the Museum of Science and 
Industry as curator of automotive 
transportation. A year later a per- 
manent exhibit was opened to the 
public called “Yesterday’s Main 
Street” reproducing all the glory of 
a typical street in the early 1900's. 
Painstaking details of horse watering 
troughs, gas lamps, real store fronts, 
a nickelodeon and cobbleston¢ paving 
were included to serve as a realistic 
and historic background for Mr. 
Peck’s automobiles. 

The hobby’s’ gradual 
eventually brought on 


expansion 
a housing 











problem. Temporarily the question 


? has been solved by keeping some of 


the cars at the Museum, others at 
the Bowman Dairy building, and 
many at Mr. Peck’s Evanston, IIL, 
home. His ambition, however, is to 
locate them in a single spot. The 
necessary dimensions for such a 
location aren’t determined’ as yet 
since Mr. Peck hopes to add to his 
collection 45 more American and 
foreign-made cars, including a 1900 
gasoline tricycle, a Doble steamer 
and a 12 cylinder late Lincoln. Where 
these “cars wanted” might be, or — 
whether they are in existence is the 
current question. But Mr. Peck trusts 
that sooner or later he’ll track them 
down. 

Apparently when bigger collections 
are to be made, literally speaking, Mr. 
Peck is the man to make them. For 
aside from his interest in automobiles, 
he gathers marine engines, steam 
yachts and early motor boats. The 
marine engine collection is. perhaps 
the only one of its kind in the world 
and includes 60 steam and gasoline 
models, some dating back to 1880. 
As to the historic steam yachts, Mr. 
Peck owns three, all at his Canadian 
summer home. 

Not to neglect other phases of 
transportation, Mr. Peck collects liter- 
ature on aviation and locomotion in 
addition to that concerning automo- 
tive and marine conveyances. This 
particular phase of his hobby began 
with a few books and pamphlets but 
has grown to proportions requiring 
the work of a full-time librarian. 

For curiosity’s sake, and with 129 
antique automobiles in mind, Mr. 
Peck was asked what car he drives 
for his personal use. His answer was, 
a super-charged Cord and a Rolls 
Royce. “But,” he added cheerfully, 
when gas coupons run low I can 
always take out an electric runabout 
and be on my way.”

CIRCUSTANA 





COLLECTOR IS RINGLIN G SPECI AT IST 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


ANY collectors have somewhat 

intangible explanations for having 
indulged their particular hobbies but 
there is one collector of circusiana, 
who specializes in material relating 
to Ringling Brothers Circus, who has 
a very concrete reason for his devo- 
tion to the history of America’s 
foremost circus organization. 

He is Dr. H. H. Conley, Park Ridge, 
Ill., physician and surgeon, who has 
had an acquaintance with three gen- 
erations of the Ringling family and 
Was reared in close proximity to the 
birthplace of the Ringling circus 
enterprise. 

Dr. Conley grew up in the little 
town of Cazenovia, Wisconsin, 30 
miles from Baraboo where the Ring- 
ling Brothers Cireus ventured forth 
for the first time on May 19, 1884, 
traveling on nine wagons, exhibiting 
in a 45x90 foot tent and carrying 
a personnel of 23 persons, including 
the five Ringling brothers, Al, Otto, 
Alf, Charles and John. 

It was in 1900 that Dr. Conley saw 
his first circus, which incidentally was 
Gollmar Brothers. The Gollmars were 
cousins of the Ringling Brothers and 
were inspired by the latters’ success,

to engage in the circus business with 
winter quarters in Baraboo. 

When Dr. Conley was a small lad 
in the early 1900’s, he made his first 
visit to Baraboo and saw the Ringling 
Brothers’ winter quarters—long rows 
of barns along a street at the edge 
of town. And he never tired of hear- 
ing his father’s reminiscences of how 
the Ringling show grew from its 
humble beginning to a full-fledged 
railroad circus of proportions in seven 
years. 

The member of the Ringling family 
he knew best was Mrs. Al Ringling, 
the only feminine member of the 
circus its first season. She partici- 
pated as a performer, made the cos- 
tumes, drove a wagon at night and 
did everything possible to make the 
show a success. In later years, he 
came to know well, Mrs. Edith Ring- 
ling, widow of “Mr. Charles,” one of 
the five brothers. As Dr. Conley says, 
“everyone loves Mrs. Charlie, from 
punks to stars, and they come to her 
for advice on everything from baby 
feeding to yearly contracts.” 

Dr, Conley has long been a close 
friend of Robert Ringling, son of Mrs. 
Charles Ringling. Robert is now 
president of the circus board of 
directors and producer of the show. 
For many years he was in grand 
opera and his knowledge of music 
and stage training have been in- 
valuable in the direction of produc- 
tion numbers he has created. 

Dr. Conley’s collection of circusiana 
is contained in two steel filing cabinets 
in his office at present. There are 
personal effects of the Ringling fam- 
ily, to be sure, including letters, 
autographs, pictures of members of 
the family, etc., but his chief interest 
has been in the collection of items 
pertaining to the show itself. 

He expects to have a circus room 
in the near future and for its door 
he has a bronze plate bearing the 
title “Ringling. Bros.,” which formerly 
graced the door of the Ringlings’ 
private railroad car. He has all route 
books published by the show since 
its beginning, including the composite 
1882-1900 and 1882-1925 volumes, as 
well as the Ringling Brothers and 


‘Barnum & Bailey books published 


since 1936. He also has the printed 
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programs for all but seven years 
from 1894 to 1944, along with heralds, 
couriers, lithographs, countless photo- 
graphs of acts, parades and equip- 
ment and many colored posters. 

In this connection, he has also 
gathered together what is known as 
“opposition” advertising. This consists 
of posters, handbills and newspaper 
advertisements of rival circuses direct- 
ed at discounting the features and 
size of the Ringling Brothers show, 
and magnifying their own attractions. 

When the Ringling Brothers pur- 
chased Barnum and Bailey Circus, 
Dr, Conley went back down the trail 
of Barnum and Bailey, Barnum and 
London and P. T. Barnum circuses, 
all stemming from the original P. T. 
Barnum show. Then when John Ring- 
ling, last of the five famous brothers, 
purchased all the circuses owned by 
the American Circus Corporation in 
1929— Al G. Barnes, Sells-Floto, 
Hagenbeck-Wallace, Sparks and John 
Robinson—Dr. Conley had to enlarge 
again the scope of his collection, to 
take in those shows and their pre- 
decessors. 

This does not mean that Dr. Conley 
does not collect circusiana in general, 
for he does on a somewhat smaller 
scale. He goes in for the oldest pieces 
of circusiana to be had, and one of 
his early-day prizes is a four-page 
herald of the Welch, Mann and 
Delevan Mammoth Circus, season 
1846. 

He is also interested in foreign 
circuses and among his collection 
pieces representative of them are 
programs of Bertram Mills Circus 
of England, Circo Santos 7 Artigas, 
exhibiting in Cuba, Circus Krone of 
Germany, Shipp and Feltus in South 
America, and many others. 

A part of his collection which in- 
terests all circus fans whether or not 
they are collectors, is his miniature 
scale-model circus, which is set up 
on an oversize table. And what fun

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FUN WITH DOLLS

OFTEN marvel at the manner in 

which my doll collection started, 
for believe it or not, it was through 
the efforts of others, and not my 
own, and their interest and gener- 
osity. My friends are responsible for 
it. 

My mother presented me with an 
old doll that had been in our family 
a great many years—people began to 
take an interest in it—soon after- 
wards I was given other ancient 
dolls. Then one day I bought an old, 
unusual one, which I knew I could 
restore, and after that dolls came my 
way in one fashion or another. 

The chief reason I continued in 
this hobby was the pleasure I ex- 
perienced whenever I “exhibited” my 
collection, the pleasure in the delight 
of other people.

There were about 40 elderly ladies 
present and as they passed the dolls 
from one to another, examining their 
hairdress, clothing, etc., their pleas- 
ure was a precious thing to behold. 
They were just exactly the type of 
dolls they had played with as chil- 
dren 60, 70 and even 80 years pre- 
viously. One very aristocratic appear- 
ing old lady remarked, with a tragic 
look on her face, as she studied an 
ancient china specimen, “When I was 
ten years old I would have given any- 
thing in the world for a doll like that 
—my cousin in the city had one ex- 
actly like it, but we lived in the 
country and the only doll I had was a 
corncob. I used to try to make its

One of the oldest women, who was 
past 90, and blind, passed her hands 
over the dolls’ heads and it was plain 
to see that she recognized the dif- 
ferent types of coiffures as her face 
lit up. 

After it was all over she sent a 
maid to her room who returned with 
a very small, gold locket. She pre- 
sented this locket to me, saying she 
thought it would be charming on one 
of the old dolls, and I fastened it to 
the sash of a doll of suitable size.

Wax Doll Memoirs 


Dollology Department: 


While turning over the pages of 
June Hopsitgs, I paused at Dollology. 
We were on the veranda of a guest 
house at a South Jersey resort. 

Soon all were interested in the 
subject—grandmothers, mothers and 
children. The discussion that followed 
centered on wax dolls, and the stories 
related some of the reasons why wax 
specimens are scarce. Two wax 
specimens referred to would have 
been 70 to 80 years old had they 
survived their ordeals. 

Doll 1. Her owner, a child in the 
Pennsylvania dutch country, found, 
the doll sitting sedately under a 
Christmas tree. Afterward the doll 
apparently was stored away until 
spring. Then it was brought out 
along with the spare linens for a 
general check-up. But the doll’s face 
was a sight! The cold of the unheated 
parlor where she reposed out of sight, 
had caused the wax to crack. They 
placed her near the fireplace and 
the hardness of the wax began to 
soften, and they tried to press out 
the cracks and wrinkles. However, 
the fingers were not deft enough for 
this type of work and the wax speci- 
men could not be restored to her 
former beauty; her face was now 
striped and her features frightful. 

Doll 2. She was a 24-inch wax 
specimen, She was given to a little 
girl, who like many young children, 
was not content unless She was trying 
out her teeth. The little girl plucked 
out the cheek of her beautiful wax 
doll, who forever after bore the scars.

The Recorded Art of 
Emilio De Gogorza 


Part 2 
By REV. J. EDWARD VESPER 


sper De Gogorza was a con- 

cert singer one would hardly think 
that he could have achieved success 
in interpreting operatic music. One 
might expect a “parlor style,” an 
appreciation of the melodic line, but 
not a convincing demonstration of true 
operatic style. Yet, strangely enough, 
his recorded arias are models of 
operatic art. The passion and fire 
are fully and artistically portrayed 
and the characters are suggested with 
remarkable vividness. These are no 
routine performances. The man sings 
as though he were conscious that what 
he is doing will live forever and that 
he must give his best,—all the subtlety 
and nuance that the music requires,— 
in order to touch each theme with the 
noblest and profoundest feeling of 
which he is capable, Take, for ex- 
ample, his Pagliacci Prologue: He 
really tells the story in all its 
tragedy, passion, hate and tenderness. 
Again, there is the Dio possente from 
Faust. The earnest reverence of the 
opening is splendidly contrasted with 
the virile middle section which indi- 
cates so vividly the soldier and the 
danger he must face. Then, reverting 
back to the theme, he places Mar- 
guerite’s safekeeping in the hands of 
God and De Gogorza’s voice takes on 
new color, that of confidence and 
faith. It is unfortunate that the 
record was not made in French, a 
language whick was this singer’s 
forte. In contrast, there is his Largo 
al factotum from The Barber of 
Seville, an interpretation that is 
entirely different from any other I 
have heard. The slyness of it! His is 
a Figaro that persuades one that he 
is the most comical of all barbers, 
who actually is all he claims to be. 
The performance is hilarious, a 
quality few singers achieve, and it 
is sung with breathtaking speed. The 
diction remains clear no matter how 
fast the tempo and the voice meets 
all the demands of one of the most 


taxing arias ever written for baritone. 
In my estimation this is the greatest 
of all the recordings of the Largo. 
For another contrast, listen to his JI 
balen from Trovatore, an aria that 
some baritones declare the hardest 
to sing. It is the difficulty of main- 
taining its vocal line, which demands 
a mastery of the legato style, that 
defeats many who try to sing it. How 
often its phrases are chopped up, its 
many high notes bellowed without 
mercy! The piece is a soliloquy; the 
man is thinking out loud. Most sing- 
ers merely accent the loud. But De 
Gogorza catches the proper mood, 
singing the long sustained passages 
with true feeling. When he reaches 
the lovely waltz sections he swings 
into them with grace and restrained 





passion that indicates nobility. Here 
is an interpretation that reflects 
genuine merit. 

Consider his recordings of French 
operatic arias: Vision fugitive from 
Herodiade, Promesse de mon avenir 
from Roi de Lahore and the Brindisi 
from Hamlet. These are sung in the 
pure Gallic style, with its genteel 
and introspective passion and delicate 
nuance. These are recordings of rare 
enjoyment for all who delight in the 
better things. Also an endless source 
of pleasure for those fortunate enough 
to possess them are the numerous 
duets with Eames, Homer, Sembrich, 
Van Hoose and Journet, all of which 
indicate again and again the same 
magnificent qualities of voice and 
style,

N OFFERING this first set of lists 
of favorite contralto records, ac- 
cording to the announcement in the 
October, 1944, issue, I should like to 
explain that all of you who care to 
submit lists for publication may in- 
terpret the word contralto as loosely 
as you pleawe. Contraltos are some- 
times called altos and while there is 
a distinction between the voices of a 
mezzo-soprano (or mezzo) and a 
contralto, the terms are often used 
interchangeably, so I see no reason 
why these lists should not include both 
mezzo-sopranos and contraltos. Once 
again, may I repeat that anyone is 
welcome to send me his list of choices 
(address: 944 Monroe Lane, Wood- 
mere, N. Y.) of accoustically recorded 
performances. You do not have to own 
a record to vote for it. Rarity means 
nothing; quality of the singing every- 
thing. PLEASE study the form in 
which these lists are printed and 
follow it in making out your lists. 
The names of the singers must be 
alphabetically arranged and in the case 
of records which were issued both in 
single and double-faced form both 
numbers should be given whenever 
possible, The more lists we receive 
the more certain we shall be who 
the favorite contraltos are.

The Vital Statistics of 
Mario Ancona 


The birth and death dates of this 
great baritone have been a trouble- 
some question for some time. (Cf. the 
November, 1944 Hossiks). Oscar 
Thompson’s INTERNATIONAL CY- 
CLOPEDIA OF MUSIC AND MUSI- 
CIANS originally stated that Ancona 
was born in Florence 1870 and that 
he died in 1927. The new edition of 
this cyclopedia, however, gives the 
dates as 1863-1931. But now our 
enterprising friend. E. F. Prescott, 
of San Francisco has at last got to 
the bottom of the matter. It seems 
that Mario’s son, Giacomo R. Ancona, 
M. D., now lives and practices medi- 
cine in San Francisco. Mr. Prescott 
telephoned Dr. Ancona’s home and 
obtained the following information 
which I think can be considered the 
last word on the subject. Mario 
Ancona was born at Livorno on 
February 28, 1860 and died in Flor- 
ence on February 23, 1931. R. I. P. 
Mario Ancona.

Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
Russell Hunting, Sr. - Ill 


By ULYSSES (“JIM”) WALSH 


USSELL Hunting, Sr., must have 

been an extremely busy man after 
Sterling and Hunting acquired the sell- 
ing rights to Odeon and Fonotipia discs, 
in addition to carrying on their own 
cylinder record manufacturing business. 
In September, 1906, the company an- 
nounced that “Odeon records are now 
recorded under the personal supervision 
of Mr. Russell Hunting, and the Sterling 
exclusive talking machine artists are 
now being added to the Odeon catalog.” 
These included Harry Dearth, bass; Eli 
Hudson, piccolo; Scott Skinner, the 
Scotch violinist; Alan Turner, baritone, 
and such music hall favorites as Ella 
Retford and Fred Vernon. Odeon records 
by Emmy Destinn were offered at five 
shillings each. 

The first advertisement of Fonotipia 
records in the same month listed discs 
by the Royal Italian Marines Band, of 90 
performers; Destinn, the La Scala Cho- 
rus, Barrientos, Bonci, O. Luppi, Victor 
Maurel, Sammarco, Stracciari, Zenatello, 
“magnificent violin records by Jan Ku- 
belik,’”” and pianoforte solos by Madame 
Roger-Miclos. Fonotipias, like Odeons, 
were 10%, inches in diameter. They cost 
six shillings each. 

Besides these two famous brands, the 
new company had also acquired the sell- 
ing rights to Linguaphone language 
courses in French, German, Italian and 
Spanish—then made on cylinders! 

John McCormack was listed as a Sterl- 
ing artist in October, 1906. The record 
was “God Save Ireland.’”’ The then very 
young tenor was also making records 
for Edison Bell, Edison and Gramophone 
and receiving about $25 each for them. 
The days when his royalties would a- 
mount to several hundred thousand doll- 
ars @ year were still some time distant. 


Some idea of the progress the Russell 
Hunting Record Company had made was 
given in an advertisement in the October 
issue of the Talking Machine News. 
Headed “An Allegory to Begin With,” 
the advertisement recited that the com- 
pany began operations in February, 
1905, with a capital of 5,000 pounds, but 
this had been increased to 25,000 pounds. 
It was selling 100,000 records a week 
and expected to double its output. Cash 
dividends of 16 per cent on the first 
year’s investment and 150 per cent bo- 
nus in new shares had been declared. 

In March, 1907, the company an- 
nounced that it was now supplying disc 
machines known as the ‘Discodeon,”’ 
and in its April 1 issue the T. M. N. pub- 
lished a cut of “tthe new premises of the 
Russell Hunting Record Co., Ltd.’’ Two 
men are shown standing on top of the 
roof. Their faces are indistinct, but one 
is wearing a derby hat and is probably 
Mr. Hunting. The other I take to be Mr. 
Sterling. 

July, 1907, was an eventful month in 
the English cylinder record business. An 
advertisement told of “Victory of the 
Sterling Record. . Placed on the 
market in July, Sales first 
year over two million records. Sales sec- 
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ond year over three million records. We 
will sell in the coming year over four 
million records.”’ 

The same issue carried, however, the 
announcement that the National Phono- 
graph Company had reduced the price 
of its cylinders from a shilling and six- 
pence to one shilling. 

Rumors that the American-controlled 
company, handling ‘‘the genuine Thomas 
A. Edison records,’’ would cut its prices 
to meet competition offered by the low- 
er-priced British brands had been cur- 
rent for more than a year. The Talking 
Machine News in its February, 1906, 
issue, had mentioned a report that a 
“well-known firm’? would reduce _ its 
prices. Edison records were not men- 
tioned by name, but the irascible Edi- 
son management, forever engaged in 
law suits and litigation, immediately 
sued the magazine for even touching 
upon the rumor. The suit, like most 
Edison-instituted legal action, came to 
nothing, but Edison refused to advertise 
in the T. M.N. for several years after- 
ward. 

The National company’s reluctant de- 
cision to “engage in the shilling handi- 
cap’’ resulted in two of the most amus- 
ing advertisements I have ever read— 
so amusing to me that I feel I must pass 
them on to HOBBIES’ readers. One in- 
dignant English dealer published the fol- 
lowing commentary in the Talking Ma- 
chine News: 

“A Dealer’s Lament and Appeal to a 
Sympathetic, Compliant and Generous 
Public. I wish to sell a large and ex- 
tensive stock (for a dealer) of about 
5,000| Edison Records. A general average 
mixed stock, old and new, ancient and 
modern, which must be sold without re- 
serve, on or before August 8th next, at 
1s. 6d. each, otherwise I shall suffer a 
most serious loss. 

“A notice having been issued by the 
agents of the manufacturers without 
consulting me that after the said 8th 
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HIGH SCHOOL TEACHER sells du- 
plicates of rare collection. Special low 
prices. — E. Hirschmann, 100 Duncan

August all Edison Records will be re- 
duced to one shilling each, until that 
day I have the gracious privilege (made 
under rigid legal penalties) to sell the 
same records at one-sixth each. 

“Therein lies my opportunity and 
chance of salvation, and I now make a 
strong appeal (in which all my brother 
dealers join) to the Generous and Dis- 
criminating Public to Rush at Once to 
Our Relief. It does not matter whether 
they want the records or not. I can only 
— on them to buy before the fatal 
ay. 

“But, whatever you do—Hurry Up! 
Buy now—Buy Quickly—Buy Freely— 
Before the Reduction. Waste No Time 
Or You May Save Your Money. 

“And I faithfully promise that once 
clear of this depreciated stock I have 
finished with 'em. W. J. Winslow, Swin- 
don and Reading.” 

The gleeful Mr. Hough, whose Edison 
Bell company had also been engaged in 
suing, and being sued by, the National 
organization, published an advertisement 
in the shape of a tombstone. It was 
headed: “To the Memory of One and 
Six’? and added: 

“He shuffled off 
Existence here. 
Still joyful, he roams 
Another (hemi)sphere 
Where Cents of Duty Guard Him. 


GONE BUT NOT FORGOTTEN 


He suffered long through lacking 
the sense 

To know he couldn’t sell here 
for eighteen pence. 

In the land of dollars he still 
may sell— 

Import duty protects him from 
Edison Bell.” 


Despite Mr. Hough’s apparent as- 
sumption that only a high tariff wall 
made it possible for Edison records’ to 
go on selling in the United States, there 
was a widespread impression that ‘the 
great inventor’s own _ records’’ were 
bound to be better than others. This 
was as true in Britain as the United 
States, and when the price of Edison 
cylinders was cut by a third it presaged 
a knock-down and drag-out battle for 
control of the English market. New 
companies were about to appear in the 
field. Some already established ones now 
retired from competition or, like Pathé, 
foresaw the eventual triumph of the disc 
and gave up making cylinders, although 
Pathé continued to issue cylinders in 
France and most other European coun- 
tries except England for several years 
longer. 

In August, 1907, it was announced tnat 
Gilbert Girard, Mr. Hunting’s animal- 
imitating American friend, ‘“‘is now ex- 
clusively engaged by the Russell Hunt- 
ing company for both cylinders and discs. 

. He made records 12 years ago in 
America, an engagement brought about 
by Mr. Russell Hunting, or ‘Casey,’ as 
Mr. Girard likes to call him.’ 

A decade or more after this notice 
appeared, Messrs. Hunting and Girard 
again collaborated and produced many 
amusing disc records for Pathé. 

That is anticipating, however. The Oc- 
tober 1, 1907, Talking Machine News re- 
ported that the Russell, Hunting Com- 
pany by then had “recording facilities 
in France, Spain, Holland and Denmark. 

. We paid a visit to the recording 
department. where we found Mr. Russell 
Hunting. He had an excellent record to 
show by Mr. Albert Whelan. I have in- 
deed no hesitation in saying that it is 
one of the best, if not actually the best, 
recitative records I have ever heard: 
every inflection of the voice is rendered 
with wonderful fidelity. It is taken from 
David Copperfield — the passage where 
the old man receives Em’ly’s letter tell- 
ing of her flight from home. Mr. Hunt- 
ing, by the way, has dropped across a 
new idea for the recording of choruses. 
One used to hear one or two voices of 
the choruses only whilst the others 
might be said to merely give out a blare. 
By the new method, as I gathered, this 
is removed, and you have a pure, clear, 
full strong chorus. It is interesting to 
note that, with this month, the Russell 
Hunting Co. will have completed the 
whole of Gilbert & Sullivan’s Pinafore 
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on the cylinder. This, I was given to 
understand, is the first time this has 
been done by a cylinder company.’ 

In the same issue there appeared an 
interview with William Ditcham, the re- 
cording expert who, it will be remem- 
bered, had joined the Hough brothers in 
leaving Edison Bell and setting up the 
company manufacturing Electric cylin- 
ders. A disastrous fire had helped put 
Electric out of business, and Ditcham 
had joined the Russell Hunting organi- 
zation. He had just returned from an 
1l-months trip to South Africa where he 
had made cylinder records of native mu- 
sic, to be sold as part of the company’s 
export trade.

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DOOR KNOCKERS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


= of the most unusual and high- 

ly specialized Button Groups I have 
ever seen is owned by Mrs. Ned Keni- 
son, of Massachusetts. Where most 
of us have to be content in the posses- 
sion of two or three Door Knocker 
buttons, Mrs. Kenison has eighteen 
different ones,—and where she man- 
aged to find them all is still some- 
thing of a mystery to me. But she 
and her friends have been on the 
watch for them, and one by one have 
added them to her collection. 

These Door Knockers are of two 
types—fixed and movable. The fixed 
Knockers are merely pictured, like 
the many other articles of use or 
































beauty to be found on buttons. The 
movable kind (with' two exceptions) 
are all constructed on the same prin- 
ciple: the metal shank extends through 
the button center and grips the 
movable ring. 

No. 1 is made of Vegetable Ivory, 
with black movable ring of the same 
material (I think!) It is mottled 
green in color, with lined background 
and a self-shank. 

No. 2 is a small flat button of 
pressed tin or light metal. This de- 
sign is merely pictured,—the Knocker 
doesn’t knock! Mrs. Kenison bought 
eight of these buttons on a card. c. 
1890. 
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No. 3—Probably the most impress- 
ive Knockers are those which show 
the head of some animal—a lion for 
choice—with a ring in its mouth. This 
characteristic Lion Knocker is made 
of tinted brass, with raised design 
against a darker background. A small 
brass lion with a tiny movable ring in 
his mouth came to Mrs. Kenison from 
Georgia. 

No. 4 is of engraved Pearl, with 
movable Pearl Ring, and a large brass 
shank,—a beautiful button. 

No. 5—This is the most common 
of Door Knocker designs. Sometimes 
called the Holiday or Christmas 
Knocker, it is found in many varia- 
tions. (I have seen five.) In this par- 
ticular version, the design appears in 
high relief against a wooden back- 
ground, (probably black walnut). It 
has a brass border and narrow steel 
liner. 

No. 6 is similar in form and size to 
No. 4, but is made of brass with a 
center of smoky pearl, through which 
the brass shank passes to hold the 
brass ring. 

No. 7—This very plain Knocker is 
neat if not beautiful,—and it is en- 
tirely different from the others in 
the collection. Silvered brass with 
brass shank. 


No. 8 is the same type as Nos. 4 
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and 6; the button is made of concave 
brass, with a movable ring of colored 
bone(?). This is Mrs. Kenison’s first 
Knocker; she took it from a charm- 
string which was assembled in 1878, 
and had never before been cut. Which 
goes to prove that Door Knocker 
buttons are no modern innovation! 

No. 9, which seems to be a waist- 
coat or basque button, is made of 
imitation onyx (?) in a gold setting. 
The movable ring seems to be ivory, 
and the brass shank is unusually 
large. 

In addition to the buttons shown, 
Mrs. Kenison has two still different 
brass designs, a Vegetable Ivory un- 
like No. 1, four variations of No. 5, 


the small lion aforementioned, and a 
large brass tiger’s head, holding a 
movable glass ring in its mouth. The 
last button is very impressive—it has 
fierce green glass eyes—but I felt I 
couldn’t attempt to do it justice in 
mere black and white! 

Since I had never even suspected 
the possibilities of Door Knocker but- 
tons until I saw this collection, I 
am unable to provide further enlight- 
enment concerning them, at present. 
If any collector has “discovered” them 
before this, and can tell us when 
they were popular and where they 
were made, etc., the information will 
be welcome, as all button information 
always is!— 


BUTTON NOTES 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


I HAVE a bit more to report about 

those famous non-buttoners, the 
Amish. A Lancaster County (Penn- 
sylvania) collector,—a lifelong neigh- 
bor of the Amish—has observed that, 
whatever their reasons for shunning 
buttons in the past, some of the pres- 
ent day members of the sect do wear 
them, on occasion. He has seen them. 
The men wear large white pear! but- 
tons on their home-made trousers. 
The young girls and young boys also 
wear white and colored pearl buttons 
on their dresses, (usually down the 
back, in the case of the girls) and on 
their shirt-fronts. The grown women 
and older girls, though, use ordinary 
or black-headed pins to fasten their 
skirts and waists together. . 

The collector sent me several illus- 
trated booklets about the Amish and 
allied seects—very interesting, too— 
from which I quote: 

“Over their home-made shirts, 
Amish menfolk wear dark colored, 
high vests. Their coats are collarless, 
and like their vests, are fastened with 
hooks and eyes. The Church says the 
use of buttons on such garments 
might tend too much to frivolity.....”* 

“Hooks and eyes instead of buttons 
are used by the Old Order Amish as 
a Church regulation. Their clothes are 
plainer than those of the plainest 
Quaker,but the severity of the regula- 
tions is somewhat modified among the 
Meeting House Amish... .,.. 

“If one could get into a friendly and 
understanding discourse with men of 
this faith (the Old Order), as has 
been done occasionally,’ one would 
learn that buttons on.the backs of 
coats, or on coat sleeves, were actually 
places for the ‘devil to hang somesing 
on’! Buttons are made from the bones 
of animals, and this is one reason 
for their declining to use them.”** 

Several photographs, of Amish folk 
going about their every-day business, 
show buttons; but they are all worn 
by males, of various ages. 


So it is evident that in spite of 
tradition and regulations, some of 
the “plain people”’do use buttons. My 
informant hopes to learn, from some 
of the Amish themselves, just why 
buttons are taboo among them; and 
to discover, if possible, the original 
reason for their traditional abhor- 
rence of an innocent and useful 
article. If he is successful, I will 
pass along his findings, for such 
direct information should surely be 
authentic. 

000 

The term “shoe-button eyes” is 
often used to describe small or beady 
eyes. Shoe-buttons, being cheap and 
practical, were often sewed to the 
heads of toy animals, of the stuffed 
variety. These “eyes” were safer than 
the kind made from _ black-headed 
pins; they could not scratch, they were 
easily replaced if lost, and if they 
were swallowed, they caused the least 
possible amount of damage! 

During the Republican National 
Convention last July, a local store- 
window exhibited a giant white 
elephant against a red and blue back- 
ground. Naturally, I could not help 
noticing its eyes, which were large 
horn coat-buttons, of the four-hole 
type. They looked very intelligent!

At a Button Meeting not long ago, 
I received interesting information 


from Mrs. Elliott Andrews, a Mas- 
sachusetts collector. Mrs. Andrews 
has discovered that the button which 
I called “Thunder and Lightning,” 
(Button Parade,” p. 68, No. 14) 
might better be called “Wireless.” 
According to her, the button was 
made about 1895-1901, to commemor- 
ate the development of Wireless 
telegraphy by Guglilmo Marconi. (In 
1895, Marconi succeeded in sending 
signals one and one-quarter miles, 
and in 1901, he sent them across the 
Atlantic). 

One by one and bit by bit these 
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fascinating facts about buttons are 
dug up or hunted down! 


000 


Ball buttons, fastened to a string 
or ribbon are sometimes used as ex- 
tentions for electric light pulls. I 
heard of a case where some much- 
sought-after early American uniform 
buttons had been so utilized by a 
householder—who was not a button 
collector, needless to say! They were 
soon spotted by someone who was, 
and are now replaced by equally use- 
ful but less popular buttons. 


George E. Adams of Rhode Island, 
specializing in stencil buttons, is also 
interested in the old, plain-faced, one- 
piece brass buttons, with marked 
backs. His fine collection of these 
buttons, mounted on black, with their 
makers’ names or marks displayed 
in a surrounding circle, looked most 
imposing at a recent exhibit. 

These buttons are so old and genu- 
ine that they must appeal to any 
collector who appreciates “antiques” 
for their own sakes. Because of their 
historical possibilities, and the fact 
that they may have been used on 
uniforms, they are a challenge to 
the “researchers.” But I wish some- 
one could think of qa good name for 
them, that would be both descriptive 
and appropriate. As a title, “Plain- 
brass-fronts- with-marked-backs” is 
rather awkward! 


Since writing about “Imitation 
Hole” buttons (in September, 1944, 
HosBBIES), I have received five more 
examples of this curious and interest- 
ing type: three glass, one bone and 
one pearl. The latter is a Waistcoat 
button, similar to Nos. 7 and 9, but 
with real thread sewed realistically 
through the holes. This must have 
been done before the button was 
attached to its regulation brass shank 
and shank-plate. Such a lot of work 
for such an obscure reason! 


It seems strange that in the past, 
when they were being made in such 
quantities, so little attention was paid 
to the artistic merits of buttons. Even 
the finest types are rarely mentioned 
in books which feature the arts and 
crafts of the past. 


I am the fortunate possessor of an 
almost complete set of “The Studio,” 
—that fine publication devoted to the 
artistic endeavors and accomplish- 
ments of the whole world. Founded 
in 1893, it covered the best in arts 
and crafts for nearly 40 years. I 
have looked through its volumes again 
and again, and have found buttons 
mentioned only once: In the May, 1899 
issue, (Vol. XVI, p. 183) are shown 
two enamelled buttons, the work of a 
French artist, Mme. Hallé. (of course, 
there may be something about buttons 
in numbers which are missing from 
my set). 

I suppose one reason for the non- 
attention paid to buttons in the past 
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set was the prevalence of so many more §

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Buttons of the Confederate dumy and Navy 


By the late REGINALD L. HART 


HAT KIND of buttons did the Confederate soidiei's 

wear on their uniforms? This is a question which 
perhaps many a youngster is asking his Granddad today 
and in most cases the old man will scratch his head and 
say “I’ll be blessed if I know.” Such tritiing details had 
made no impression on his memory and yet many types 
were used and they all had their meaning. 

More than 30 years ago I began collecting military 
buttons—a most unusual pursuit I admit—and yet around 
these very buttons what a wealth of American history 
is written. Without collectors much valuable American 
history would have been lost or destroyed and it is large- 
ly through them that we learn of its lights and shades. 
And so it is with the buttons. 

In my collection are specimens of the buttons worn 
by the soldiers of Washington’s Army in the Revolu- 
tion; “the old Continentals in their ragged regimentals,” 
and is there not a story in that? And again many speci- 
mens of those worn by the British—found in their de- 
serted camps—where each button bears the regimental 
number, and so you may ask, what does that of the 10th 
regiment suggest? Lexington of course, where this regi- 
ment fired the first shots of the Revolutionary War, 
which was “the shot heard ’round the world.’ And what 
of the 14th? One of the regiments that committed the so- 
called “Boston Massacre.” And the 20th? Surrendered 
with Burgoyne at Saratoga. The 40th? Took possession 
of the “Chew House” at Germantown and turned a sure 
American victory into a defeat. And how about the 44th? 
Burned the Capitol at Washington in 1814. And so we 
might go on asking questions of the buttons and there 
would always be an answer. 

Naturally the buttons of the Confederate Army and 
Navy have claimed a large part of my attention. To a 
casual observer they probably would excite little or no 
interest but what a wealth of American history do they 
call forth to anyone who looks beneath the surface. 
Here indeed in these buttons one may trace the history 
of the Confederate cause from first to last. At the outset 
it was an easy matter to obtain any desired supply by 
running boats across the Potomac River and the buttons 
were furnished by Northern manufacturers who at that 
time regarded the war as “not likely to be much of a 
fuss.” English makers also furnished many and of the 
finest workmanship (see Nos. 1 to 7), and so for quite a 
period there was little to worry about on this score. As 
the war progressed, however, and the blockade tightened, 
it became mere and more difficult to supply buttons for 
Southern uniforms and so they undertook to make their 
own, using the English made buttons for their pattern. 
As an example of this see No. 8 which is a solid cast 
button (found on battlefield of Chickamauga) and the 
mould was made from a button like No. 6. Again, we 
see solid cast buttons Nos. 22 and 23, of the general 
service patterned after those like Nos. 18 to 21. 

On Plate 2 Nos. 39, 40 and 41 are two-piece buttons 
of brass and No. 42 of copper, for the Infantry, to imi- 
tate Nos. 31 and 32. Nos. 43, 44 and 45 are of solid 
bronze and No. 46 of solid pewter. 

Here we see the desperate earnestness with which 
the South continued the struggle as evidenced by the but- 
tons when copper, brass, pewter and bronze entered into 
their composition. 

They were made by unskilled hands it is true, but 
their effort was laudable and answered the purpose. As 
time went on, however, the question of regulation rations 


rather than regulation buttons became more absorbing in 
the minds of the men in the ranks and plain ordinary 
buttons of wood, bone, horn, or in fact any available ma- 
terials were used, and towards the end Yankee buttons 
on Confederate jackets was not an uncommon sight by 
any means. Nor was this all. After the surrender an 
order was issued from Washington to the effect that Con- 
federate buttons should not be worn and if plain buttons 
could not be procured, then those formerly worn should 
be covered with cloth, and as one officer wrote “I board- 
ed a train for Richmond, the brass buttons on my uniform 
covered with black, a fit badge of mourning for the dead 
Confederacy.” This order has always seemed to me to 
have been cruel and unnecessary, and was in many in- 
stances impossible to comply with, as the Southern sol- 
diers returning to their homes were destitute. 

Their buttons represented nothing now but were 
needed to hold their ragged clothing together. However 
willing they may have been to observe the order they 
could find neither plain buttons nor cloth to cover the old, 
and therefore had to submit to having their buttons cut 
off and thrown away. 

Good-hearted Union sergeants did this reluctantly 
and only in obedience to orders. This explains. in a great 
measure why Confederate buttons are so scarce in the 
South as any one who looks for them there will learn. 

The buttons have been arranged with the idea of 
showing the various specimens in large and small sizes 
and also with regard to variation in detail or in some 
cases as to the imprint on the back which is particularly 
true in the specimens numbered 1, 2, and 3. I hunted for 
many years before I found some of the very rare speci- 
mens and it may be of interest to call attention to some 
of them. Numbers 14, 15 and 16 were made in England 
very early in the war, and as South Carolina was per- 
haps the most prominent of the Southern States at this 
time, the English designer adopted the seal of that state 
and added the letters “C. S.” meaning Confederate 
States. Later we find on the buttons of South Carolina 
a very similar design but with the letters reversed mak- 
ing the S. C. stand for South Carolina. The latter are 
quite plentiful but those with “C. S.” on them come only 
at rare intervals. No. 17 shows the Confederate flag— 
the “Stars and Bars”—with crossed swords below and 
above are the letters “C. S. A.” It is a “home-made” but- 
ton and in all probability in use by some cavalry com- 
mand; it is the only one I have ever seen. 

Nos. 26 and 27 are the extremely rare buttons of 
the Engineers and Nos. 28, 29 and 30 are the Riflemen— 
not very plentiful to say the least. No. 37 is the exceed- 
ingly scarce type of Infantry and was captured on a 
blockade runner early in the war. 


No. 38 is a “home-made” button of the Infantry with 
the letter surrounded by ten stars and it was a long 
time before I found one. No. 59 is the scarce type of Cav- 
alry with the letter “C.” in old German text. On Plate 3 
begin the state buttons and No. 63 is a home-made speci- 
men of Alabama. Next to it (Nos. 64 and 65) are officers 
of the “Alabama Volunteer Corps” and Nos. 66 to 71 
are those of the enlisted men. The state forces during 
the early months of the war were so designated. Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Arkansas are here shown and No. 
90, Tennessee, home-made, which is the only one I ever 
saw or heard of.

(oraarons of cloisonné (properly 

pronounced klwah-so-nay) are 
patronizing one of the oldest of the 
enameling arts and gathering a ware 
scarcely excelled in beauty of design 
and intricacy of workmanship. There 
is little danger of acquiring enough 
to grow weary of it. It can never 
be commonplace and it is never other 
than beautiful and one does not need 
to worry about reproductions. 

Ideal forms are jewel boxes, vases 
and such containers as one might 
now use for cigarettes. It is found, 
too, in the form of bowls and plaques 
and jar-shaped vessels, with or with- 
out covers. 

The Persians made cloisonné at 
least as early as the sixteenth century 
and it has been made to some extent 
down through the centuries by many 
Oriental countries and more recently 
by the French. The early process 
probably spread eastward from Persia 
to China and Japan and toward Egypt. 
It is supposed to have been first made 
in Assyria, Chaldea, or India. The 
most desirable more recent cloisonné 
is usually French. The French learned 
the art from thé Venetians who 
brought their products to Limoges 
where they had opened a sales depot 
for their products as early as 979 


Porcelain is the usual ground for 
cloisonné designs, though sometimes 
metal was used. The porcelain was 
buffed to remove the glaze, that the 
enamel might adhere firmly. The de- 
sign was then drawn on paper, and 
a sheet laid over the paper (This 
method, of course, after paper and 
glass became available. On this glass 
the operator bent thin, narrow brass 
ribbon or flattened brass wire, to 
foilow the outlines of the figures, thus 
getting the design in brass wirework 
which was then applied to the porce- 
lain and fused into position. Circles 
and scrolls and curleycues of the 
brass ribbon were added to complete 
the design and the whole was then 
ready for the enamel. The piece was 
now a vessel with the design in 
brass ridges or filaments setting at 
right angles to the surface. The 


partitions formed miniature compart- 
ments or cells of the shapes called for 
by the pattern. The name, cloisonné, 
is derived from the French, cloison, 
meaning ccll or enclosure. 

Following that, the work became 
an enameling process, with each cell 
filled with the enamel of the desired 
color and the enamel built up to the 
height of the brass lines, though 
leaving the lines visible to indicate 
the design. 

The surface was now smooth and 
even and the piece could be baked. 
After a first baking which caused 
the enamel to shrink down into place, 
it was necesary to add more enamel 
until there was no further settling 
and the surface was free from hol- 
lows. Sometimes however there would 
be found little depressions where 
there was a low spot, not entirely 
filled. The surface, after a final 
firing, was ground smooth with coarse 
stone, finally with charcoal, until it 
hada smooth and glossy surface. 
The baking has the effect of attach- 
ing the brass ribbon more securely 
to the porcelain. In the finest Cloi- 
sonné the brass partitions are made 
so thin as scarcely to show, allowing 
adjoining different colors to appear 
to touch. It is worth while to examine 
any cloisonné under a magnifying 
glass to learn how it was made. 

Another process of carrying out 
the enamel designs is that known 
as champlevé. By this process the 
design is hollowed out on a metal 
surface, with little ridges left to serve 
as partitions to separate the colors. 
This method does not lend itself to 
the intricate patterns obtained by 
cloisonné. 

The enamel processes used for 
cloisonné and champleve are based 
on a substance that is really a kind 
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of glass or silicate, to which are 
added metallic oxides to secure the 
desired color and opacity. The silicate, 
when properly colored or opaqued, is 
melted to secure uniformity of tex- 
ture and color and, when cooled, 
is reduced to a fine powder. It is 
then washed and given a paste-like 
consistency, when it may be spread 
with a knife or spatula. It may be 
applied to a smooth metal or porce- 
lain surface or used to fill depressions 
made in accordance with a desired 
pattern. The best colors in the enamel 
are cobalt blue, green, violet, yellow, 
purple and red. There is, however, 
no real limit to the number of obtain- 
able colors.

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THE HOBBY OF HOBBIES 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


I’ your hobby is old china, you may 

well be proud that you find a great 
interest in a class of ware whose 
production dates back further than 
almost any other industry that has 
called upon the clever brain or the 
deft hand of man. 

Not clothing nor implements of war 
or agriculture or the hunt were need- 
ed and made earlier in history than 
earthenware. Prehistoric man dug 
up clay on the river bank and shaped 
it into vessels that would hold water. 

The ancient potters’ wheel which 
formed the pottery that was bought 
by the matrons of Assyria, Babylon, 
Egypt, Greece and Rome, was just 
such a device as that used in making 
the wares of Minton, Spode and 
Wedgwood. «s 

The desire to collect old china is 
much more than a hobby. It is an 
inherent love of what is beautifully 
and skilfully made, together with a 
natural human respect for the genius 
and skill of artisans of any past era. 

To follow the products of almost 
any phase of human industry down 
through the ages, from its earliest 
beginnings, is to acquire a better 
knowledge of the history contemp- 
orary with the various types of that 
product. To follow china, the whole 
pottery industry, from its beginnings, 
is to contact the leading events of 
the past and the leaders in those 
events. 

Life has been pictured on china 
since before the Christian era and 
whether one studies the art of Raphael 
on early majolica or the history of 
England and America on the Staf- 
fordshire plates and Liverpool jugs 
of the 18th century, this contact with 
the figures and places known to his- 
tory will of itself be educational. 
When a collector makes a specialty 
of a certain class of china, there is 
sure to be a gain in knowledge, not 
only of china as a ware, but of all 
who have beer connected with its 
designing and manufacture and of 


the events and places represented in 
its designs. 

Who can, for example, pick up a 
teapot on whose sides are colored 
designs of seashells and coral, to- 
gether with the inscription, “A PRES- 
ENT FROM BLACKPOOL,” and 
not wonder why Blackpool is associat- 
ed with the sea and why it was thought 
worth while to make this handsome, 
pewter-lidded teapot and use it as 
what today would be considered a 
souvenir. Incidentally, on the reverse 
side of this teapot one finds the 
inscription ; 


“When this you see 
Remember me 

For I am your friend 
That makes good tea.” 


One cannot buy and display in 
one’s collection one of the three blue 
Staffordshire plates by Wood, show- 
ing the Erie Canal at Rochester, 
Little Falls and Albany, and not be 
led to seek information about the 
why and wherefore of English pot- 
teries making Erie Canal plates and 
about the canal itself, perhaps to in- 
clude reading Samuel Hopkins Adams’ 
recent novel, “Canal Town.” 

Not only is china among the earliest 
of manufactured products, but it is 
among the earliest of collectors’ ob- 
jects. It would seem that peopie have 
always collected china or the earthen- 
ware products preceding it, as witness 
the collections represented by broken 
pieces unearthed in excavations in 
the near East. There have been 
periods of exaggerated enthusiasm 
over china, when its collection seemed 
to be everyone’s hobby and, of course, 
there have been periods of low pres- 
sure. China collecting has had its ups 
and downs, but always the hobby has 
existed. 

In the 1880s there was a china 
collecting craze that engulfed Eng- 
land and, to a less extent, America. 
People bought any china that seemed 
to have the ear-marks of age, and 
they paid exorbitantly for it. In 1884 
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a pair of Sévres vases brought 
$27,000 at a London sale at Christy’s. 
The story goes that the person who 
had previously owned the vases was 
completely upset by the incident and 
demanded, “Am I alive or am I dead? 
Pinch me that I may know. I paid 
seventy pounds for those vases and 
thought I’d made a wonderful stroke 
when I sold them for three hundred 
pounds.” 

The high cultural position of china 
collecting is indicated by the follow- 
ing from Charles Lamb’s “Essays of 
Elia,” and no one could accuse Lamb 
of being a follower of a fad of the 
moment or the victim of a passing 
fancy: “I have an almost feminine 
partiality for old china. When I go to 
see any great house I enquire first for 
the china closet and next for the 
picture gallery. I love .... the old 
china teacups.” 

Chinaware or porcelain (for the two 
terms are practically synonymous) 
was first imported into England by 
the East India Company about 
1650, and some sixty years later, 
in time of Queen Anne, there developed 
the first of the periodical waves 
of enthusiasm for its collection. 
Pope and Hogarth went out of their 
way to turn out satires, making fun 
of the fad. “Punch” jokingly pities 
the matron who, after breaking 2 
teacup that is unique, refuses to be 
comforted by the suggestion that her 
little daughter is safe and sound, and 
says, “After all, she is only one of 
a set.” 

When the Chinese discovered the 
secret of making chinaware, they 
sought tc keep the process from 
reaching other nations. They told 
curious outsiders china was made of 
sea-sand and egg-shells and various 
other ingredients, after mixing which 
it had to be buried in the earth for 190 
years. This and much more even less 
believable was expected to discourage 
the world from trying to make the 
ware in competition with the Chinese. 

But Europeans delved and experi- 
mented and in time, partly by per- 
serverance and partly by sheer luck, 
stumbled upon the process. Kaolin, 
used in China for making porcelains, 
was imported into Germany for use 
as a hair powder by barbers. This 
was tried out by Bottcher, a Meissen 
potter, who used it in making china

and it worked! Further native Kaolin 
was soon found in sufficient quantity. 
About the same time the wife of a 
poor surgeon near Limoges, France, 
discovered that a certain white earth 
near by made good soap, and a chem- 
ist, examining it, found it to be kaolin, 
and the local potteries were soon mak- 
ing china with it. In England it was 
discovered that the decomposed gran- 
ite of Cornwall was china material, 
and the English potters were on their 
way! 

Royalty in the form of King George 
I of England, Frederick William of 
Prussia, Louis XV of France, August- 
us of Saxony, to say nothing of near- 
royalty in the persons of DuBarry 
and Pompadour, took an interest in 
china making and hobnobbed with 
and even rewarded the potters. The 
factories of Chelsea and Worcester 
were visited by King George who 
ordered sets of table service, thus 
giving the ware royal approval. 

Royalty and all sorts of persons in 
high places have long been and still 
are fanciers of beautiful china-ware. 
Dinner sets have been made in the 
best manner for presidents, kings, 
emperors, queens and all sorts of 
potentates, statesmen and diplomats, 
and those products have not been 
valued second even to silver. Fine 
Lowestoft is fit to be placed side by 
side with Sheffield silver and Viennese 
glass. And who shall say the china 
collector is not among the very elite 
of hobbyists?

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THE “PILGRIM PLATE” 


By MARY L. JACKSON 


HE STORY of tne “Pilgrim Plate” 


takes us back to the year 1820, a 
date that should be remembered by 
all Americans and particularly by the 
inhabitants of Plymouth, Mass., for 
many reasons, some of which I shall 
mention: 

1. It commemorates the bi-centennial 
anniversary of the Landing of the 
Pilgrims. 

2. The Pilgrim Society, composed of 
descendants of the first settlers 
and others interested in Pilgrim 
history, was incorporated January 
24, 1820. 

8. In 1820, Maine withdrew from 
Massachusetts to become an inde- 
pendent state of the Untfon. 

4. 1820 marks the approximate time 
when English potters began to 
manufacture dark blue transfer- 
printed American Historical earth- 
enware for the American market. 

5. The new County Court House at 
Court Square, Plymouth, was com- 
pleted in 1820 by John Blaney 
Bates. 

6. In 1820, Davis & Russell, general 
store firm, imported from Enoch 
Wood & Sons, Burslem, England, 
blue transfer-printed earthenware 
decorated with the scene, the 
“Landing of the rorefathers.” 

7. The year of 1820 may serve as an 
index for the beginning of a great 
industrial era for the United 
States. 

The Pilgrim Society, tn the first 
year of its incorporation, voted to as- 
sume the responsibility for the com- 
memoration of the bicentenary of the 
Landing of the Forefathers, a custom 
originated by the Old Colony Club 
of Piymouth in 1770, when they de- 
cided “to solemnize every year the 
anniversary of the Forefathers.” De- 
cember 22 was designated “Forefa- 
thers Day,” up to the year 1850, when 
after some discussion, it was decided 
that the correct date of the landing

was December 21 and the Pilgrim 
Society adopted this day as the true 
date of the anniversary of the Land- 
ing of the Forefathers. 

For the bicentennial celebration in 
1820, the Pilgrim Society selected 
Daniel Webster, then 38 years old as 
the orator of the day, and voted to 
hold the anniversary dinner in the 
new County Court House. The County 
Court House, in Court Square, was 
built of brick at a cost of $12,000 by 
John Blaney Bates, and was a model 
of the architecture of that time. Mr. 
Bates was considered one of the most 
skilful masons and master-builders of 
southeastern Massachusetts. In 1824, 
his stepsons, the Taylor Brothers, 
built Pilgrim Hall, which was not 
adorned with the Doric portico until 
1834. 

In 1857, the Court House was al- 
tered and enlarged. In 1881, it was 
partially burned and restored. 

In the morning of December 22, 
1820, members of the Pilgrim Soci- 
ety met at the new Court House for a 
short business meeting. About 10 
o’clock, a procession was formed, and 
with the newly organized Standish 
Guards as escort, it marched through 
the main street ot Plymouth to the 
First Parish Church in Liberty Pole 
Square, now Town Square. 

The church was overflowing with 
townspeople and guests from out of 
town. The galleries were reserved for 
the ladies. The members of the Pil- 
grim Society and their guests occu- 
pied the floor below. The Reverend 
Dr. John Kirkland offered a prayer, 
after which, Daniel Webster, wearing 
buckles on his shoes and satin “small” 
clothes, stood on a raised platform in 
front of the high oak pulpit to de- 
liver his oration. 

This is said to have een Webster’s 
last appearance thus attired. Long 
trousers had begun to be worn short- 
ly after 1800, but the more conserva- 
tive and older men continued to wear 
small clothes during the greater part 
of the first half of the 19th century. 
When Lafayette visited this country 
in 1824, he wore the long trousers 
then in fashion. Daniel Webster be- 
gan his address with the words, “Let 
us rejoice that we behold this day.” 
It is believed that Webster’s first de- 
nunciation of the slave trade was 
made in this speech. In 1808, Con- 
gress had passed a law abolishing 
traffic in slaves, but in Bristol, R. I., 
a town then within the Plymouth Col- 
ony, the slave trade still flourished in 
1820, and it was this fact that in- 
spired Webster’s scathing words. “It 


_is not fit that the land of the Pil- 


grims should bear the shame longer.

I hear the sound of the hammer; I 
see the smoke of the furnace where 
the manacles and fetters are still 
forged for human limbs; I see the 
visages of those who by stealth and 
at midnight labor in this work of 
hell, foul and dark as may become the 
artificers of such instruments of mis- 
ery and torture. Let that spot be puri- 
fied, or let it cease to be New Eng- 
land. Let it be purified or let it be 
set apart from the Christian world. 
Let it be put out of the circle of hu- 
man sympathies and human regards, 
and let civilized man henceforth have 
no communication with it.” This dis- 
course established Webster’s fame as 
an orator and made him the idol of 
New England. 

Three editions of Mr. Webster’s 
oration were printed and sold, the 
proceeds being given to the Pilgrim 
Society. Slavery existed in Massa- 
chusetts until the adoption of its con- 
stitution on the 15th of June, 1780,

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in which are found the words, “All 
men are born free and equal,’”—nev- 
ertheless, a slave was sold in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., as late as 1793. In 
1740, there were about 50 slaves in 
Plymouth, but no slaves were owned 
in Plymouth in 1820. 

At the conclusion of the exercises 
in First Parish Church on that mem- 
orable day, the members of the Pil- 
grim Society, their guests and mili- 
tary escort marched back to the new 
Court House, there being no other 
suitable hall accommodations avail- 
able in the town at that time, to par- 
take of “an elegant but simple re- 
past (how did they accomplish this?), 
provided in a style very proper for 
the occasion where the company was 
served with the treasures both of the 
land and the sea.” Five kernels of 
parched corn were placed at each plate 
as a reminder of the time in 1623 
when that was the individual allot- 
ment on account of the scarcity of 
food. 

In a communication from Judge 
Thomas, the president of the society, 
then too ill to be present, the mem- 
bers were exhorted to remember, 
“Our Forefathers’ Creed, Law, Lib- 
erty and Religion,” and that the pur- 
pose of the society was to commem- 
orate the great historical event of 
the Landing of the Pilgrims and to 
perpetuate their character and vir- 
tues for posterity. A parchment, pre- 
served by the Pilgrim Society, con- 
tains the autographs of all who at- 
tended the dinner. Among them are 
found the names of many disting- 
uished men; the Reverend John T. 
Kirkland, president of Harvard Uni- 
versity, Thomas Bulfinch, Professor 
Edward Everett, George Trumbull, 
Timothy Bigelow and other names of 
equal ‘distinction. 

At the close of the afternoon ses- 
sion, a supper, attended by both men 
and women, was also held in the 
lower hall of the new Court House. 
More than 600 people attended the 
splendid ball held in the evening. The 
upper hall in the Court House was

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attractively decorated and the women 
wore beautiful gowns. During the eve- 
ning some young ladies hung a suit- 
ably decorated scallop-shell on the 
breast of Mr. Webster, the chief ora- 
tor of the day. Thus, the first use of 
the scallop-shell associated with Ply- 
mouth Pilgrims was made at this bi-

centennial celebration in 1820. The 
seallop-shell is supposed to express 
the sentiment that man is a wayfarer 
travelling toward a better land. In 
the Middle Ages the scallop-shell was 
the recognized badge of a person mak- 
ing a pilgrimage to the Holy Sepul- 
cher in Palestine. The scallop-shell, 
found in abundance on the shores of 
the Mediterranean, was worn by pil- 
grims returning from the Holy Land. 

The word “Pilgrim” was not used 
in connection with the Plymouth Col- 
onists until about 1795. They were 
called ‘“first-comers” and “forefa- 
thers.” Four scaliop-shells, pilgrim 
emblems, adorned the top of the cano- 
py placed over Plymouth Rock by the 
Pilgrim Society. The corner-stone of 
this canopy was laid in 1859 but the 
structure was not finished until after 
the Civil War in 1867. The architec- 
ture was in the style of the Arch of 
Trajane built on one of the moles in 
the harbor of Ancone on the shores 
of the Adriatic. 

The first public recognition of the 
Rock as the landing place of the Pil- 
grims was in 1742, when Thomas 
Faunce, born in 1647 and ten years 
old when Governor Bradford died, 
gathered his descendants near the 
Rock and told them the story of the 
“Landing,” which story he had re- 
ceived from the Pilgrims themselves. 
The second recognition occurred in 
1774 when Colonel. Theophilus Cotton 
with a group of men and 20 yoke of 
oxen tried to raise the Rock from its 
resting place and succeeded in pull- 
ing off the upper half which they car- 
ried to Liberty Square (now Town 
Square) where it remained until 1834 
when it was taken to the front lawn 
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of Pilgrim Hall. It remained here un- 
til 1880, when this upper half of the 
Rock was returned to its original 
place near the shore and placed on 
top of the lower half over which the 
canopy had been erected. The canopy 
was razed in 1920. The entire Rock 
was removed to its earliest position 
on the shore and covered by an ornate 
Greek portico, which is its’ present 
shelter. 

During the early part of the 19th 
century, Thomas Davis and William 
S. Russell were proprietors of a gen- 
eral store in Plymoutn. Their mer- 
chandise included dry goods and 
crockery. About 1820, Messers. Davis 
and Russell conceived the idea of or- 
dering from Enoch Wood & Sons, pot- 
tery manufacturers at Burslem, Staf- 
fordshire, England, a quantity of 
earthenware consisting of ten-inch 
plates and two sizes of pitchers, six 
and one-half and seven and one-half 
inches in height. This chinaware was 
decorated with a blue transfer-print- 
ed scene taken from the painting, 
“The Landing of the Pilgrims,” by 
Michele F. Corne who came to Amer- 
ica in 1799. 

This shipment of earthenware hap- 
pened to arrive shortly before the 
two hundredth -anniversary of the

THE PILGRIM PLATE 
(Continued from nage 69) 


Landing of the Pilgrims. These 
dishes, being most appropriately dec- 
orated for the occasion, were hired 
by the Pilgrim Society for the din- 
ner at the new Court House. They 
were afterwards sold sas souvenirs. 
That the dishes were most eagerly de- 
sired was manifested by the high 
prices paid for them at a time when 
they were retailed for the fractional 
part of a dollar. The plates were sold 
for twelve dollars, the smaller pitch- 
ers for ten dollars while the larger 
pitchers brought fifteen dollars. The 
popularity of the ware encouraged the 
firm of Davis and Russell to send for 
a second invoice, which included six 
sizes of plates, graduating in size 
from about five to ten inches in diam- 
eter, and the same two sizes of pitch- 
ers. This second shipment must nave 
arrived sometime in 1821. It is to be 
remembered that mold _ variations 
could cause a slight fractional differ- 
ence in plate sizes. As a different cop- 
per-plate was engraved for each size 
plate, a slight variation took place 
in the decorative detail of the back- 
ground of the design, according to 
the fancy of the engraver, who felt 
at liberty to do this if the essential 
features of the design were engraved 
true to pattern. The outer edge of 
the 1820 “Pilgrim Plate” is broken by 
eight slight indentations found at 
regular intervals. Today the small 
size plates are considered the most de- 
sirable. 

On the plates used at the dinner 
December 22, 1820, the waves be- 
tween ship and boat are represented 
by wavy vertical lines. On the re- 
verse of the ware is stamped or in- 
pressed the name, “Enoch Wood & 
Sons, Burslem.” The decoration of 
the second shipment in 1821 differs 
in minutiae from thaf of the first in: 
1. The blue used in the transfer- 

printing is deeper in tone. 

2. The waves between the ship May- 
flower and the scallop are repre- 
sented by short semi-circular lines 
instead of the wavy vertical lines 
found on the ware of the first 
shipment. 

3. On some of the smallest plates the 
waves in the foreground show 
some difference in delineation. 

4. Some cup-plates show a flower- 
border and some have no border 
design. 

This Landing of the Pilgrims print, 
or, as it is designated by some, Ply- 
mouth Rock decoration, is found on 
plates and pitchers only. t have ques- 
tioned members of old Plymouth fam- 
ilies who have had these plates and 
pitchers in their possession since 1820, 
and have yet to find a person who has 
seen or even heard of other dishes, 
such as cups, saucers, platters and 
tea-services, decorated with this de- 
sign. This would indicate that com- 


plete dinner sets were not manufac- 
tured with the Landing of the Pil- 
grims decoration. In fact, it was not 
a general custom of English potters 
of that time to make complete din- 
ner sets. 

The fine quality of this “Pilgrim 
Ware,” the splendid shade of blue, 
the clear delineation of the handsome 
design and the excellent molding of 
plates and pitchers suggest that the 
English potter Wood took exception- 
al care in the manufacture and dec- 
oration of this earthenware made for 
Plymouth, Mass., in 1820. In truth, 
this earthenware surpasses in qual- 
ity, color and design, much of the 
historical ware produced by Wood for 
the American market at that time. 

For a person imperfectly acquain- 
ted with subject of ceramics, it is al- 
most impossible to distinguish the 
plates used December 22, 1820, at 
the Plymouth dinner, from _ those 
which arrived in the second shipment 
in the following year 1821. Both 
shipments now bring the same prices. 

The original painting “The Land- 
ing of the Pilgrims, by Michele F. 
Corne, now hangs in Peabody Mu- 
seum, Salem, Mass. This imaginary 
scene is said to have been painted 
about 1810. 

On the eastern siae ot tne central 
design of the “Pilgrim Plate,” is pic- 
tured a rock-bound coast, with a 
large boat in the immediate fore- 
ground overfilled with Pilgrim Fa- 
thers attempting to land on Plymouth 
Rock, apparently assisted by John Al- 
den who is standing on the shore be- 
fore.the Rock. Upon the face of the 
Rock are inscribed the names, Car- 
ver, Bradford, Winslow, Brewster 
and Standish. Two Indians, presum- 
ably Samoset and Squanto, are 
standing upright on the Rock ready 
to welcome the white men. In the 
background, at the extreme left, is 
the ship Mayflower, which appears 
so very much smaller than the scal- 
lop that it must be an optical illu- 
sion in perspective. Between the May- 
flower and the scallop the waves on 
the original dishes are represented by 
wavy, vertical lines. Above the cen- 
tral design is the small lettered in- 
scription, “The Landing of the Fa- 
thers at Plymouth, Dec. 22, 1820.” 
The center design is encircled by a 
handsome border consisting of eagles 
and scrolls broken by four inscribed 
medallions. The upper medallion con- 
tains the words, “America Independ- 
ent, July 4, 1776,” the lower one 
words, “Washington born 1732, died 
1799.” Between this lower medallion 
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and the vignette at the left contain- 
ing a steamer, a rock and an eagle, 
the scroll and eagle pattern has been 
so crowded to make the border pat- 
tern fit the plate that the little flower 
in the center has been omitted On the 
right the medallion contains two full- 
rigged ships supposedly the “Enter- 
prise” and the “Boxer.” This border 
design, handsome as it is, was not 
used to decorate any other ware. This 
was contrary to Wood’s usual custom. 
He generally used a popular border 
pattern as a framework for many dif- 
ferent central designs. On the pitch- 
ers, the Landing of the Pilgrims 
scene was placed within a serrated 
somewhat circular shield. The border 
on the pitchers is composed of five- 
petal flowers and leaves. This bor- 
der, different from that on the plates, 
and the fact that the pitchers did 
not carry Wood’s stamp, led some to 
think that the pitchers were made in 
Holland. These pitchers were un- 
doubtedly made by Wood but it was 
the custom of English potters to use 
a different border design on hollow- 
ware, and to mark it with no identity- 
stamp. 


Since we must accept the fact that 
the Landing of the Pilgrims print 
was not used to decorate complete 
dinner sets, we must realize that dish- 
es ornamented with other designs 
must have been utilized at the two 
repasts, dinner and supper, served at 
the new Court House in Plymouth, 
December 22, 1820. This leads us to 
the acceptance of another Plymouth 
tradition, that plates owned by many 
Plymouth families were purchased 
December 22, 1820, as mementoes of 
that great occasion. These plates, 
about ten inches in diameter, decorat- 
ed with a deep, rich, dark blue trans- 
fer-printed design depicting Christ 
Church, Oxford, England, and manu- 
factured by J. & W. Ridgway about 
1820, could have had no historical as- 
sociation with the bicentennial cele- 
bration of the Landing of the Pil- 
grims, but, if the “Pilgrim Plates” 
were sold after the dinner, these 
plates with the English scene might 
have been used for the supper and 
afterward sold to the ancestors of 
these people who now own them. 
Christ Church was founded by Cardi- 
nal Wolsey in 1525, and its erection 
was continued by Henry VIII and it 
was finally completed by Sir Chris- 
topher Wren in 1682. Mosc of Eng- 
land’s famous statesmen were educat- 
ed at Christ Church. This center de- 
sign is surrounded by a border com- 
posed of medallions, four in number, 
of two children playing with a goat. 
They are separated by large flowers 
with foliage. With the crockery store 
of Davis and Russell near the Court 
House, no doubt with a large stock 
of this ware on hand, since ware 
decorated with English subjects was 
manufactured earlier in England 
than the blue historical ware made 
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for America, and shipped to this 
country in large quantities, it would 
have been very easy to obtain these 
“Christ Church” plates if more were 
needed for the supper. However, these 
plates picturing English scenery do 
not arouse the sentimental! and patri- 
otic interest that the “Pilgrim 
Plates” awaken in us with the imag- 
inary scene of the first landing of 
the Forefathers on Plymouth shores. 
In 1831, the First Parish Church 
decided to “solemnize by religious 
services the anniversary of the Land- 
ing of our Forefathers except when 
the Pilgrim Society shall take the 
celebration themselves,” and this the 
members have continued to do. The 
Old Colony Club of Plymouth was in- 
stituted in 1769 in Old Colony Hall, 
and the first celebration of the Land- 
ing of the Fathers was held in that 
hall in 1770. “Forefathers’ Day,” as 
December 21 is now called, is cele- 
brated by members of the Old Col- 
ony Club of Plymouth with a succo- 
tash dinner, which is no simple com- 
bination of corn and beans, but a 
hearty compound for which I will 
submit the recipe. It is believed that 
this dish is a reminder of the early 
Pilgrim vears when, due to the scar- 
city of food, each family contributed 
its quota to the common pot. 
Plymouth Succotash 


4 or 5 pounds of corned beef 

4 or 5 pound fowl (left whole) 

4 quarts hulled corn 

1 quart large pea beans 

1 large turnip 

8 medium size potatoes 

Wash corned beef and fowl, cover 
with water and boil in separate ket- 
tles until tender. The corned beef 
may be too salty so it is : wise to cook 
it separately. When cool, skim off ex- 
cess fat. It is advisable to cook these 
meats the day before the vegetables 
are prepared. Remove beef and fowl 
from liquor. Taste beef liquor. If not 
too salty, combine with liquor from 
fowl. If too salty use only part of 
beef liquor. Wash beans, same day 
meats are cooked. Vover beans with 
water and soak over night. In the 
morning, cover beans again with wa- 
ter and boil until soft enough to mash 
through a sieve. Thfs thick bean soup 
is added as a last ingredient to thick- 
en the mixture. Wash hulled corn and 
cook in combined liquids of beef and 
fowl. While the corn is cooking, pare 
and cut into pieces the turnip and po- 
tatoes and add to hulled corn mix- 
ture, taking care not to burn the mix- 
ture. The turnip and potatoes may 
be cooked separately if desired. The 
old-fashioned way of serving Ply- 
mouth succotash is to add pieces of 
beef and fowl to the medley contain- 
ing hulled corn, bean-soup, turnip 
and potatoes. In this way a blending 
of all ingredients gives the mixture 
a richer flavor. The more genteel and 
modern way is to serve the bean and 
hulled corn mixture in soup-plates 
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and to serve the beef, chicken, turnip 
and potatoes separately. Onions are 
never used in making Plymouth suc- 


cotash. 


Plymouthans declare that 


the succotash tastes better the sec- 
ond day than the first, and better the 
third day than the second if it lasts 
that long, but some people who were 
not born and brought up in Plymouth 
can not acquire a taste for this suc- 
culent dish. 


The Pilgrim plate, with its fanci- 


ful elucidation of the Landing of the 
Pilgrims, has the power to intensify 
our patriotic perceptions, to height- 
en our sentimental emotions, and to 
strengthen our sense of loyalty to 
our country. 


In a final analysis of this subject, 


due consideration should be given to 
the following statements. 


1. The Landing of the Pilgrims 
print was one of the first de- 
signs to decorate American his- 
torical earthenware. 

2. Complete dinner-sets were not 
decorated with the Landing of 
the Pilgrims print. 

8. Plates and pitchers, soup plates 
not included, were the only dish- 
es ornamented with this design. 

4. It is possible, by noting differ- 
ences in minor details, color, 
and border pfacement, to dis- 
tinguish the plates used at the 
bicentenary. 

5. The plates and pitchers of the 
second shipment, lacking the 
historical assocfations 
first, should receive the same 
consideration alloted to the re- 
print of the first edition of a 
valuable book.

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FAIENCE D’OIRON 


By VERNON VARICK 


T is believed that the pottery known 

as faience was introduced into 
France from Italy. However, France 
had a_ pottery long before the 
power of Rome _ was_ established 
in Gaul. Specimens of this ancient 
pottery have been discovered at 
various places in France. There 
is no connecting link between the 
ancient Celtic pottery and faience 
for that style came into use during 
the 14th century. Specimens of 
faience have been found in excava- 
tions in Province, and at Agen, and 
tiles from the church of Brioude, 
prove that pottery covered with the 
opaque white tin enamel, with paint- 
ing in manganese-purple and green 
was in use about the close of the 14th 
century at Hesdin where Jehan de 
Voleur was acquainted with stannifer- 
ous enamel. Most historians of French 
pottery begin with the story of the 
tile manufactory at Rouen about 1542. 
However, it is not our purpose to 
give the complete history of faience 
in the sketch but. rather to give 
some particulars of one type known 
as “Faience d’Oiron,” or “Henri-Deux 
ware.” 

Before tiles were made at Rouen, 
the famous and wonderful Henri- 
Deux ware, had been made. There 
are not more than 70 specimens of 
this ware in existence; and the mys- 
tery which for a long time enveloped 
its manufacture, its rarity, and its 
beauty, surrounded it with a peculiar 
interest and rendered specimens 
valuable. 

The secret of this ware’s origin’ was 
unearthed by Benjamin Fillon in 1862. 
Fillon, an archaelogist, discovered 
that these odd pieees were manufac- 
tured at the Chateau of Oiron, near 
Thouars. About 1524, one Helene de 
Hangest, in the pursuit of a hobby 
set upon the production of objects 
of art in the field of ceramics. How 
this lady came to acquire a taste for 
ceramics, it is not, in view of what 
heretics call China-mania, hard to 
imagine. Under the direction of the 
Dame de Boissy, her librarian, Jehan 
Bernart, and Francois Charpentier, 
executed certain objects of faience 
which the great lady gave to her 
friends as souvenirs. Fillon discovered 
the names of the collaberators in a 
deed, dated 1529, in which the Dame 
de Boissy granted these faithful ser- 
vants the fee-simple of the house 
and orchard in which the ovens and 
workshops were situated. An exam- 
ination of specimens has shown that 
Bernart used book-binder’s tools to 
inlay the designs in the soft clay. He 
also chose illustrations from books 
in the library at Oiron for his designs. 

After the death of Helene de 


Hangest in 1537, the manufacture 
of earthenware was carried on 
at Oiron under the patronage of 
her son, Claude Gouffier. He seems 
to have enjoyed the directorship 
but he lacked the artistic ability 
of his mother. Claude was a great 
admirer of the Dauphin, later Henry 
II, and it was he who caused the 
manufacture of those pieces decorated 
with the arms of France and the 
prince’s monogram. 

The decline of the pottery probably 
came with the death of Bernart and 
Charpentier for the factory only ex- 
isted for about a quarter of a century 
and the work seems to have been 
neglected soon after the Henri-Deux 
type was produced. The work was 
evidently carried on by inexperienced 
workers who made use of the moulds, 
stamps, and dies left by the librarian 
and his fellow craftsmen. These 
latter pieces lack harmonious com- 
position and show a lack of care and 
skill in their production. 

The ware of Oiron may be classified 
as being of three types, that of the 
period of Helene de Hangest, that 
of Claude Gouffier, and the final or 
reproduction period. The pieces manu- 
factured under the direction of the 
lady founder are simple in shape, 
soberly, and sometimes _ severely, 
decorated, as if the sorrows of widow- 
hood had an influence on the design. 
These pieces are generally of a dark 
brown tint which in some cases is 
heightened by a few touches of a 
rich carnation pink, or of a lighter 
brown. While not as elaborate as 
the works of the middle period of 
Oiron ware these earlier specimens 
are much superior to those produced 
under the supervision of Claude. 

An excellent example of the first 
period is a tazza, or circular cup, 
now in the collection of the South 
Kensington Museum. This cup is 
raised upon a stem of fine proportions. 
The foliated scrolls of the decora- 
tion form a circular frieze in har- 
mony with the circular shape of the 
cup which shows art in its design 
and care in its making. 

Another specimen in the London mu- 
seum shows the transition from the 
first to the second period at Oiron. This 
is a plateau, a flat piece that might 
be called a salver or platter. In the 
center of this piece is an escutcheon. 
It is in this period that arabesques 
in zones, initials, and heraldic designs 
were engraved. The zones are fre- 
quently yellow and the borders brown. 
A further ornamentation consists of 
frogs, shells, lizards, and wreaths in 


‘ relief. 


There is little doubt that practice 
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had perfected the technical skill of 
Bernart and Charpentier but they 
had lost the artistic check of the 
great lady artist who might have 
directed their efforts into more artis- 
tic and less elaborate paths of ex- 
pression. They began to use a greater 
variety of colors such as yellow-ochre, 
green, and blue, occasionally picked 
out with gold. So closely did their 
work resemble niello in metal that the 
name “Faience a’ Niellure”’ was at 
one time given to the ware. The 
carefully-drawn interlacings are en- 
circled with black or dark brown 
lines. In shape the pieces are more 
beautiful than the first period and 
are overloaded with relief ornaments, 
such as masks, brackets, figures, 
pilasters, and other objects such as 
are noted here. In fact it is this 
over ornamentation that makes the 
true artist prefer the soberness of 
the earlier designs. 

There are at least three pieces of 
the second period now in the collec- 
tion at South Kensington. The most 
important is an elaborately ornament- 
ed candlestick. This piece was un- 
doubtedly made for Henry II. The 
arms of France and the king’s mono- 
gram are to be seen on the escutcheons 
which are supported by three figures 
of boys modelled in relief. There are 
three “thermae” under the socket 
which are intended to allude to the 
motto of the house of Gouffier: “Hic 
terminus haeret.” 

The next great piece of this ware 
is the famous hexagonal salt-cellar 
of an architectural design which has 
on each side a small figure in a niche. 
This was a popular design and there 
are at least a dozen of these salt- 
cellars in existence at the present 
time, 

The third great example of the 
second period is a covered cup, also 
in the South Kensington Museum. 
This cup is elliptical in shape and 
seems to have been warped in the 
oven. The decoration of this deformed 
specimen consists mostly of inter- 
lacings with lines of dark brown. The 
interior bears the arms of France, 
and inside the cover is a characteris- 
tic female head drawn in outline, 
and partly shaded in light brown. 

The shapes of the third period are 
heavy and even more extravagant 
than those of the second period, and 
they give the impression that some 
one tried to cram all the available 
designs at the pottery into the 
decoration of each piece. These orna- 
ments are disposed of without rhyme 
or reason or any sense of fitness to 
the design. 

The ware of Oiron was a paste of 
pipe-clay, pure, fine, and white. Upon 
the first or inner layer, a second 
layer of still finer and whiter clay 
was laid, in which the design was 
engraved. Colored pastes were then 
used for filling in the cavities, and 
the surface was then made level. 
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The oven gave the white clay a 
harmonious ivory tone. This was not 
a discovery of any new method of 
pottery manufacture and exercised no 
influence on ceramic art. It was but 
an artistic application of the faience 
process, This ware belongs to the 
class of fine earthenware with a 


translucent glaze. The glaze was 
similar to that employed by other 
potteries of that period, and was so 
modified in its composition as to blend 
with the clay according to the then 
prevailing practice. There was no 
improvement in texture.

MIRRORS

OR mirrors the ancients used round 
or oval, also square, plates of 
polished metal, generally of copper 
mixed with tin, zinc, and other ma- 
terials, and often silvered and gilded. 
In later times they were also made of 
massive silver, the finest being the 
work of Praxiteles in B.C. 328. They 
were often provided with a decorated 
handle and ornamented on the back 
with engravings, mostly of mythologi- 
cal objects. To keep them bright, a 
sponge with powdered pumice-stone 
was usually fastened to them. The 
best metallic mirrors were produced 
at Brundisium, 

One of the principal objects of 
the toilet in ancient Egypt was the 
mirror. The Egyptians were so adept 
in the mixing of mirror metals that 
this substitute for our modern look- 
ing-glass was susceptible of a lustre, 
which has even been partially revived 
at the present day in some of those 
discovered at Thebes, though buried in 
the earth for many centuries. 

The Egyptian mirror itself was 
nearly round, inserted into a handle 
of wood, stone, or metal, the form of 
which varied according to the taste 
of the owner. Some presented the 
figure of a female, a flower, a column, 
or a rod ornamented with the head 
of Athor, a bird, or a fancy device; 
and sometimes the face of a Typhon- 
ian monster was introduced to support 
the mirror, serving as a contrast to 
the features whose beauty was dis- 
played within it. The same kind of 
metal mirror was used by the Israe- 
lites, who doubtless brought them 
from Egypt; and the brazen laver 
made by Moses for the tabernacle was 
composed “of the looking-glasses of 
the women, which asembled at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation.” A similar type is now used in 
China and during the late World War 
an attempt was made to market 
mirrors of polished steel for the use 
of soldiers, and. while not a success 
these mirrors were purchased by 
many fond parents to send to the 
boys in France. 

Glass plates backed with metal were 
produced at Sidon and it is possible 
that they may have been used in 
Egypt. These, however, were not so 
good as the polished metal variety, 
the modern backing of tinfoil and 
quicksilver being yet unknown. 

The Etruscan mirrors are in some 


respects remarkably fine. Besides these 
hand-mirrors, there were also in the 
time ef the emperors mirrors as high 
as aman in the palaces at Rome. These 
were either permanently fixed in the 
wall or let up and down like a modern 
window sash. 

Greek mirrors were unknown to 
archaelogists until 1867, when the 
first specimen was discovered at 
Corinth. In design they are even more 
beautiful than those of Etruria. They 
are of two kinds, disc mirrors, like 
the Etruscan mirrors, and generally 
round, consisting of a single disc with 
a polished convex front, to reflect the 
face, and a concave back, ornamented 
with figures traced with a _ sharp- 
edged tool. This variety had a handle 
in the form of a statuette resting on 
a pedestal. The other type of Greek 
mirror was the “box mirror,” consist- 
ing of two metallic discs, one enclosed 
within the other, and sometimes held 
together by a hinge. The cover was 
externally ornamented with figures in 
low-relief, and was internally. polish- 
ed and silvered to reflect the face. 
The second disc, forming the body 
of the case, was decorated internally 
with figures engraved with a sharp 
point. In the British Museum is a 
mirror from Corinth, representing 
Pan playing at the game of “Five 
Stones” with a Nymph attended by 
Eros. There is no mention of mirrors 
in Homer; and the oldest Greek 
mirrors now extant do not antedate 
the 6th century, B. C. 

The first mirrors of glass to be 
accepted as an improvement over the 
metal variety were made at Venice 
in 1300; and judging from those 
still in existence—of which one may 
be seen at Holyrood Palace, in the 
apartments of Queen Mary—they 
were very rude contrivances, com- 
pared with modern ones. It was not 
until 1673 that the making of mirrors 
was introduced into England.

It makes 
unnecessary correspondence, delay and 
anxiety. By the time you write for the 
prices, the articles are sold. I may be 
wrong, but several of us have the im- 
pression that from this method, they 
have two prices for the articles de- 
scribed. Am I mistaken? If so, what is 
their reason? I will look for my answer 
in my January HOBBIES.

We cannot answer the above ques- 
tion. We only know that the dealers 
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have a perfect right to put their price 
in the magazine or leave it- out. As 
long as they furnish proper refer- 
ences, and we have reason to believe 
they are legitimate, they have a right 
to get up their copy as they see fit. 
They may have their own reasons for 
advertising prices or leaving them 
out, 

Most dealers have two prices be- 
cause they often make sales to other 
dealers in which case if the party 
claims dealer’s discounts and will 
buy in wholesale lots, they earn a 
lower price. In that way they move 
larger lots in wholesale amounts at a 
price off instead of the very choice 
pieces. If you will buy a minimum of 
$500 worth of goods, most any dealer 
will give you wholesale prices.

We have been thinking for some 
time about writing an editorial on the 
subject of patience, and we are 
brought to action by a postcard filled 
with a diatribe of abuse because a 
book was ordered two weeks ago and 
has not yet arrived.

WASHINGTON 


SURPLUS of $9,756,377.54 for 

the July-September quarter of 
the new fiscal year has been reported 
by Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker, 

Inasmuch as in the same period 
last year there was a deficit of 
$14,828,982.75, the Postal Service’s 
position is $24, 585,360.29 more favor- 
able than it was a year ago. Relative- 
ly light volume, vacation expenditures, 
and other charges traditionally make 
the July-September period the least 
favorable }from the standpoint of 
postal finances. 

The September revenues were 
$97,356,827.95, an increase of 
$15,515,599.387, or 18.96 per cent over 
September 1943. Expenditures 
were $94,343,417.26, an increase of 
$10,653,074.24, or 12.73 per cent over 
September 1948.

Postmaster General Walker recent- 
ly announced that a -contract had 
been awarded for the manufacture 
of 100,000,000 Postal Notes, and 
that efforts are being made to place 
this new and inexpensive type of 
money order on sale at all of the 
1575 First Class Post Offices by 
approximately January 1. 

“The Postal Note epitomizes what 
we are attempting to accomplish in 
the entire administration of the 
Postal Service,” Mr. Walker said. 
‘We want the Postal Service to be 
characterized by efficiency. We want 
to incorporate in our service as many 
as possible of the extraordinary ad- 
vances and improvements which have 
been realized in American business. 
And we want, while performing our 
work as efficiently as we know how 
to do it, to charge no more for a 


specific service than that service 
costs.” 
The new type of money order 


will be made available to post offices 
other than of the first class as rapid- 
ly as adequate stocks of Postal 
Notes come from the presses. How- 
ever, from the beginning they may 
be cashed at any post office in the 
United States.

The United States had Postal Notes 
from 1884 to 1894. They were limited, 
however, to fixed amounts and in- 
asmuch as they were payable to 
bearer, they lacked the security of 
the conventional money order. 


The new Postal Note is designed as 
a safe, convenient and economical 
way of sending through the mails 
amounts of money not exceeding $10. 
Simplified methods of sale and ac- 
counting makes it possible to handle 
the Notes at a uniform fee of 5c. 
The conventional money order is not 
being displaced by the new Note. 

This is the procedure that will be 
followed when Postal Notes become 
available: A person who wants a 
Postal Note for $2.93 will go to the 
money order window. The clerk will 
affix a 90c and a 3c stamp to a 
$2 Postal Note, and exchange the 
Note for $2.98. There are no applica- 
tions for the purchaser to fill out, 
no writing to be done by the clerk. 
The purchaser leaves the window. 
writes in the name of the payee on 
the Note, detaches his record stub 
on which he records the payee’s name, 
and mails the Postal Note. The Note 
itself is a pre-punched calculating 
ecard form. 


Postal Notes of fixed denominations, 
not exceeding $10, have been author- 
ized by law since 1911. An amendment 
to the law was approved June 28, 
1944, which removed the limitation 
of “fixed denominations” and fixed 
two calendar months from the date 
of issue as the period of validity.

Interest Arouser 

When Wilson and his colleagues set 
up the new lines for Europe and else- 
where, several new areas emerged. 
Some vanished quickly by “plebescite” 
and some hung on till recently. There 
were not many. Now with the war all 
over the Pacific areas and including 
European changes, there is a chance 
to guess, comment and even dream 
about the new issues that will result 
from the war. You can use your fore- 
sight and predict, or just guess.

Times Change 

The old problem of “write-up” is 
in the foreground. Commemorative 
issues caused many to add to pages 
a materially larger amount of what 
some hidebound old-timers called 
“Literature.” 

Even some of these O.T. collec- 
tors registered disdain, sneering com- 
ment, ridicule and often flat disgust 
when they saw a page (a whole page) 
devoted to one stamp, plus design 
and history and all the other author- 
itative data. Indeed one man said, 
“Such pages should be refused ex- 
hibition space.” Never heard him say 
why, likely, because he can’t write 
up a Sheet, let alone do the “liter- 
ary” stuff well enough to have it 
pass muster as by a senior collector. 

Recently a collector brought in a 
“flag” set done into a page for each, 
plus history, flag data, a tiny map 
in the page corner, showing the po- 
litical division, and its history. It 
would do any collector, even the 


‘‘universally minded authority” good 
to see the job. The set beats any- 
thing ever shown. But, still they say, 
‘“‘What percentage of a page should 
be devoted to literature?” 

Just as some object to a split cover 
being added to a page where the next 
issue following would require a page 
to be turned, or where the cover 
“fits” and the set would not! 

To such there is but one answer. 
And that is this, the collector of this 
data has a right to do as he pleases. 
If exhibition judges throw out such 
things, that is their hunt. But it is 
not the right of some O.T. grouch 
to deprecate and sneer. Times change. 
Means change. The way to display 
changes and facts is the owner’s 
right. Not the critics’ privilege. He 
may be right, but the chances are he 
is all wet.

Genuine Interest 


The Societies are following the line 
suggested here of helping disabled 
vets, but there is one thing that 
could be pointed out. Aid to a casual- 
ty—or an ambulatory, or even a per- 
manently disabled person is likely to 
be appreciated more, if personally 
given. Personally in the actual sense 
of—from me, to you. 

While there may be many who are 
beginners, even make their beginning 
at the moment of first notice by the 
Society Committee, still the major 
number are of more than youthful 
age and likely to be old hands at 
collecting. 

The care, interest and mental 
agreement between two persons is 
much more intimate than a “Social 
endeavor’ or a wholesale effort. 

Long since this column suggested 
that one friend’s work and interest, 
directed to the receiving end of a dis- 
abled veteran’s collecting interests, 
would probably be all one person 
could well manage. Or better say all 
he’d have hours for. But the con- 
fidences and intimacy of the “between 
us” letters would far exceed the 
“here’s some stuff the boys gathered 
for you,” both in interest and wel- 
come fellowship. 

Personally, the writer took on a 
disabled vet in mid Scotland. He has 
one arm, one foot, and a very clear 
head, even Scotch clarity of thought 
and interest. He is not “fey” although 
he says he “could be because it used 
to run in the family.” 

Building such an intimate and 
personal correspondence is much 
more satisfactory than merely feed- 
ing oddments, duplicates and such in- 
to the hat to be ladled out to a broad 
list.

dispatch overseas. Said Postmaster 
General Walker: 

“This is perhaps the greatest in- 
dividual undertaking in the history 
of the United States Postal Service,” 
“Let us hope that before another 
Christmas millions of Americans 
fighting all over the world will have 
returned to their homes.” 

Based upon the fact that 20,500,000 
gift packages were sent abroad last 
year, it was estimated that the 1944 
total might reach 70,000,000. This 
estimate was considered fantastic by 
many authorities, Mr. Walker re- 
called. There was sound reason for 
using the 70,000,000 figure, however, 
and the Postal Service, in cooperation 
with the Army, Navy and transporta- 
tion officials, based their plans upon 
a 70,000,000 volume. 

The essence of the difficulties which 
confronted the Postal Service was the 
fact that the enormous volume of 
parcels had to be transported and 
proceeded in a thirty-day period and 
that the great bulk of them were 
destined to pass through either New 
York or San Francisco. 

It became necessary to construct 
vast postal concentration centers at 
these two points. On May 22 ground 
was broken for the New York center 
at Sunnyside, Long Island City. The 
building covers 14% acres. It was 
not completed on September 11 when 
a force of Postal Service and Army 
personnel began operations. At the 
peak of the mailing period 12,500 
persons daily were handling over- 
seas gift packages in the vast struct- 
ure. A typical room in which they 
worked was 240 feet long and 160 feet 
wide, There are 11 such rogms. A 
total of 400,000 square feet of work- 
ing space was available. 

The Postal Service sorted Army 
parcels down té the company level. 
Parcels destined for Navy men were 
handed to the Navy for processing. 





ceive 61,641,487 parcels. The Navy 
parcels number between 20,000,000 
and 25,000,000. The New York center, 
handling Army parcels, processed 
47,213,402 packages. 

A total of 3,022 storage cars were 
required to bring the gift parcels to 
New York. In addition great numbers 
of parcels were brought to the center 
by truck. The number of sacks han- 
dled at New York was 2,678,927.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


Coin Surgery 

During a French war of a century 
or so ago spies adopted an ingenious 
method of mail delivery. A spy would 
split a coin in two, scrape one of 
the sides, insert the message, and 
reunite the two sides. In payment of 
food or drink he would tender the 
coin to a bar-tender (a confederate) 
of a Tavern with a signal word. The 
coin would be laid to one side. Later 
some gentleman would hand the bar- 
tender a bill in payment, at the same 
time giving the signal word, and 
receive in his change the message 
coin. This was considered a trick of the 
war trade. This practice of switching 
the contents of coins during peace 
time is known by an uglier word, 
thievery. 

The one-dollar gold pieces struck 
in 1849-1853 were small in circum- 
ference but unusually thick. They 
made up in thickness what they 
lacked in circumference. Their obese- 
ness was their undoing. Coin doctors 
halved the dollars, removed some of 
the inner gold, replaced it with lead, 
soldered the pieces together, making 
a neat little profit on their handi- 
work. In 1854 the government cor- 
rected this by thinning the coins and 
widening their circumference. This 
accounts for the differerce in size 
between the gold-dollars of 1849- 
1853 and those of 1854-1889. Howev- 
er, you will find both large and small 
sized dollars of the 1854 date. 

Altering coins for a profit is not a 
trick of the trade, it is trade trick- 
ery of the lowest and most repre- 
hensible type. 


R and § 

A short time ago the government, 
in order to test the wearing strength 
of a new type of paper, placed a 
number of one-dollar notes in circu- 
lation, and to easily distinguish them 
from the old type, placed a red “R” 
on some and a red “S” on others of 
the new type. While it is not a cer- 
tainty, as the government is mum on 
the subject, yet it is reasonable to 
suppose that practically all the new 
notes printed were placed in circula- 


tion, as there would be no purpose- 


to keep a large stock in reserve; and 
that those sent out will be retired 
when they again reach the treasury. 
If the new type proves an improve- 
ment over the old, they will continue 
the new-type paper notes, but with 
minus the letters “R” and “S”. The 
R and S series being only a temporary 
experiment it is safe to assume that 
in a few years they will be scarce, so 
it behooves collectors to set aside at 
least one each of the R and S types 
for their collections. 


Deeds, Not Hopes 

Don’t census your unhatched chick- 
ens. An exchange says sO sure was 
Napoleon he would invade England 
that he pre-medaled his accomplish- 
ment of the supposedly impossible. 
His head was on one side of this 
commemorative medal, and that of 
Hercules on the other. The invasion 
failed, and Napoleon’s medal was 
about as useful as a china nest egg 
to a sitting hen. Medals are struck 
to commemorate past performances, 
not hopes. When Uncle Sam’s Trade 
dollar did not live up to expectations 
he demonetized it, and it is to be 
supposed Napoleon de-medalized his 
medal. 

But coiners need not laugh at 
medalers. They did some fore-cens- 
sing themselves of unhatched chicks. 
Under date of Dec. 29th, 1940, the 
A. P. printed this news item:— 
“Egyptian newspapers today reported 
the discovery of a large number of 
bank-notes especially printed for 
Egypt among the material abandoned 
at Sidi Barrani. The notes presum- 
ably were to be put into circulation 
when the Italians entered Alexan- 
dria.” The war incident itself is a 


mere side-show to the big doings, but 
these de-currencyized paper bills will 
be a Big Tent to future numismatists. 
It is a safe rule in all undertakings 
not to count the hatch until after 
mother Hen deserts the nest.

Unusual English Coins 

WOLSEY WENT HIGH- HAT. 
Cardinal Wolsey was hoisted on his 
own petard; his own coins, intended 
to promote him, was one of the causes 
of his demotion. When at the height of 
his power he had some groats struck 
decorated with the Cardinal’s hat. 
The king used this as one of the 
reasons for removing him from his 
high office. Shakespeare was familiar 
with these coins, for speaking of the 
circumstance said:—“That out of 
mere ambition you have caused your 
holy hat to be stamped on the king’s 
coin.” 

A SENSE OF HUMOR. The coins 
of England known as The Common- 
wealth, carried on one side the legend 
“The Commonwealth of England,” 
and on the other side“God With Us.” 
One wag remarked:“It is plain, God 
and the Commonwealth are on differ- 
ent sides.” 

“HELLO.” One of Henry V’s coins 
was known as the ‘Salute.” It pic- 
tured an angel accosting the Virgin, 
and carrying a scroll with “Ave” 
(greetings) thereon.

Silver Trey 


Hail to thee, blithe fairy, slim and 
trim, and oh so airy; 

As Silver Trey yow’re known to fame, 
and a most befitting name; 

Smallest of our Silver Clan, hundred 
percent American; 

Teensy, weensy, wafer-like, wee, but 
shapely little tike;

With Uncle Samuel’s pet coin niece, 
the little silver three-cent piece. 

The little midget, Silver Trey, 
America’s smallest silver coin, is the 
queen of coinage children’s fairyland. 
This three-cent piece was not author- 
ized for the purpose of more con- 
venience to the general trade, as the 
then current minor coins, half-cent to 
the dollar, were eminently satisfac- 
tory, but for the specific purpose of 
facilitating postal transactions. After 
the fulfilment of its mission it was 
discontinued, and no one mourned its 
demise. It was entirely too small in 
size for general circulation and for 
that reason very unpopular. Although 
there were more than 42 millions of 
them struck, 1851-1873, they are be- 
coming quite scarce, the 1864 with 
only 470 mintage being the rarest 
Many of them were lost, and many 
more melted by the government. The 
modest designs befit the size, and the 
very simplicity of the coin makes 
for its beauty. 

The nickel three-cent piece, 1865- 
1889, issued to facilitate the retire- 
ment of the three-cent fractional 
notes, owing to its dime-like appear- 
ance also proved unpopular and was 
discontinued. Ten years ago there 
was considerable congressional agita- 
tion to revive the three-cent coin, but

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Recollections of An Old Collector 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


Prices of 1915 and Today 

This morning, during a rainstorm, 
while browsing, I came across an old 
retail list for 1915, and found it quite 
interesting by way of comparison. 

Then I was located at 32 East 23rd 
Street, New York, near the Scott 
Stamp & Coin Co., on the third floor 
front, in a large old residence build- 
ing of four floors, since torn down. 

Here are some of the prices listed. 
A Roman gold coin, suitable for pin 
or charm, $5. Old Dutch jetons, 15c 
each. Siam bullet coin, 75c. Small 
foreign silver, for the low sum of 6c 
to 12c each, for not rare pieces. Fine 
Alexander the Great, tetradrachms, 
$1.75 to $2. 1 Pound gold with bust 
of Kruger, $5.75. Cuban gold peso, 
$1.85. $20 pesos Cuban gold, $22. 

But U.S. gold coins were some 
pieces de resistance, $10 1799-1800, 
each $20. 1802 to 1818, five dollars, 
$8.50. St. Gaudens, MCMVII, wire 
edge, $26.50. Sells today up to about 
$100. $2.50 my own selection, $2.85 
each. $3 gold, my own selection, each 
$4.50. $1 gold $2.85 to $2.60 each. 
Pan Pacific gold dollar, $2.50. Mc- 
Kinley monument dollar, $2.75. Pri- 
vate gold $20 U.S. Assay $30. $20 
Kellogg type, Liberty head $30. U.S. 
silver dollars 1798, 1799, each $2.60. 
U.S. Liberty seated dollars, each 
$1.45. Quarter dollars 1805-7, each 
75c. U.S. half dimes, 3 different dates 
for a total of 32c. U.S. silver 3c for 
15c. U.S. 2¢ pieces of 1873, a proof, 
and listed as very rare at $3.50. (I 
paid then $2.50 for it.) 1856 flying 
eagle cent, fine $10, the one they all 
want at $100 today. U.S. cent of 
“1877, now rare and rapidly becom- 
ing rarer 25c.” U.S. cent of 1811, 
fair, each 35c. 5 different large cents 
with dates before 1815, the lot 50c. 
Fifty old bills including Confederate, 
the lot $1. Isabella quarters, uncir- 
culated 65c. Lafayette dollar, each $2. 
Panama Pacific, $2% gold, $4.50. U. 
S. half cent, 1793, good, $3. Large 
U.S. cent, 1798, good, $3. 1908 S. 
mint Indian head cent 10c, uncircu- 
lated 15c. 1909 Indian head S. mint, 
rarest of late cent, unc,, 15¢ 1909 
Lincoln S. mint cent with initials, 
unc. $15. Same, bright red, without 
initials 7c. 

Nice broken bank books sold for as 
low as 12c a note. 

It was a 24-page catalog, and even 
with all those attractive offerings in 
coins, gems, curios and paper money, 
business was never good with me at 
retail, and my chief clerk often said 
she didn’t think it paid me anything. 
It is not necessary to compare today’s 


prices, as collectors know what they 
are. However, by way of compari- 
son, some might not be amiss. In 
those days a fine hostelry like the 
Park Avenue Hotel, which served 
first class food, sold a fine cut of 
roast beef, au jus, for 50c; a nice 
portion of fried shad, 45c; rolls 5c; 
coffee 10c; ice cream 20c; large Idaho 
baked potato 10c. Compare these to- 
day with a stylish hostelry, where I 
had dinner within a year with my 
friend Johnson, of St. Louis. The fine

cut of roast beef was $2.40. Puree 
of mushroom soup was 60c; peas or 
lima beans 60c per portion; pork 
chops $1.55; lamb chops $1.65; chick- 
en $2.50 per portion; eggs 60c for 
two. 

In view of the above examples it 
is hard for anyone to say that coins 
have advanced more than food, or 
that coins should not be a good in- 
vestment even at today’s prices 
where common sort of U.S. gold all 
brings double face value or over, 
quite a number very much over, and 
then some. 

To me this record seems worthy 
of report. The prices quoted were 
duly printed in my price list, the cost 
of which by the way was something 
like 75c a page, and it cost me only 
75c a page for the printing of my 
sale catalogs. Recently, an art asso- 
ciation in New York City affixed a 
charge of $12.50 to $15 per page to 
their bills for offering antiques and 
art goods at auction. 

Coins, by comparison, probably are 
more stabilized than food and other 
commodities. 


Collecting Keeps "Em Young 


Collecting keeps people young. Dr. 
Jesse C. Green of Westchester, Pa., 
died at 103. He was a coin collector 
and rode a bicycle until he was 100 
years old. I had a letter from him 
when he was nearly 100 years old. 

When I was a mere boy, some 57 
years ago, I subscribed to a boys’ 
magazine, called ‘Golden Days.” It 
was published by James Elverson of 
Philadelphia. It had a trade, ex- 
change column for collectors. Through 
that column I met a number of col- 
lectors more than 50 years ago, or 
corresponded with them about col- 
lecting in general. One of these was 
Robert Pennick King of Erie, Pa. 
While reminiscing the other day I 
said to myself, “I wonder if my old 
friend R. P. King of Erie is alive. 
I'll drop him a line and see.” Today 
I received a post card, written in a 
spry young, readable hand. 

Yes, he is very much alive, and 
then was holding down four jobs, and 
though he is a few months from 78 
years old, walks five miles a day. He 
had just returned from a trip to 
Buffalo by air. 

Mr. King concludes by saying, 
“Feeling better, and weighing more 
pounds than ever. Sincerely, R. P. 
King.” Well, you can’t beat it. King 
is one of the early members of the 
A.N.A. You can’t beat these old 
coin collectors for good health.

Mr. Belden’ was secretary of the local 
numismatic society, which had then 
the name of Archaeological Society 
attached to it. Belden was a short- 
statured mild mannered man _ with 
small features, small eyes and he 
spoke usually in quiet and halting 
tones. Mr. Belden was one of those 
placid individuals who was greatly 
interested in the society and its 
affairs. He wrote well on Indian 
medals and military medals, and he 
left several works on these subjects, 
particularly on the American Indian 
medals. He was a co-worker in the 
Society with the late Henry Russell 
Drowne, who, at one time, acted as 
Secretary of the Society. Mr. Belden 
invariably attended meetings clad in 
a tuxedo suit. He had the air and 
manner of a gentleman, and his 
death was regretted. 

Henry C. Hines, Newark, N. J., is 
a devotee of U. S. cents. He is more 
than 80 years young. I say young 
because the subject of cents still 
finds him alert and ready to talk. 
He eats a good breakfast of bacon 
and eggs and coffee, and then omits 
lunch and eats an evening meal, a 
dinner. Mr. Hines first came into 
my office more than 35 years ago. 
At the time I was on East 28rd 
Street, in N. Y. C., and Mr. Hines 
didn’t hesitate to climb the stairs to 
my third floor office. Like W. H. 
Woodin, who also came to see, he 
doubtless thought shanks mare, stair 
climbing was a safer bet than the 
. Shaky elevator I used, which was 
manipulated by merely jerking at 
a wire rope. Strange to say, in all 
those years I never was in an accident 
there. However, once in an elevator 
in coin dealer Hesslein’s building in 
Boston, I fell three floors when the 
elevator grips failed to work. 

Mr. Hines electrified us once at 
an early sale, by bidding up to $109 
for an 1809 cent. His bid marked 
the first real upsurge in large cent 
prices, which was at about the time 
of the great Peter Moygey sale in 
1910 when some cents soared to good 
heights, a good many of them helped 
up by Mr. Hines. Hines is an inter- 
esting man, short of stature and 
remarkably spry. He has been known 
to stand five or six hours at my 
counter looking at coins and _ not 
showing the slightest signs of fatigue. 
He has probably the best 1799 cent 
in existence. I don’t want to mention 
its price for fear he will be bom- 
barded by letters from people with 
cents for sale. Suffice it to say 
Newark is a city of 500,600 and to 
save Mr. Hines embarrassment I’m 
not going to give his address, and 
not write him, as in the past once 
deluged he was obliged to turn over 
his correspondence to a proxy to 
attend to. Mr. Hines is one of the 
grand, young men of coins. At last 
reports he was as busy as ever over 
his cents. Some nights he stays up 
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till three or four o’clock going over 
them, looking for varieties. 


Review of a 


“Coin Journal of 1879” 


During the past summer, I visited 
among eastern Pennsylvania towns, 
the old city of Lancaster, founded 
about about 1733. It was at Lancaster, 
about 1744 that the celebrated Indian 
treaty between the Colonies of Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania and Virginia was 
held in pomp by three Colonial 
governors with the Six Nations. 

Witham Marshe, secretary of the 
Maryland delegation, has left us a 
rich journal of that treaty. Well, at 
Lancaster lived Charles Steigerwalt, 
editor of “The Coin Journal of 1879. 
“I tried to find his old home at 130 
East King Street, but found it had 
been torn down and is now occupied 
by a garage. That the old house 
remained in the Steigerwalt family 
after the death of Charles, was proven 
by the present tenant, dispelling any 
notion that the suicide of Steiger- 
walt was caused by any financial 
difficulties. 

This Journal, Vol. 1. No. 2, for 
August and September 1879, is in 
respects remarkable. It is merely a 
sheet of four pages, about eight by 
five inches, the front page containing 
two wood-cuts of a Pine Tree shilling 
and a Vermont cent with the moun- 
tain view. An article on Colonials, 
of no great importance, starts on the 
front page. It is by turning over the 
page and scanning the contents of 
pages 2,8, and 4 that interest is 


aroused. Steigerwalt plainly states 


his case as to the circulation. It is 
“400 copies.” Subscription was 25 
cents. Advertising rates were “five 
lines for 25 cents, 10 lines for 50 
cents, with this notice “No larger 
space is desired.” Collectors name 
and address only, “printed for 10 
cents,” a bargain to be sure. 

Some well known names appear 
among the advertisers. They include 
Steigerwalt himself, J. Colvin Ran- 
dall, a well known name in coins; 
A. M. Smith, who edited a large coin 
book and sold coins; J. H. Keeler, 
Marshall, Michigan; C. G. Westcott 
of Chillicothe, Ill.; R. W. Merder of 
Cincinnati, whom the writer well 
remembers, having had his lists in 
former years. There were also, J. B. 
Streeton, Brooklyn, N. Y.; G. T. 
McCombe, of Lockport, N. Y.; C. L. 
Stake, of 24 Maple St.,Dayton, 0O.; 
Ed. Frossard, the well-known cata- 
loguer and author and editor of 
“Numisma,” and finally S. K. Harz- 
feld, the latter a well known Phila- 
delphia dealer of the Civil War period, 
who also issued medals and tokens. 
He had an office in the “Times 
building.” Well, there is no Times 
or Times Building today. Most of 
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these worthies offered big bargains 
in coins. Listen to a few of them. 
A Massachusetts shilling, $2.50. A 
small proof set of the U. S., dated 
that year, 1879, for 25 cents for the 
entire set. Any coin in the set is 
worth dollars today; 10 varieties of 
large U. S. cents, including 1798, 
1803, etc., were offered, the lot for 
25 cents; 10 varieties of cents and 
half cents for 25 cents per lot; 25 
varieties of tokens, etc.,for 50 cents 
the lot. Masons published a magazine 
on coins and also held sales, and sold 
at retail. One dealer, Merser, asked 
for the addresses of collectors of war 
envelopes, Confederate money, tokens 
and medals. C. L. Stake of Dayton, 
O. advertised “a large catalog.” He 
dealt also in “electrotypes, books, 
cents and half cents” and apparently 
did quite a business. Frossard at that 
period lived at Irvington, N. Y., and 
was quite a character. His “Numisma” 
was a genteel, numismatic publication, 
well edited by an educated man. He 
also sold rare American and foreign 
coins and made many fine catalogs. 
His son followed him, as a cataloguer 
for a very brief time and suddenly 
disappeared from the numismatic 
firmament, many years ago. Just 
think the elder Frossard was in his 
prime as a coin man nearly 70 years 
ago, proving coin collecting in Amer- 
ica is not a new pastime. U. S. half 
cents of 1793 sold at retail then from 
$1.75 to $2.25, so the ads go. A 1793 
wreath cent good, sold for $3.50. A 
fair one $2.50. 1799 cents sold $5 to $8 
for average examples, while the 1804 
sold $4 to $6 for fair to good. Quite 
a different story today. Editorially 
Steigerwalt told of approaching coin 
sales by Mason, Woodward and others 
Woodward was most prominent and 
his sales were enormous affairs though 
held only once or twice a year when 
he got out elaborate catalogs and 
traveled all the way to New York 
City and there he held his sales. It 
showed New York was perhaps the 
center of numismatic activity though 
Philadelphia ran a very close second. 
J. Colvin Randall also held sales, 
Cogan and others. Dr. Maris is 
mentioned as having issued a work on 
U. S. cents, listing 1794 cents. He 
preceded Hays, and listed about 52 
varieties. Steigerwalt observed that 
it was hard to understand why the 
1799 cent should be so rare “when” 
he averred “several hundred thou- 
sand had been struck.” He intimated 
“the greater part of this issue was 
exported to Africa.” That being the 
case coin dealers should form an ex- 
peditionary force to Africa to hunt 
1799 cents! Steigerwalt said “Half 
cents of 1856 had been cornered by 
some party and are becoming scarce.” 
He mentions the two varieties of the 
standard dollar dated 1879 and added 
that “during Lafayette’s visit to 
America in 1824, one of the cars 
(not autos) in the procession at his 
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reception in Philadelphia contained a 
stamp from which U. S, cents were 
impressed with Lafayette’s head and 
the date 1824, and were thrown to 
the crowd,” adding that “some of 
these can still be found.” The writer 
has seen the very piece referred to 
in Philadelphia where the procession 
was held, and they are rated as very 
rare. What a chance to collect some- 
thing to be rare! Steigerwalt after- 
wards edited several journals. This 
was one of the early ones.

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A VISIT TO GEORGE ADE AT BROOK 


By CYRIL CLEMENS 


N the outskirts of Brook, a village 

of northeastern Indiana, lived 
George Ade, the dean of American 
humorists. Ringing the door bell of 
the long rambling frame house set 
in a grove of maple and beech trees, 
I noticed on each side of the front 
door a curious Chinese wooden figure, 
the two of them beautifully executed. 
Later I was to learn that these were 
secured during one of their owner’s 
several trips to the Orient. 

A tidy maid showed me into a large 
and comfortable-looking drawing-room 
opening through French windows to 
a garden of surpassing loveliness set 
out in the English style. A bookrack 
on an inlaid table of Chinese design 
held a copy of Leacock’s College Days 
and several copies of Ade’s own books. 
I was glad to see the latter because 
it indicated that Ade wasn’t afraid 
to have his own books about, as some 
authors seem to be from a sense of 
false modesty. A colored photograph 
on a little table looked at a distance 
like Booth Tarkington, but closer in- 
spection showed it to be Ade hintself— 
the two famous Hoosiers certainly do 
look alike! 

A few minutes elapsed and then en- 
terd a tall man, slightly stooped with 
hair turning grey, kindly piercing 
brown eyes and an exceedingly win- 
ning smile. A foreigner would have 
described him as a typical American 
—a person that attracts you immedi-

ately, not least by his cordial hand- 
shake. 

“So you are from Missouri,” Mr. 
Ade began. “I visited St. Louis the 
last time during the Republican Con- 
vention of 1896 when William McKin- 
ley was nominated. I headed the re- 
porterial delegation from the Chicago 
News. One of my fellow reporters was 
William Jennings Bryan.” 

“Did you likewise attend the Demo- 
cratic Convention, Mr. Ade?” “Indeed, 
I did,” was the prompt. reply, “and I 
heard Bryan give his famous ‘Cross 
of Gold’ speech. It made a deeper im- 
pression upon me than any speech 
I have heard in my whole life. Nor 
was I one apt to be carried away by 
party sentiment as I have ever been 
a staunch Republican. No sooner had 
Bryan made his marvelous oratorical 
effort than I remarked to a reporter 
standing near me, 

“That speech will nominate him,’ 
and sure enough within a ballot or 
two, Bryan received the nomination.” 

“Follow me; I want to show you my 
den,” my host said after we had 
chatted awhile. Passing through a 
wide sunny dining room with a great 
bay window, we reached a most at- 
tractive book-lined study with a huge 
desk in the center of the floor and 
interesting pictures and photographs 
covering the walls. In a corner of the 
room squatted a massive iron safe 
where the humorist preserved the 
manuscripts of all his books and 
plays since he first began to publish. 
It struck me as an excellent idea for 
other authors to follow. A manu- 
script’s value is usually realized after 
it has been destroyed! Against a- 
nother corner leaned a huge colored 
cardboard picture of Will Rogers 
(the kind one sees in front of movie 
theatres) which Will himself had sent 
by aeroplane thus inscribed, “To 
George Ade from his devoted friend 
and admirer, Will Rogers.” 

I learned that the last motion pic- 
ture Rogers played in, The County 
Chairman, had been adapted: from 
Ade’s play of the same name, and 
asked if Ade had written many plays. 

“Beginning with The Sultan of Sulu 
in 1892, I turned out a good many. 
And those were the days when if a 


play proved any good at all, it would 
always have a long run. After a year 
on Broadway, a play would start on 
the road for a year or two and three 
night stands and then by the third 
year it would be one night stands. 
The County Chairman appeared in 
1908, The College Widow the following 
year; and The Old Town in 1909. But 
when light drama began to be largely 
displaced by the movies, I gradually

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ceased to write for the stage. But 
once during the palmy period three 
of my plays were on the boards 
simultaneously.” 

“How do you feel about having 
your plays adapted for the screen?” 

“Not with very much enthusiasm. 
For one thing the movie script writers 
and the directors make so many radi- 
cal changes, that by the time the piece 
appears on the srceen, you hardly 
recognize it as your own. Of course 
they say it all has to be done, but I 
don’t like it—nor have I yet met a 
dramatist who does.” 

“The late Finley Peter Dunne 
complained that he had just the same 
trouble,” I commented. “The Holly- 
wood people made so many alterations 
in Mr. Dooley’s character that Dunne 
took him away from them and to 
this day he hasn’t appeared on the 
screen.” 

“Dunne was one of my best friends 
in the early days,” resumed Ade. 
“He was writing for the Chicago 
Evening Post, in the middle nineties 
of last century, while I was doing 
my daily column‘ Stories of the Streets 
and Town’ for the Chicago Record. 
We saw a good deal of each other at 
various gatherings. About 1910 Dunne 
moved from Chicago to New York 
and somewhat later he was made 
absolutely independent of the writing 
game by a half million dollar gift 
from a wealthy friend and admirer 
—probably the largest gift on 
record for an author to receive from 
an admirer. And as might have been 
expected, it made Dunne somewhat 
indifferent about producing and his 
work gradually fell off.” 

“T suppose you also knew Eugene 
Field?” a 

“I began working for the Chicago 
Record several years before Field 
died. We became fast friends. In my 
whole life I never knew anyone who 
had a neater and more regular hand 
than he. He never used a typewriter, 
but wrote out his daily column en- 
tirely in longhand. Field arrived at 
the office every morning at eleven 
o’clock, clipped out-of-town papers 
with a pair of rusty shears then 
went out for a long lunch. When he 
finally got back he removed his coat, 
slipped his suspenders off his shoul- 
ders, took off his shoes, rolled up his 
pants and donned carpet slippers. 
Feet on desk, and a piece of cardboard 
on his knees, the lean blue-eyed 
columnist then started writing for 
that day’s famous ‘Sharps and Flats’ 
column.” 

At this point an elderly man walked 
into the room, quietly deposited a bag 
of popcorn on Mr. Ade’s desk, and 
after smiling pleasantly slipped out 
again. From his early days of attend- 
ing the circus as a lad, Ade confessed 
that he had had a veritable passion 
for popcorn—especially the kind 
prepared in heavy syrup. Mr. Ade 
himself did not smoke or drink. 


“Upon poor ‘Gene’s premature 

death,” continued Ade, “he was only 
forty-five at the time, I succeeded to his 
desk. The first of my articles, ‘Stories 
of the Streets and of the Town’ 
appeared November 20, 1893. Editor 
Charles H, Dennis liked my work and 
allowed me the privilege of writing 
what I chose and in my own manner. 
So I was given two columns on the 
editorial page and the cooperation of 
the well-known cartoonist John T. 
McCutcheon who has been my friend 
ever since. 
Another man for whom I had a deep 
devotion was James Whitcomb Riley, 
the most interesting person I ever 
knew. I saw a good deal of him dur- 
ing the final years of his life— 
at his home in Indianapolis, at his 
winter place in Florida and during 
several visits he made to Brook. 1 
had the privilege of being a pall- 
bearer at his funeral. Over there on 
the wall, you will see some of the 
letters framed that he wrote me. He 
said some very kind things about my 
early work, seeming to be especially 
fond of Fables in Slang. 

“T well remember that in May, 1902, 
Riley gave a reading for the Benjamin 
Harrison Memorial Fund in Indian- 
apolis. The original intention was to 
have Riley appear only on the first 
night. At the last minute an appeal 
was made to him to participate in the 
second evening’s performance. Besides 
myself some of the others who signed 
the petition were Lew Wallace, 
Meredith Nicholson, George Barr Mc- 
Cutcheon and Charles Major, the 
author of When Knighthood was in 
Flower. Riley graciously consented 
and at the close of the second evening 
after he had responded with recita- 
tions to three encores, he stepped a- 
again to the footlights,” ‘I will give 
one more sketch and if that does not 
remove the audience, we will fumi- 
gate the hall:’ 

“No author to my mind better rep- 
resents the Hoosier spirit than Riley. 
Lew Wallace might have been a New 
Yorker; Booth Tarkington, with his 
stories of chivalry and tender senti- 
ment, might have come from Virginia. 
But Riley could not have been mis- 
taken for anything but a Hoosier, and 
possibly it was pre-ordained a thou- 
sand years that he should be born in 
Indiana’s Greenfield. He knew his 
friends and neighbors to the very 
core, and he revealed them to us with 
a literary skill, combined with drol- 
lery, humor, honest philosophy, and 
kindness of heart. 

“One cannot know the plain people 
of Indiana except by living among 
them a full lifetime and reading 
Riley. The man’s evasion of all dress 
parades of literature, his quiet con- 
tempt for ceremonies and displays, 
and his real sympathy for everything 
humble and genuine, regardless of 
labels, have endeared him to us. It is 
not often that such a rare soul is 
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also such a gifted poet. 

“T will never forget the Birthday 
Banguet tendered him at the Indian- 
apolis Claypool Hotel, at which Vice- 
President Charles Warren Fairbanks 
presided. Although four hundred 
plates had been prepared at ten dol- 
lars a head, the demand exeeded the 
supply by thousands. As my friend 
Walt Mason remarked, 

“If all who love him could be there 

To greet the bard beyond compare, 
They’d need a banquet hall so great 

That it would reach across the state. 


Among those who spoke I recall 
George Harvey, John H. Finley, Al- 
bert J. Beveridge, William Allen 
White, and myself. My address was 
entitled ‘The Center Table.’ I told that 
no table stood in any middle Western 
parlor on which at least one book by 
Riley was not to be found. In less 
than a year after this banquet, Riley 
died, universally mourned.” 

“Recently I read that Riley keenly 
enjoyed the works of W. W. Jacobs, 
author of The Monkey’s Paw,” I 
remarked. 

“That’s very interesting,” returned 
Ade. “For Jacobs has been one of my 
favorites these many years, and all 
of his works are over there on my 
bookshelves. Just this winter I had a 
chat with Damon Runyon and was 
pleased to learn that he, also, was 
enthusiastic over Jacobs whose Many 
Cargoes he recommended to all Amer- 
icans suffering from the blues or 
taking themselves too seriously.” 

It took a good deal of persuading 
to make Ade discuss his own works. 


“My first book Artie, published in 
1896, did fairly well. The flip vernacu- 
lar of 1896 may sound a little archaic 
in 1940,but a great deal of the idio- 
matic lingo has on the whole changed 
very little. When my publishers asked 
for a second book, I wrote Pink Marsh, 
a series of stories dealing with a 
Negro bootblack, told in the dialect 
of the Northern Negro as distin- 
guished from that of the Southern 
darky. Upon my return from a trip to 
the Balkans and Constantinople, my 
publishers began clamoring for their 
yearly book. I soon found that I sim- 
ply couldn’t take the necessary time 
from my daily column to write one. 
As a solution to the difficulty, I 
harked back to the Fable of the Two 
Sisters. Why not write several more, 
use them in my newspaper column 
and afterwards gather them up for 


‘a book? And so in 1899 appeared 


Fables in Slang. And I am not exag- 
gerating when I say they took the 
public by storm, I soon became known 
as the High Priest of American Slang. 
Whenever I registered at a strange 
hotel the reporters would rush up to 
interview me, and no matter what 
I said, the interview invariably 
appeared with a dizzy string of slang 
—in imitation of my Fable slang. 
And all of this in spite of the fact 
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that I seldom (as you perhaps have 
noticed) use slang in my ordinary 
conversation.” 

“Do you have a favorite of your 
own works, Mr. Ade?” 

“Of my plays I imagine that 
I like The County Chairman best. I 
meant it to be the epitome of political 
life in a small community, but the 
methods it exposed were those of the 
whole political fabric of the country. 
All the characters have prototypes 
whom I have known in real life. In 
fact, I was merely putting into dra- 
matic form a phase of life of which 
I had been a part. Among my books 
I rather suspect Single Blessedness is 
my favorite because it gave me a 
chance to get away from slang and 
capital letters!” 

After some gingerbread and lemon- 
ade, Mr. Ade took me out to see his 
grounds, chatting as we went along, 

“T am proud of the fact that I own 
no less than seventeen hundred acres 
of the best farm land in the Middle 
West. Although we raise some wheat, 
corn is our chief chop. We always 
have some cattle and pigs. In the fall 
we prepare our own hams and bacon. 
As you donbtless noticed I call my 
place Hazelden Farm, the family name 
of my grandmother. Here I spend 
nine months of the year, and from 
January to March inclusive, I hiber- 
nate at Miami Beach, Florida.” 

After a little coaxing Ade was 
telling me something about his meth- 
ods of work, 

“T am up every morning by five- 
thirty—at least I resemble a farmer 
in my time of rising. I often do a 
little writing before breakfast merely 
to keep my hand in. As soon as the 
meal is over, I become busy dictating 
to my stenographer. For like poor 
‘Gene Field I have never learned to 
typewrite. I work pretty hard all 
morning, but never in the afternoon. 
Early in my career, I made a resolu- 
tion always to keep my afternoons 
free for recreation and sport such as 
golf of which I am very fond. This 
resolution has done much to preserve 
not only my health but my sense of 
humor—such as it is,” Ade added 
modestly. 

As Mr. Ade farmer-like accompa- 
nied me to his front gate, I made bold 
to ask America’s greatest living 
humorist to define humor. 

“Well, well,” he answered pleasant- 
ly, “that is a tall order. I know it is 
not what a great many people think 
it is—jokes, wise cracks and puns. 
Humor is the reflection of a mood. 
It is the revelation of some individu- 
al’s point of view which enables him 
to discover the ridiculous, the unusual 
or the silly in man of the standard 
human performances. Mark Twain 
had it to an abundant degree. Among 
present day writers who have some- 
thing of the same knack may be 
mentioned P. G. Wodehouse, Stephen 
Leacock, and Damon Runyan. A man 
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gifted with humor does not indulge in 
jokes or attempt to be comical but 
reveals by subtle methods some of the 
frailties and follies of human nature. 
I believe with old Josh Billings 
that “Humor is hybrid and is a nice 
cross between sense and nonsense. 
I don’t think it has ever been defined} 
it is like the smell of a flower, hard to 
describe.” 
_ I had heard that Ade spent a sum- 
mer at a little fishing-resort hotel in 
Michigan. Looking over the register, 
someone discovered that the hotel had 
another guest by the name of Lemon. 
The two were maneuvered together 
before a group of expectant resorters 
and introduced, “Mr, Lemon, this is 
Mr. Ade.” They eyed each other a 
minute, then Ade drawled, “Shake.” 
“That is not the correct version at 
all,” laughed Ade. “The fact of the 
matter was that when I was a student 
at Purdue, I had a blind date with a 
girl who turned out to be named 
Lemon. Naturally we came in for a

good deal of teasing!

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The Philadelphia Plory 


By HARRY L. HANSON 


UST as Lancaster, Pa., was the 

birthplace of the so called Kentucky 
rifle, as well as the center around 
which a very large proportion of their 
varieties were made, so is Philadel- 
phia, Pa., the birthplace of the 
Deringer, commonly called the Phila- 
delphia Deringer, which includes the 
originator of this most interesting 
little firearm, Henry Deringer, to- 
gether with his imitators, both with 
and without named makers. 

In offering the following informa- 
tion, I make no pretense that these 
are the last words to be said relative 
to this rather common, but highly 
interesting firearm. My desire is main- 
ly to stimulate interest along this 
line among many fellow collectors, 
as well as give, to beginners especial- 
ly, what information that has been my 
fortune to collect. My research in 
several fine local gun libraries yielded 
an unfortunately small amount of in- 
formation, including’ contradictions 
and falsehoods. The sifted facts are 
herewith offered as a foundation upon 
which other collectors who have 
access to other references may build 
a more thorough study. I am indebted, 
in the main, to the following sources 
of bibliography: G. Elsworth Brown, 
I. Jones Clark, John P. Lower, Charles 
Z Tryon, Ordnance Department, U.S. 
Army, Far West Hobby Shop of San 





Harry L. Hanson’s collection of several 
hundred firearms contains about 60 Deringers 
of which these are representative. The top 
eight are all genuine Henry Deringers. Each 
of the left top two have rammers under- 
neath the barrel, and the-cap box in the butt 
of the grip. 

The front right hand specimen is without 
rammers, but still retains the trap door for 
cap box in the butt. The lower left hand 
two are an identical pair, as marks indicate, 
and are similar in size, caliber, etc., to the 
one the assassin used in the murder of 
President Lincoln. This gun is six inches 
overall in length and .42 caliber. 

The little one at the bottom of the picture 
is about three inches overall with a barrel 
one and one-half inches long. It is one of 
the J. Deringers imitations made in San 
Francisco. 








Francisco, James E. Serven, many of 
my grand friends, etc. 

Henry Deringer, designer of the 
firearms which were the originals 
of a type later imitated by many 
manufacturers who used his name for 
any short pistol, and particularly for 
short single-shot pistols, regardless 
of type of firing mechanism, was the 
son of German parents who settled in 
Easton, Pa., where he was born on 
October 26, 1786. 

When he had grown to working 
age, he was apprenticed to firearms 
makers at Richmond, where he made 
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rifles and other guns until 1806, when 
he went to Philadelphia and became 
a manufacturer in his own right, 
continuing his activities until after 
the Civil War. 

He was married to Miss Eliza 
Hillebush, to whom all of his friends 
have given the credit of being the 
architect of his fortune. His marriage 
was blessed with four sons and six 
daughters, all of whom lived to a 
reasonable old age. 

It may be of interest to note some 
of the characteristics of this interest- 
ing gentleman. He was a _ shrewd 
trader, but he possessed a peculiar dis- 
position which made it difficult for his 
associates to get along with him. He 
was arbitrary, stubborn, and am- 
bitious; like Edison, he was an inex- 
haustible source of energy. Unlike 
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Edison, however, he was unimagina- 
tive, and so remained content with the 
percussion system of firing for his 
weapons. He thoroughly despised the 
introduction of the breech-loader. 
His motto was to live to improve the 
old, and not to speculate on the new. 

Upon the death of Henry Deringer, 
a plaster cast of his face was made, 
but the location of the cast today is 
not known, and it is most probably 
lost. 

He was an intimate friend of 
General Jackson, “Old Hickory,” and 
this friendship proved to be of in- 
estimable benefit to Deringer in the 
sale of firearms to the United 
States Government. 

Deringer was an ardent and active 
Democrat, and it is told that he 
would even go so far as to close his 
factories and march his men to the 
poles to support the cause. 

Henry Deringer died in February, 
1869, at the age of 82, leaving an 
estate of several hundred thousand 
dollars. His heirs continued to manu- 
facture his weapons, his son Bronough 
Deringer (who died a few months 
later), his daughter, Mrs. Clark (who 
died the following year), and his son- 
in-law, Dr. Clark, being in charge. 
In the course of time, Deringer’s 
grandson, I. Jones Clark, became the 
new manager, and, being wealthy, he 
introduced all new modern machinery 
into the factory, bringing its capacity 
up to 1000 pistols a week. 

Deringer’s sons neglected to co- 
operate at the beginning of the Civil 
War, or they could have become the 
Krupps of America, as they had the 
largest munitions plant, aside from 
the Government armories at Spring- 
field and Harper’s Ferry. 

Due to the ill health of Clark and 
reduction of profits as a result of 
close competition, the factories were 
finally closed, the properties remained 
in the hands of the descendants, as 
records of 30 years ago would indicate. 


We shall turn now to the types of 
firearms that Deringer manufactured. 
Many Squirrel rifles were made and 
traded to boatmen on the Delaware 
River for lumber which was later 
exchanged for cash at a profit. 

A list of available records of 
Government purchase is as follows: 
March 17, 1814—2000 Yerget type 
rifles, delivered in August, 1815, used 
by Tennessee and Kentucky Riflemen 
at New Orleans, defeating the Duke 
of Wellington. July 23, 1814—1800 
rifles, delivered December 8, 1820. 
April 3, 1821—2000 rifles, delivered 
July 2, 1823. August 28, 18283—3000 
rifles, delivered August 19, 1829. 
April 3, 1821—2000 rifles, delivered 
February 23, 1732—1200 rifles. March 
17, 1840—6000 rifles, delivered Janu- 
_ary 14, 1846, used in the Mexican 
War. 

The first are flintlock pistols similar 
to S. North’s, which are now valued 


‘made percussion 
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at about $285. each. Deringer also 
“USR” (mounted 
rifles) and “USN” (navy) pistols of 
the boxlock model of 1843. He made 
a few cartridge pistols (a rim-fire 
.32 that I know of), but they are rare 
and very valuable. 

Dueling pistols were needed and 
frequently used by rival politicians. 
Also, in the South, they were con- 
sidered an indispensable household 
fixture and were included as such 
in the equipment for all newlyweds. 
Southern belles carried Deringers con- 
veniently tucked in their costumes 
when on their rides. The Philadelphia 
Deringer was most popular among the 
Forty-niners, both gold miners and 
gamblers. The popularity of the 
Deringers made the demand greater 
than the supply, whereupon imitation 
Deringers were made, using an extra 
“ry” in Deringer (Derringer) in order 
to avoid infringement and _ suit. 
Catalogs of many companies used 
the name Deringer for all single- 
barreled pistols, This especially irrita- 
ted Deringer. Imitations were made 
in Europe as well as in America. 

An interesting case was that of A. 
J. Plate, who was a Deringer agent in 
San Francisco. He sent to Philadel- 
phia for some Deringer employees (I 
believe E. G. Owens was the manu- 
facturer), and started to make an 
exact duplicate. His method of avoid- 
ing infringement was this: He search- 
ed through a San Francisco directory 
and found one Mr. J. Deringer, a 
tailor, no relative to the original H. 
Deringer. Plate borrowed the use of 
his name to put on these new imita- 
tions, paying him a royalty on each 
pistol made. This, of course, amounted 
to a handsome income for the tailor. 

Deringer thereupon established 
a new agent in San Francisco, Charles 
Curry (Later N. Curry & Brother). 
Other recognized agents and their 
locations are listed below. Undoubted- 
ly there were still others. Tomes, 
Melvain & Co., N. Y.; A. B. Griswold 
& Co., Memphis; Calhoun & Co., 
Nashville; A. J. Millspaugh, Shreve- 
port; Wold & Durringer, Louisville; 
A. J. Plate, San Francisco; C. Curry, 
San Francisco; A. J. Taylor & Co., 
San Francisco; Hyde & Goodrich, 
New Orleans; M. Galt & Brothers, 
Washington, D. C.; J. B. Gilmore, 
Shreveport, La. 

Deringer now raised the price of 
his pistols from $5. to $10. per pair. 

John P. Lower, agent, brought in 
and displayed to Mr. Deringer a 
Number One National Deringer, cali- 
ber .41, after examining which Mr. 
Deringer looked up over his cocked 
spectacles, exclaiming “The damn 
thing won’t shoot straight.” Where- 
upon Mr. Lower and Dr. Clark went 
and tried this new breech loading 
rim-fire cartridge pistol on a target 
with very good results, with which 
they returned to Mr. Deringer. With 
expletives that would do credit to 
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the soldiers in Flanders, Deringer ex- 
claimed “Dammit, they must quit 
doing this!” 

Deringer had a water powered 
branch factory on Mill Creek, eight 
or ten miles from Philadelphia, where 
they forged barrels, bayonets, and 
sabers for cavalry. They often bought 
barrels 40 or 48 inches long and cut 
them into one-and-a-half and ten-inch 
pieces, The genuine Deringer barrel 
was made of iron, while imitations 
were usually made with Remington 
steel, thus taking a better finish. 

Below are two drawings showing 
the only two types of breechplug used 
by Deringer. ;

There were about 10,000 of these 
genuine Deringers manufactured, but 
it is safe to say that many times that 
number of the imitation variety were 
made. 

In addition to these imitations many 
were made without any name on them 
whatsoever. Others that are made and 
signed are as follows: H. E. Dimick, 
St. Louis; Bruff, New York; Seaver; 
Fr. J. Bitterlich & Co., Nashville, 
Tennessee; (he made two varieties— 
an early variety without trigger 
guard and the ones with the stand- 
ard trigger guard), R. Constable, 
Philadelphia; J. E. Evans, Philadel- 
phia; Deringe; E. K. Tryon; John 
Crider; Robinson & Crider; A. Wur- 
flein; Slother & Co.; Schneider & 
Glassick; Glassick & Co.; Jesse S. 
Butterfield, Philadelphia; Fairbanks, 
Boston; G. Erickson, Houston, Texas; 
R. Myers, Southerland; Gillespie; 
Monahan & McDaniel; Ruffs; J. F. 
Tumpler, Little Rock, Arkansas; T. 
F,. Guyon; Klepzig & Co.; Bruff; C. 
Sutter, Selma, Alabama.

Like Banner stones “Bird stones” are also problematic as to how or why they 
were used. One theory is that they were head ornaments; another, clan symbols 
or fetishes. They pre-date any historical record in Indian lore, yet, like Banner 
stones and some effigy pipes they show extreme modern styling of sculpture. 


The knob-eye type is of course, very rare, and the number in collections 
all over the country wouldn’t be a great amount. 


This type of relic was made of four or five materials, namely Slate, Quartz, 
Granite and porphyry spotted granite; a few were made of conglomerate stone. 





AMERICAN 
COMMANDOS

N°? phase of modern warfare has 
more fascination for the civilian 
than the Commando raid. We know 
the Commando as a small raiding 
party, carefully organized to accom- 
plish specific objectives rather than 
the destruction of a large enemy 
force, striking swiftly and quietly 
in a surprise night raid, rapidly 
carrying out its planned assignments 
in enemy territory, and as quickly 
making a well-timed withdrawal and 
return to its base. 

Most of us think of these Comman- 
dos as efficient cogs in the complex 
modern war machine, perfected to 
meet the particular needs of present- 
day warfare. But to a small number 
of wrinkled old warriors, living on 
the Indian reservations of the Great 
Plains in the United States and 
Canada, Commando tactics are not 
new. They and their fathers, and their 
fathers’ fathers for many generations 
back, used these same basic prin- 
cipals in their intertribal wars dur- 
ing the days when great herds of 
buffalo blackened the Plains. 

White fur-traders regarded the 
Blackfoot tribes (Piegan, Bloods, and 
Northern Blackfoot) as the most 
numerous and most warlike Indians 
of the northwestern Plains. For more 
than 130 years after the first trader 
described them in 1754, these Indians 
continued to send out raiding parties 
westward across the Rockies against 
the Kutenai, Flatheads, and Nez 
Percés; southward against the Shos- 
hone and Crows; and _ eastward 
against the Assiniboin, Sioux, and 
Cree. Not until 1885—less than sixty 
years ago—were these war expedi- 
tions discontinued. 

Their theater of war was an im- 
mense region of rolling plains and 
lofty mountains stretching from the 
North Saskatchewan River in Canada 
southward almost to Great Salt Lake; 
extending westward across the Rock- 
ies into the present Idaho, and east- 
ward more than 500 miles over the 
plains from the base of the mountains. 
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In area it was greater than pre-war 
Germany and Italy combined, exclud- 
ing Italy’s African possessions that 
have been taken from her by the 
Allies. 

Blackfoot children were brought up 
to look upon war as opportunity. 
The warpath was man’s surest road 
to fame and fortune. Even today 
full-blooded parents whose sons are 
in the armed forces of the United 
States are comforted by the age-old 
tribal saying, “It is better for a 
man to be killed in battle than to 
die of old age or sickness.” There was 
no selective service for the Blackfoot. 
All warriors were volunteers. 

The great majority of Blackfoot 
war-parties were organized for the 
purpose of capturing horses from 
enemy camps. Horses were their 
wealth, They needed fast horses to 
hunt buffalo, and strong, healthy 
horses to transport their tipis and 
household effects as they moved 
camp from place to place in pursuit 
of buffalo. They dearly loved horse- 
races. With horses in place of money 
they could obtain any material thing 
they desired. With horses a man could 
make desirable gifts to the parents 
of the girl of his choice to obtain 
their approval of marriage. With 
horses he could purchase powerful

sacred butdles through which super- 
natural aid was gained for himself 
and his household. Through the wise 
distribution of horses a man added 
to his social prestige. The Blackfoot 
never seemed to have enough horses. 
The surest way to add to their herds 
was to capture horses from other 
tribes. This, of course, meant war. 
But to a hardy, courageous, aggressive 
people the stakes were worth the 
risks involved. 

Horse-raiding parties were the 
primitive Commandos of the Plains. 
These parties were usually small, 
often numbering no more than 10 or 
15 men. Each party was led by an 
experienced warrior. Other men who 
had faith in his judgment and in 
the power of his sacred medicine 
to bring success volunteered to join 
his party. Most members of the raid- 
ing party were seasoned warriors— 
men from 18 to 40 years of age. 
But boys in their middle ’teens joined 
the parties to learn the art of war. 
They carried supplies and equipment, 
did the cooking and other chores for 
the warriors. 

For a day or more after a party 
was organized the men and their 
relatives were busy preparing weap- 
ons, clothing, food, and equipment 
for the trip. Then, at a time deter- 
mined by the leader, the men set 
out. Generally they went on foot, 
even though the distance to enemy 
camps was often as great as 200 or 
300 miles. They walked briskly, but 
stopped frequently to smoke, eat, 
repair moccasins, and talk. Twenty- 
five miles was a good day’s march. 
Consequently. war-parties were gen- 
erally away from home for weeks, 
often months. Those setting out in 
winter often did not return until 
spring. 

At first they travelled by day and 
slept at night. Each party was a 
self-sufficient unit, carrying all their 
Weapons, ammunition, clothing, and 
bedding, They took some food along 
too—thin dried strips of buffalo meat 
or meat pounded and mixed with 
mint or berries in the form of a 
highly concentrated popular food 
known as pemmican, carried in raw- 
hide bags. They counted on replenish- 
ing their meat supply enroute, before 
they got too near the enemy to make 
hunting dangerous. 


When the leader believed they were 
within two or three days’ journey 
from their objective, the enemy camp, 
they stopped to make their last hunt, 
using noiseless bows and arrows to 
kill the game. Generally the leader 
chose a spot in a heavily timbered 
area near a stream or on a height, 
where the party quickly built a war- 
lodge from fallen timbers. This in- 
genious structure looked something 
like a tipi of logs and poles covered 
with bark or brush, with a long, 
angling, covered entrance, and sur-

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rounded by a breastwork of stones 
or thick logs. While the main body 
hunted, prepared food, and hid out 
in and near this little fort, the leader 
sent two or three of the shrewdest 
men ahead to locate the enemy camp. 
The scouts moved very cautiously. 
Usually they covered their heads 
and upper bodies with wolfskins to 
disguise their human forms. They 
looked for horse-tracks, footprints, 
decaying animal carcases, fire-hearths, 
or disturbances of wild animals as 
signs of the nearness of other human 
beings. Silently they approached the 
enemy camp, noted its size and 
number of horses, and the physical 
details of the surrounding country. 
Then they returned to their party. 

Thereafter the party moved more 
swiftly, always by night, hiding out 
in the daytime, until they neared the 
enemy camp. Near the top of a hill 
overlooking the camp or in a wood- 
ed area within sight of the enemy 
village, but out of sight of the enemy, 
they halted. The warriors painted 
themselves, sang their war-songs, 
prayed to their spirit-helpers for 
success, and donned their feather 
bonnets or good-luck ornaments. The 
leader explained his plan of attack 
and designated a meeting-place after 
horses were taken, There the packs 
and food-pouches were left. But in 
case they might be too hurried to 
pick them up on their way home, 
they carried small rawhide pouches 
of dried meat or pemmican at their 
belts. These contained their war 
lunches—emergency rations for the 
long journey homeward. 

The rush for horses was usually 
made late at night when the enemy, 
unaware of any danger to their 
horses, were sleeping soundly. Usually 
the leader and a few of his ablest 
men entered the camp to cut loose 
the best horses picketed in front of 
the tipis. The Blackfoot considered 
it a high honor to take these fine 
animals almost from under the noses 
of their sleeping owners. Armed with 
their weapons and ropes, these picked 
men silently crept into the enemy 
camp. They threw bits of meat to 
the enemy dogs to quiet them, located 
the picketed horses, cut the rawhide 
picket-lines with their knives, slipped 
their war-bridles on the horses, and 
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slowly, quietly rode them out of camp. 
If all went well, they returned to the 
camp for more picketed horses. Mean- 
while other members of the party 
rounded up some of the loose herds 
grazing outside the village. 

At any time during this action 
there was danger that some noise 
might waken the enemy, or that some 
sleepless villager might discover the 
intruders and spread an alarm, 
which would bring the men pouring 
out of their tipis, weapons in hand, 
and ready for use. The raiding party 
was generally too small to make a 
stand against an entire village. Their

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best policy, if the camp was aroused, 
was to take the horses they had 
captured or could reach quickly, 
mount them, and make a dash for 
home. 

In any case, whether the raid was 
entirely successful or interrupted by 
the enemy, the raiders started home- 
ward as fast as their horses could 
take them, for the enemy, unless set 
entirely afoot by the horse-raid, was 
almost sure to pursue them in an 
effort to retake their horses, once 
they learned of their loss. Generally 
the raiders rode night and day for 
several days, stopping neither to 
sleep nor eat, munching a handful 
of meat from their pouches as they 
rode when they required food. It was 
a trying ordeal. Inexperienced men 
sometimes fell asleep and toppled off 
their horses. Even toughened warriors 
had the skin worn off their legs and 
buttocks from the fast, continuous, 
horseback riding over rough country. 

It was not safe for a raiding party 
to capture too many horses. Driving 
large horse-herds hundreds of miles 
homeward was no easy task. The 
chances of the enemy overtaking 
such a party were great. Old Indians 
say that they and their tribesmen 
seldom were successful in taking more 
than 60 horses in a single raid. 

The ideal horse-raid was one on 
which a number of fine animals were 
taken, through careful planning and 
faultless execution, without bloodshed. 
However, bloodshed could not be 
avoided always. Not infrequently a 
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small raiding party on its outward 
journey met a superior enemy force. 
Its first reaction then was to take the 
defensive and to seek cover quickly. 
If thick timber was near, they ran 
for it. Plains Indians seldom follow- 
ed their enemies into wooded areas 
with dense undergrowth, even though 
they knew they greatly out-numbered 
the opposing force. In the timber 
the defenders could throw up barri- 
cades of tree trunks and hold off their 
opponents until nightfall, when they 
might escape under cover of darkness. 
If caught on the open plains, a long 
distance from timber, the smaller 
party quickly dug fox-holes two or 
three feet deep with their knives, 
strengthening them with piles of 
stones if obtainable on the ground 
near the holes. Enemies were usually 
slow to attack such prepared positions. 

The superior force, on the other 
hand, tried to surround the smaller 
party and annihilate it before it could 
become entrenched. Within gunshot 
Indian fighters on the open plains 
never stood still. They jumped about, 
dodging from side to side, making 
it difficult for the enemy to hit them. 
Consequently their opponents gener- 
ally aimed for the waist, and often 
a little to one side of their target. 

When in the midst of the fray 
users of the old muzzle-loading 
Northwest trade gun, the most dead- 
ly weapon possessed by these Indians 
prior to 1870, carried the balls in 
their mouths. They dumped about 
two fingers of powder down the 
barrel, dropped a ball into it with- 
out any wadding, gave the stock one 
or two sharp blows to settle the 
charge, aimed and fired the instant 
the gun was brought down to the 
level of the mark. Without wadding 
the range and velocity of the gun 
was retarded. Indians were willing 
to sacrifice these qualities, however, 
for quickness in firing. One old-time 
fur-trader said the Indians could 
discharge four or five shots a minute 
by this quick-loading method. There 
was no random shooting. Indians 
shot to kill individual opponents, but 
often their aim was poor. They 
took no prisoners except women and 
children, They aimed to wipe out 
the enemy force if possible. 

Despite the tendency of some white 
students to look upon Plains Indian 
warfare as a sort of game, it was 
a mighty serious business to the 
Indians. Casualties were high, con- 
sidering the small numbers of men 
involved. Pitched battles between 
large forces of several hundred on 
a side were rare. Nevertheless, owing 
largely to the great number of small 
parties, there were many years during 
the 19th century when the Blackfoot 
lost more than one percent of their 
total population in war. This would 
be equivalent to an annual loss of 
more than 1,300,000 men for the 
United States today. White observers 
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in the middle of the 19th century 
stated that, owing largely to war 
losses, women among the Blackfoot 
outnumbered men two or three to one. 
Were it not for the common custom 
of polygamy and a very high birth- 
rate, it is doubtful whether the 
Blackfoot and their enemies could 
have survived year after year of fight- 
ing for more than 130 years. ©

fare embodied many elements of 
effective tactics, Recently Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur is reported to have 
stated: “As a warrior, his (the 
Indian’s) fame is worldwide. Many 
successful methods of modern war- 
fare are based on what he evolved 
centuries ago. Individually he ex- 
emplified what the line fighter could 
do by adaptation to the characteristics 
of the particular eeuntryside in which 
he fought.”

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Earliest Record 
of Animal Life 


Animal life, so far as the fossil 


record goes, starts almost in full 
flower in the so-called Cambrian age 
which began about half a billion 
years ago. From the beginning of 
this period there is an abundance of 
fossil remains of long-extinct sea 
creatures—trilobites roughly similar 
to present day crabs and _ lobsters, 
cephalopods related to the mollusks, 
and other creatures unlike anything 
now on earth. 

These were complex animals, far 
evolved from the primeval beginnings 
of life. Below them in time must have 
been countless generations of evolu- 
tion. Yet the pages of the rocks are 
almost completely blank. All over 
the earth, wherever there are out-

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crops of pre-Cambrian rocks, paleon- 
tologists have sought for some record 
of animal life, with highly debatable 
results. About all they have found, 
until the discovery of a jellyfish 
fossil a few years ago, have been 
markings in sandstone that might 
have been made by crawling worms 
in the soft sand of some ancient 


beach, 

Various reasons have been advanced 
for this. Nearly all Cambrian 
fossils are those of  shell-bearing 


creatures who lived in shallow seas. 
When they sank in the bottom mud, 
the imprints of the hard shells were 
preserved. Perhaps, say some geolo- 
gists, there was little calcium in the 
pre-Cambrian seas from which shells 
could have been formed. Perhaps the 
water was too acid to permit their 
formation. Perhaps life really origin- 
ated on land and only took to the 
seas in the Cambrian period. 

The fact remains that wherever 
life was, it left no unmistakable 
signs of its presence. 

The present jellyfish fossil was dis- 
covered in the Grand Canyon in 1935, 
and a few years later was tentatively 
identified by Dr. R. S. Bassler, of the 
Smithsonian Institution, as that of 
a jellyfish. It looked strikingly like 
positively identified jellyfishes from 
the Cambrian period -and like the 
hardened, dried remains of these 
animals found along seashores today. 

The sandstone slab upon which 
the fossil is imprinted is marked on 
its upper surface by overlapping 
ripple marks. Minute sand grains 
are piled up into ripplelike overlap- 
ping layers, with the imprint crossing 
several of them. Exactly the same 
conditions can be seen today along the 
Atlantic shores, especially along 
Chesapeake Bay, where the jellyfishes, 
when left stranded, dry into slightly 
shriveled bodies but still retain their 
general shape, before being covered 
by the sand layers of succeeding 
waves.

eton Elginense. The New Red Sand- 
stone strata abound in footprints 
and among these are the famous 
Corneockle quarry prints made 
known through the monograph of Sir 
William Jardine. These prints found 
in Dumfriesshire, Scotland, are clear 
and delicate, as at the moment when 
they were impressed on the Permian 
layer, and are repeated bed. after 
bed on the fresh tablets as they were 
prepared for their reception. From 
their number and direction, they 
seem to be the tracks of animals 
passing together across a tide reced- 
ed estuary, to some _ frequented 
ground periodically sought for food 
or pleasure. No animal remains 


‘whatever have been found associated 


with them; they seem, however, to 
belong to a form of tortoise, having 
a long tail and a stride of little more 
than six inches. The pad of the foot 
was soft and smooth; the light im- 
pressions of the fore-foot were near- 
ly obliterated by the hind-foot, which 
was furnished with four claws.

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FURNISHING A HOME IN MINIATURE 


By BLANCHE E. McWILLIAMS 


A HOBBY my husband and I have 
enjoyed for several years is furn- 
ishing rooms and yards in miniature. 
In all, we have planned, built and 
furnished 17 rooms, a garage, a barn 
and three yards, all on the scale of 
one inch to a foot and complete to 
the least detail. 
We had two large cabinets with 


glass doors built to hold the rooms. 
Each room is electrically lighted, 
Christmas tree lights being used, and 
my husband did all the wiring 
through the backs of the cabinets, no 
wires being visible in the rooms. 
Some furniture was bought, other 
pieces we made ourselves. For the 
old-fashioned bedroom we made the

bed, commode, dresser, chair, chest, 
corner whatnot and picture frames of 
walnut, all of which were oiled and 
rubbed when completed. The bed is a 
replica of the one my grandmother 
had. The commode has a linen 
“splasher” at the back, which is so 
small I had to use a single strand of 
floss to embroider it. The photograph 
shows only one side of the room, the 
opposite side has a bay window with 
real panes of glass and hand made 
lace curtains. The “marble” tops of 
the dresser, commode and tables are 
linoleum in a marble design. 

Four generations of my family are 
represented in our framed pictures. 
They are all old family portraits re- 
produced in miniature and set in 
hand made frames. Two oval pictures 
are of my great-grandmother and 
great-grandfather, whiskers and all. 
The group of four is of my father, 
mother, sister and myself when I 
was eight years old. The two gilt 
frames, containing portraits of my 
sister and me, were belt buckles 
which I bronzed. 

There is a miniature candle snuffer 
on the mantle. The two tiny shells 
on the Bible under the table were 
picked up on the shores of the Sea 
of Galilee by a friend several years 
ago. The chandelier is a bracelet with 
beads hung from it. 

For the rumpus room we made the 
pool and ping pong tables, fireplace, 
and long cabinet containing sports 
equipment. The pool balls are beads 
painted and numbered and the cues 
are swab sticks tipped and varnished. 

The piano has a Swiss music box 
inside which plays two tunes. The 
mounted fish and deer head were 
small celluloid toys, cut in half, glued 
to a piece of balsa wood and painted. 
The fireplace is made largely from 
agates picked up on Newport Beach, 
Ore., some 20 years ago. The hearth 
broom is made from part of a pastry 
brush, and the striped cushion in 
the chair is part of a ribbon I had 
on a hat when I was 12 years old.

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in my husband’s laboratory. When it 
died it was taken to a taxidermist, 
the hide tanned and made into a rug 
about five inches long. 

We reproduced a farmyard scene 
in winter. Almost six pounds of salt 
were used for snow, and the icicles 
are pieces of clear plastic, shaped 
and polished. The miniature comb and 
towel on the porch are very much in 
keeping. The scraper on the step is 
a tiny hinge enameled black. The 
turkey is a relic of childhood days. 

Many hours of work and planning 
have gone into these miniatures, but 
it has been so fascinating that we 
have enjoyed every minute of it. Ev- 
ery time our copy of HOBBIES arrives, 
we go through it eagerly to see what 
there is on miniatures and penny 
banks (another hobby of ours), so we 
thought others might be interested 
in knowing about our miniature 
rooms. 


Tiny Pianos 
By MRS. G. D. PEARCE 


Y collection illustrates the “Histo- 

ry of the Piano” in miniature. 
The specimens average two and one- 
half to three inches. First in this 
historic assembly is the monocord 
with one string; next with four 
strings and a movable bridge, the 
dulcimer of the seventh century, B. C., 
the clavis (the first key instrument), 
and the clavichord, the virginal (made 
famous by the Virgin Queen Elizabeth 
of England), then the harpsichord, 
spinet, etc., all handmade examples of 
plucking instruments, which preceded 
the invention of the insffument now 
known as the piano. 

There are commercial models of 
wood, china, silver, bronze, celluloid, 
and pasteboard. There are models of 
Staffordshire china, Florentine Fili- 
gree silver, Dresden, handpainted 
French china, bisque, glass, pins and 
charms. 

There are hand made wooden 
models of pianos belonging to Mozart, 
Beethoven, Schumann and Wagner; 
the latter was copied from the instru- 
ment presented to Wagner by the King 
of Bavaria and on which he composed 
some of his operas. It is made with 
drawers which open, and where manu- 
scripts were kept. There is the “Gone 
with the Wind” piano, modeled from 
a photograph sent me by the firm in

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Los Angeles which provided the fur- 
niture used in the motion picture. 
Queen Elizabeth’s virginal (which 
was modeled from the original virginal 
brought from England and played 
during a lecture) shows pegs which 
released the crow’s quills for plucking 
the strings. It also opens and closes. 
All these have keyboards with black 
and white keys, some with reversed 
keys. 

Also of note are tiny harpsichords 
made of denture material (pink 
acrylic resin) with keyboards of ivory 
and black keys made from a fine 
tooth comb. Another is made from the 
red rubber used for dental plates, 
and is decorated with handpainted 
flowers, and it has two keyboards. 
One two-keyboard harpsichord made 
of blue plastic is just one and one- 
fourth by three-fourth inches. 

There are two very good wood 
models of the famous harp pianos 
and another beautiful model made 
from pink acrylic with the harp of 
clear white acrylic. There are pianos 
made of walnut, one of which is a 
model of the Bach period, with a top 
which raises to show the gilt strings. 
Several modernistic models show the 
trend of styles in pianos, both grands 
and uprights. One small grand is 
copied from the modernistic piano 
used in the famous Lunt and Fontanne 
play, “Idiot’s Delight.” 

My collection even contains pianos 
made of cork and pipe cleaners. The 
handmade models were fashioned by 
talented members of my family, and 
are really artistic and beautiful, as 
well as good miniatures of famous 
instruments. Many of them were 
copied from pictures published in 
Hobbies magazine. There are more 
than one hundred, all silent, with the 
exception of one which contains a 
music box. 

Being a piano teacher, I also have 
pianos made of soap, modeling clay, 
wood, beads, wax, etc., all modeled 
by young pianists, who are proud of 
their teacher’s collection. 

The collection was awarded a blue 
ribbon by a well known dealer, who 
was acting as judge, when it was 
placed on display a few years ago at 
a local hobby show.

Industrial Engineers Use 


Miniatures In Their Work 


Planning engineers of the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing 
Company in Pittsburgh have devel- 
oped a standard procedure of build- 
ing ‘industrial doll houses” in order 
to get a three dimensional preview of 
a plant’s efficiency. Tiny figures of 
men and machines, carefully carved 
from wood, are moved around in min- 
jiature factories. After the war, metal 
figures, molded for permancy, will 
form a “bank” from which the en- 
gineers may draw to construct their 
little domains. 

For the girl who wants something 
special, her dealer in old jewelry 
will suggest something of special 
sentimental value to her and her best 
beau. Often the ring of the boy’s 
mother is handed down for the girl 
of the son’s choice. A slight bit of 
engraving, or perhaps the addition of 
a stone makes it the perfect ring of 
sentiment as well as beauty.

DANA Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 





THE FIRST thought that came when 

“Dana” was decided upon for this 
issue, was brother’s den plastered 
with “Gibson Girls’—either colored 
prints of the work of the artist, or 
perhaps magazine covers, and crayon 
copies, the latter with the original 


artist’s full name, Charles Dana 
Gibson, and brother’s initials “GCK” 
underneath. He liked both art and 
girls, and these college-day interests 
always “showed up” on his walls. 

Next the name “Charles A. Dana” 
came to mind—the one-time editor 
of the New York Sun, and associate 
editor of the American Cyclopedia. 
Then as I began to search through 
encyclopedias, Who’s Who and other 
sources, I found, as I had thought, 
this name connected with Harvard 
and Yale, scientists, authors, poets, 
musicians, men of letters in every 
generation. Richard Henry Dana, L., 
II., and III. were all lawyers and 
authors. 

Francis Dana, 1743-1811, espoused 
the cause of the colonies in pre-Revo- 
lution days, and was a member of the 
first Provincial Congress of Massachu- 
setts. He helped Washington organize 
the army in 1778, and was a delegate 
to the Continental Congress. He 
helped John Adams, in Paris, to 
negotiate treaties of peace and trade 
with Great Britain, and was also 


minister to St. Petersburg. He was 
judge and chief justice of the Su-. 
preme Court of Massachusetts. 

There have been ministers 


and 


generals! Don’t you imagine Gen. 
Napoleon Jackson Tecumseh Dana 
must have lived up to his name? 
And one boy was named “Israel” 
after Gen. Israel Putnam. 

You are most interested, however, 
in the first to arrive in this country, 
and may be surprised to know that 
Richard Dana who settled in Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts in 1640, was 
an Italian Huguenot; we usually as- 
sociate the Huguenots with France. 
Richard was born in Italy about 1612, 
and went with his parents first to 
France, then to England about 1629. 
There are Danas in this country now 
who came here directly from Italy. 

Charles A. Dana, who travelled in 
Italy, said he found the same general 
characteristics among the Danas there 
as in the descendants of Richard—the 
“literary and scientific turn of mind.” 
He saw a Professor Dana in an 
Italian college, 

The first Richard, had, by 1829, 13 
descendants who were graduates of 
Harvard or Yale. These men moved 
in literary circles, and inspired the 
people of Mass. to higher literary 
tastes. One married a daughter of 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow. 

Some one of these literary men, of 
the late 18th or early 19th century, 
had a bookplate, a replica of which 
heads this article. I have not identified 
it, and the fact that the name is in 
writing at the right, looks as though 
he had—or someone had—erased the 
first name before allowing it to appear 
in print. It is found in several records 
of the Dana family. 

The strange thing is this—that in 
Coat-of-Arms registers of the Dana 
family in American books, there is 
an entirely different design for Chas. 
A. , Dr. Chas. Loomis, Chas. Edmund, 
Richard Henry, and others, and the 
one ascribed to the first Richard. 
Stranger still, neither of these designs 
is registered as grants in the books 
to which we go for records of British 
and European Arms where most 
names are registered, unless special 
research is necessary. 

No description of the Coat-of-Arms 
as it is pictured in this book-plate is 
given in any book or magazine where 
we have found it, But the color code 
is so marked that we can easily 
describe it in the Heraldic terms: 
Or, a chevron engrailed gules between 
three hinds trippant proper. Crest—a 
fox passant proper. 


Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A gold (or) shield, on which is 
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charged a red (gules) chevron with 
engrailed or escalloped edges between 
3 young deer of natural color (proper) 
and running with one foot raised 
(trippant). The crest is a fox stand- 
ing with one foot raised (passant) 
and also of natural color (proper). 

The motto “‘cavendo tutus” trans- 
lated: “safe by being cautious” is 
registered in Fairbairn’s Book of 
Crests for the families of Allmack, 
Candlish, Cavendish, Cruickshank 
Hardwick, and Waring. The Dana 
name is not included. Many times 
families have taken mottoes to add 
to their Coat-of-Arms that have not 
been granted to them, and therefore 
have not been registered under their 
names, 

To go back to the picture of the 
Coat-of-Arms, the color code is very 
clear. The dots mean a gold surface 
and the fine vertical lines on the 
chevron stand for red. The animals 
being of natural color are only 
shaded. 

The chevron is one of the nine so- 
called Honourable Ordinaries straight 
lined symbols occupying about one- 
third of the surface of the shield. 
Likened unto the roof of a house, the 
chevron is symbolical of protection 
and was granted to one who had 
achieved some notable enterprise; also 
to one who had built churches or 
fortresses or had accomplished some 
work of faithful service. 

On many Coat-of-Arms you will 
see escalloped or wavy or indented 
lines and various other forms, and 
think of them only as a decorative 
feature in dividing that symbol from 
the shield. This is not the case but 
each dividing line has its definite 
meaning. The engrailed, or escalloped 
line, denotes the holding of large land- 
ed estates—that is the one on this 
book-plate, 

Hinds are seldom used in Heraldry 
because being unarmed with horns 
or antlers, they are considered of less 
worth as a bearing; but they have the 
same symbolism as the stag. The stag 
indicates one who is skillful in music 
and a lover of harmony; and of one 
who is politic and well foresees his 
time and opportunities; who is unwill- 
ing to assail the enemy rashly, but 
rather desirous to stand on his own 
ground honestly, than to annoy an- 
other wrongfully. In other words, he 
typifies policy, peace, harmony and 
administrative ability. 

The fox denotes one who will use 
all that he may possess of sagacity, 
wit, or wisdom in his own defense; 
he ‘must not be considered as regards 
his habits of pilfering and stealing, 
but as regards his wit and facility 
of device.” All “animals borne in 
Arms must be interpreted in their 
best sense, according to their most 
generous and noble qualities, and so 
therefore to the greatest honour of 
their bearers.” 


Colors are representative of the 
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personal characteristics of the origin- 
al bearer and are granted only if he 
be worthy. Gold signifies sincerity and 
peace; red, courage and magnanimity. 

The usual Coat-of-Arms made for 
a decoration in a home, such as a 
painting or wood-carving, has the 
helmet above the shield on which the 
crest rests. This book-plate was made 
in a period of Jacobean or Chippen- 
dale decoration and one can pick out 
this style from among others just 
as a collector of furniture or glass 
or other antiques can name _ those 
objects as belonging to certain periods. 
During this period, the book-plates 
were highly decorative and the helmet 
with the mantling flowing over it 
was seldom used—instead were the 
scrolls, flowers and leaves. This is 
much like the one that one often sees 
of the George Washington plate, and 
was probably in use in the late 18th 
century. 

The other Coat-of-Arms mentioned 
before we are not picturing here, but 
only describing. It is a black shield 
with a diagonal band or bend, of 
silver, from the upper right to the 
lower left corner of the shield. On 
the bend are three green chevrons. 
The crest is a bull’s head “‘affrontee,” 
or looking straight at you. There is 
no motto. 

Nearly always the articles in this 
column bring interesting correspond- 
ence to the writer which sometimes 
is passed on to you in later issues. 
We are hoping for such correspond- 
ence this time, and from those who 
have some definite information or 
some traditions about the origin of 
this Coat-of-Arms; about the reason 
for there being two in, use in the 
family; and why neither are regis- 
tered in the usual Heraldic records.

knew your grandfather’s name, any- 
way, then I could get your daughter 
into the D.A.R.” He took out his little 
notebook from his pocket, the cover 
and edges well worn—read me the 
names and the dates and the places 
of his father, grandfather and two 
greats back of him. Oh no, he didn’t 
care, He hadn’t carried this around 
next to his heart all those years 
without caring; we know that. He 
just didn’t want to admit it. 


Read back a few issues or think 
back, for you may remember some of 
the stories I have told you about our 
boys going overseas, that they realize 
how important family records are 
even in getting commissions; how 
they like to know where their families 
originated so they may visit the local- 
ities in other countries where the 
ancient family seats may still be 
found. Others just want to have this 
for a hobby; it’s like a cross-word 
puzzle to see how many spaces they 
can fillin ona chart. Lots of service 
men are spending spare time in the 
genealogical libraries and having a 
grand time tracing down their his- 
tories, finding stories in county his- 
tories and town histories; and finding 
records and vital statistics; and to 
their great surprise, sometimes, find- 
ing their own names, or their parents’ 
and grandparents’ names in the fam- 
ily genealogies.

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EARLY JERSEY PRINTER 


By JOHN LAKMORD WAYNE 


SAAC COLLINS was born in Del- 
aware, February 16, 1746. His 
father was an Englishman. Collins 
became a printer’s apprentice and 
worked for a time as a journeyman 
in Philadelphia. In 1770 he located in 
Burlington, being appointed Colonial 
printer under the crown, and the next 
year he began the publication of an 
almanac, which he continued for 
many years. 

On December 5, 1777, he began the 
publication of the first printed news- 
paper in New Jersey. There had been 
an earlier broadside or newsletter 
that had been written by hand and 
circulated in the cause of the Con- 
tinentals. Collin’s paper was founded 
to counteract the influence of the 
“New York Royal Gazette,” published 
by Rivington. 

Collins later moved to Trenton 
where he published the “Trenton 
Gazette” until 1786. He was not only 
the publisher but the actual editor 
of this paper which held a command- 
ing infiuence on the politics of, the 
period. Collins was assisted in his 
editorials of Governor Livingston. 
So important was this paper to the 
patriot cause, that‘in 1777 the legis- 
lature exempted its workmen from 
militia service. 

Collins was an early and a staunch 
defender of the liberty of the press, 
and there were instances when he 
stood up for his beliefs. In one case 
he refused to divulge the name of a 
correspondent who had said things 
not at all complimentary regarding 
Governor Livingston. The article 
was held to be offensive to the legis- 
lature and Collins was hailed before 
an investigating committee. Collins 
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replied: “In any other case not in- 
compatible with my conscience or the 
good of my country, I shall be happy 
to oblige you.” 

Collins was also an industrious book 
publisher. Among the most important 
works from his press were Sewel’s 
“History of the Quakers”, a ponder- 
ous volume of nearly one thousand 
pages, of which Collins issued two 
thousand copies. Ramsey’s “History 
of South Carolina” also came from 
the Collins press which also issued a 
“New Testament” and an _ octavo 
“Family Bible.” A smaller work of 
great rarity from the Collins press 
is “Ostervald’s Practical Observa- 
tions”, which was published by sub- 
scription. This and the Bible were 
printed with great care and the 
proofs were read eleven times, the 
last revision being by Collins’ daugh- 
ter, Rebecca. An edition of five thou- 
sand came from the press in 1791, 
and it was so free from errors that 
it was approved by the Synods of 
New York and New Jersey and by 
the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church.

Hubbart of Ohio Wesleyan University 


was preparing some notes on “Ohio 
Wesleyan’s First 100 years,” he found 
old newspapers invaluable in fur- 
nishing him with unveneered data. 
Some of the sample tidbits uncovered 
by Dr. Hubbart were: In early days, 
students caught spitting on the floor 
got zero. The “Bishops” soon became 
physical-education minded; the first 
graduate spoke on “Physical Educa- 
tion” in giving his commencement 
oration; students were fined by the 
justice of the peace for running 
through a toll gate; during the Civil 
War the campus grass was allowed 
to grow, so that hay could be cut 
from it; in 1879, when a rule was 
passed that a co-ed could walk only 
one block with a man, going either 
to or from class, men measured the 
blocks in town to find the longest one.

“it is a pleasure and a privilege to 
work on such a valuable, artistic 
object as this.” 

The only other piece she had with 
her was a hand-bracelet, or ornament. 
She said it was neither gold nor 
silver, but a white metal that would 
last forever, nor were the red and 
blue stones with which it was studded 
precious. Still it was a very unique 
piece of jewelry and so very distinc- 
tively oriental. It had four open 
adjustable rings attached to silver 
chains and these chains held a large 
placque which covered the back of the 
hand, and attached to the placque near 
the bottom were two larger chains, one 
on each side which fastened around 
the wrist and held the placque rest- 
ing securely on the back of the hand. 
Dangling from the bottom of the 
ornament was a fine fringe of silver 
chains, each ending in small silver 
balls. The rings were designed to 
fit any fingers, fat or slender—as it 
was handed down from one generation 
to another. It was studded artistically 
with red and blue oblong stones and 
was truly oriental. 

Mrs. Gilaian said that Moslem 
women and Persian women possessed 
mcny pieces of jewelry, necklaces, 
Lelts, rings, brooches, earrings—all 
to match, but they never wear but 
ane at a time, because their dresses 
were so colorful and elaborate it 
would be inartistie to wear more 
than one piece of jewelry at a time. 

Mrs. Gilaian remarked that Moslem 
women were industrious in their 
homes, and do not spend all their time 
smoking, sleeping and gossiping, but 
concern themselves with beautiful 
clothes and rugs.

They Said It With Stones 


In 1874 Godey’s Ladies’ Book re- 
ported that “‘porte-bonheur” bracelets 
were very popular.

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LIGHTHOUSE LORE 


By LAWRENCE B. ROMAINE 


NOTHER old dusty ledger has 
found its way into my den. It 
will be of particular interest to those 
interested in post cards of light- 
houses. It now takes the place of Mr. 
Haviland’s log which has found a new 
home with one of Uncle Sam’s First 
Class Privates. I hope that some day 
it will provide material in a real novel 
of American life, 
As is often the case, however, tne 


man who supplied the lights to warn 
the mariner along our Atlantic coast, 
does not give his name or that of 
the stout brig or bark that carried 
everything from oil to lenses. The 
detail of each voyage is interesting, 
the supplies will add to the knowledge 
of lighthouse equipment and _ the 
caustic comment should bring an 
occasional smile to the reader. 

We might guess that the Supply

Massachusetts lighthouses. 
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Agent lived in Worcester, Brookfield 
or Ware, Mass., at least, after his 
duties, as the ledger came to me from 
a book house in Ware, Mass. Many 
a salty account seems to come from 
points far from the coast and might 
perhaps indicate that the sailors or 
Masters had quite enough salt. 

The first page contains a “History 
of New Bedford Churches” and I feel 
sure the vessel made her voyages up 
and down the coast from this point 
though there is nothing else to in- 
dicate her port of call. On the other 
hand, she may well have used several 
supply stations, as the first voyage 
begins at Cape Fear, N. Car. and it 
would not seem feasible to carry the 
whole load so far IF, for instance, 
she could have stocked at Baltimore. 
I have been able to find no record to 
help me in my work. 

Turning over about 30 pages we 
find the account of the first supply 
trip which he began May, 11, 1840 
and ended June, 24th, 1840, in a full 
page recapitulation which follows:— 

“Supplied on Ship Cruise 39 Light- 
Houses, Burning 468 Lamps, com- 
mencing at Cape Fear, N. C. and 
ending at Great Captain’s Island, 
Conn., with the following articles-viz.: 
9,606 Gals. Spring Oil 
4,470 “ Winter “ 

2,223 Tube Glasses 

557% yds. Cloth 

88 Buff Skins 

155 Gross Wickings 

248 Burners Complete 

165 Outside Burners 

5-114” Reflectors 

39 Pairs of Scissors 

21 Hand Lanterns 

11 Carriers 

890 Gal Oil Butts 
2 Glaziers Diamonds

The accuracy and care with which 
this summary is made makes me think 
of our 1944 wastes and the terror 
it might cause in the hearts of 
many, should management require 
such accountings. This old timer with 
a more than likely old leaky wooden 
ship lost seven gallons of oil on 
nearly a two months cruise, making 
39 deliveries under what were probab- 
ly very uncertain conditions. I have 
seen more than that wasted in the 
simple process of filling one engine 
room tank (with every possible 
modern method) for testing purposes 
today. (This however is another 
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theme which I shall leave to Fulton 
Lewis, Jr.) 

Let’s start out on the cruise at 
Bald Head Lighthouse at Cape Fear, 
N. C., on the first page. To give you 
a true picture of the Skipper’s book 
and how he kept things, I’ll quote 
this one in full. 


“Bald Head Lighthouse—18 Lamps 
—Byron Morse, Keeper. 
Supplied May, 11th, 1840. 


“It is about 2% years since this 
Lighthouse was put in order, but, 
owing to the lateness of the season, 
the cement of rough casting was in- 
jured by the frost before it got hard, 
and is not considerably injured, and 
off on the South and East Sides, the 
fabric is otherways in good order. 

“Dwelling is in rather delapidated 
state, plastering off in the rooms, 
leakey in the roof about the chimneys 
and the window glass considerably 
broken. Apparatus is fairly clean and 
the cleanest by far that I ever saw 
it for it used to be the foulest of any 
that I was acquainted with. Oil butts 
are neglected and two of them poor 
at least. Found the oil that was 
delivered last year still in the casks 
—that is all the same oil—and a 
barrel of oil that was half leaked out. 
Delivered 256 Gals. Summer Oil

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The next stop is Federal Point 
Lighthouse off St. John’s River, Fla., 
where he finds things in fair state. 
The tower, however, needs cementing 
over and the light, paint. Again the 
house or dwelling is leaky “about the 
chimnies.” From the account one in- 
fers that the Skipper not only 
delivered oil and equipment but also 
“cleans lenses, mends lamps” and 
“put things all in order.” Now, the 
distance from Cape Fear River, N. C., 
to the mouth of St. Johns River, 
Florida, is almost 300 miles as the 
crow flies and a skipper would have 
to be not only good but very lucky 
in the days of sails to make it in 
24 hours. Putting two and two to- 
gether, we do not find much time in 
the account for “whittling” or “secrim- 
shaw” and it is amazing to me the 
territory covered in less than two 
months. Before we finish I think you'll 
agree. 

The next stop is Cape Look Out 
Lighthouse, William Fulford, Keeper 
on May 14th. Cape Look Out is al- 
most a hundred miles north-east of 
Cape Fear and yet only 24 hours has 
elapsed. Here we find the apparatus 
‘neglected and in filthy state.” More 
work for the skipper. 

Ocracoke Light seems to be in filthy 
state too and the keeper insisted he 
had only oil enough for ten days; 
whereupon our skipper dug about here 
and there and found half filled kegs 
that contained 93 gals.! At Pamlico 
Light, however, we find a few unusual 
notes on troubles off the Carolina 
coast :— 

“Pamlico Point Lighthouse — 10 
Lamps; Sanford Fulford, Keeper. 
May, 16th. 

“Lighthouse is rather leaky, but 
then, that is trifling—it wants white- 
washing, not that I think it will make 
it tight but it look better—and then 
the keeper ought to be made to keep it 
better on the inside—for the whole of 
the lighthouse & ALL APPARATUS

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inside of the lighthouse is in a filthy 
state. Keeper is very inattentive 
and I have been informed that 
when the oil was delivered last year 
and very probably within ten steps 
of the light, that he would not 
touch it nor have anything to do 
with it until the Sup’t. sent assistance. 
One or two of the lamps and reflectors 
are poor—but then poor ones answer 
the same purpose as the good if they 
are so filthy that there is no re- 
flection.” 

Just what the Skipper would do 
without that word “filthy” is a ques- 
tion. However, I don’t doubt that it 
fitted very well in most cases. The 
last two lights were supplied within 
24 hours, being quite close, and still, 
one could hardly think of his job 
in terms of alphabetical endeavor 
as we do now! It is too bad the old 
chap didn’t make his account into 
more of a log so we could figure out 
what storms or currents gave him the 
chance to run 300 miles in about 36 
hours and yet from Hatteras to Old 
Point Comfort, about a hundred took 
five days. He is interested in the 
supplies and the lights: alone and so - 
runs the report.

All in all, Dr. Conley’s collection 
consists of 23,000 items of circus 
memorabilia. Two other circus fans, 
who grew up in Wisconsin in close 
proximity to the Ringling winter 
quarters are Sverre Braathen, Madi- 
son attorney, and Don Howland, Ohio 
salesman, and each of them also is 
a specialist in the Ringling Brothers 
Circus history. 

“T can refer to my collection for 
almost any fact anyone might want 
to know about the Ringling show,” 
says Dr. Conley, “and so can Don 
Howland and Sverre Braathen, my 
Wisconsin brethren.”
